If this Obſervation be any way applicable to the pre- 
ſent Generation, -it will be of ſome Serviceto the Cauſe 
of Virtue and Mankind, to keep the Vicious conſtantiy 
in mind, that their Actions will be tranſmitted. in their 
pa and true Colours to Poſterity. For this Reaſon, 
think, I cannot do a greater Service to my Country, 
or, indeed, to Mankind, than to collect and publiſh 
yearly, in an hiſtorical Method, ſuch Accounts 25 a 
the important "Tranſactions of the preſent ; Age, as. I 
ſhall be able to procure. For thopgh I cannot take all 
the Freedom, that, I hope, will be taken by future 
Hiſtorians, with the vicious Actions @ Politicks of the 
preſent Age, yet | may, perhaps, now and then fall upon 
ſome Method of giving ſuch Hints, as may raiſe the 
Curiobty of the Publick, and make "them enquire, par- 
ticularly into what is ſo hinted at ;. and by having my 
publick Collection interleaved and bound up wich clean 
Paper, it will be ſo eaſy for every Gentleman to write 
rom: Remarks and Memoirs of his. own, that, 1 
oſterity may be thereby enabled to come at the real 
Truth, and to ſee every material Tranſaction of this 
Age in a full, clear, and genuine Light.

The Love of Praiſe, and the Deſire of a good Name, 
is a Paſſion ſo ſtrongly engraved upon the Mind of Man, 
by the wiſe Author of Nature, that the moſt impudent, 
nay the moſt deſperate Criminal privately wiſhes to have 
his Crimes concealed, or a virtuous Turn given to his 
wicked Actions. If neither were to be expected, it 
would be a great Check to the vicious Part of Man- 
kind ; and as the Annals, which I propoſe to publiſh 
yearly, will encourage and promote the writing of pri- 
vate Memoirs, and thereby contribute towards enabling 
future Hiſtorians to give a full and true Account of the 


Age in which we live, and to paint every conſiderable: 


Perſon now upon the Stage in his proper Colours, L 
flatter myſelf, that every Advertiſement of my. Annals 
will be a Sort of Memento to thoſe who are guided 
Fame and not by Conſcience, that they muſt not expect 
to have their Crimes concealed, or a Veil drawn over 
their fraudulent Practices; and as I ſhall take Care to 
record, without Flattery, the brave, the generous, and 
the beautiful Actions of my Cotemporaries, eſpecially of 
thoſe who are Subje&:s of Great Britain, the Publication 
of my Annals will, I hope, be a continual Spur to 
every Man in his Station, to perform ſuch Actions, and 
to behave in ſuch a Manner, as may tranſmit his Me- 
mory with Honour to future Generations. | 
With regard to Facts, I ſhall never, knowingly, give 
a falſe Account of any one I relate; but as the Truth 
of Facts is a Truth altogether impoſſible to be come 
at in every Caſe that may occur, it is not to be e 
that T ſhall never be guilty of a Miftake, or that I ſhould 
give a, full and exact Account of every Fact I may 
think neceſſary ro mention. All I can do, is, to give 
ſuch Accounts of them as are publiſhed, or ſuch as ſhall 
come to my Hands; and I: ſhall take as much Care as 
I can, to chuſe that Account or Relation which ſeems 
4 : to 
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to be the moſt full and impartial, and to avoid men- 
tioning any Fact that may reflect the leaſt Diſhonour 
upon any particular Perſon, unleſs the Accounts of it 
be not only ſuch as are in themſelves probable, but ſuch 
as have not been contradicted. In Caſes where I may 
appear to have been miſinformed, or not fully intructedd 

J hope ſome of thoſe who were concerned will, for the 
Inſtruction of future Ages, leave a truer or fuller Ac- 
count of it, by way of Amendment or Addition to my 
Annals; and that my future Collections may be the more 
full and exact, I hereby invite every Gentleman that 
pleaſes, without regard to Country, Sect, or Party, to 
ſend to my Publiſher an Account of ſuch Facts or 
Tranſactions as he may think worthy of being recorded. 
If upon Examination I find they are true, and ſuch as 
can and ought to be publiſhed, he may depend upon 
their having a Place in my Annals. But as to their 
Truth and Propriety, it muſt be left ro my own Judg- 
ment; for as I am to endeavour to give Satisfaction to 
the Publick, it is not to be expected, that I ſhould com- 
ply wich the Humour of every private Man. = 

Thus much I thought neceſſary to premiſe with re- 
gard to Facts, and with regard to my Remarks and Re- 
flections, I ſhall promiſe to be as juſt and impartial as 
can well be expected from a Man who writes the Hi- 
ſtory of his own Times. I ſhall take Care to make none 
but ſuch as may be'uſeful ; and in all, I ſhall have the 


Good of Mankind and the true Intereſt of my Coun- 


try principally in View. There never was a Time, I be- 
lieve, nor a Country, where ſome vulgar Errors did not 
prevail. Theſe I ſhall often, in my Remarks and Re- 
flections upon the common Occurrences, take an Op- 
portunity to detect and expoſe ; and thoſe Reflections, 
which I think of great Conſequence, I ſhall not ſcruple 
to repeat and inculcate, as often as any remarkable Oc- 
currence furniſhes me with a proper Opportunity for ſo 
doing; becauſe a different Introduction, or a different 


Manner of expreſſing the ſame Thought, often recom- 


mends it to the Notice of thoſe upon whom it had ne- 
ver before the leaſt Influence. ev 

If at any Time I find fault, or ſeem by my Remarks 
or Reflections to condemn what has happened, I hope 


the Perſons concerned in the Tranſaction, will not Think 
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The PREFACE. 
I do it with a Deſign to reflect upon them, or with any 
other View than that of giving my Countrymen a juſt 
way of Thinking about the important Tranſactions of 
the Age they live in. And as no Man can pretend to be 
infallible, if 1 ſhould afterwards find that 1 have been in the 
wrong, I ſhall rake the firſt Opportunity to acknowledge 
my Error; but at the ſame Time, I hope that, if the 
Perſons concerned in what I find fault with ſhould, 
from what I ſay, be convinced of their having been in 
the wrong, I fay, I hope, they will take the firſt Op- 
portunity to alter or rectify what has been amiſs in their 
Conduct. Steadineſs is certainly a laudable Quality, and 
a Proof of a Man's ſuperior Strength of Judgment or 
Depth of Penetration ; but to perſevere, after Argument 


or Experience has convinced us of our Being in the 
wrong, is meer Obſtinacy, and a Proof only of a Man's 


ſuperior Pride, which is a Paſſion that is one of the beſt 
Servants but one of the worſt Maſters of Reaſon. 
Moral or political Precepts or Reflections when de- 
livered by themſelves, are but a dry Study, and make 
no great Impreſſion upon the Mind; but when they are 
dreſſed up in beautiful Allegories or Fables, or ariſe na- 
turally from ſome hiſtorical Subject, like a bitter Medi- 
cine in a ſweet Vehicle, they reſtore: Health to the 
oy at the ſame Time they give Delight to the Pa- 
te. | | 
It is this that makes Hiſtory both uſeful and enter- 
taining ; for without raiſing Maxims, or making Re- 
flections, a bare. recital of Facts may be amuſing, bur 
can be of no Service to thoſe that peruſe it. The In- 
genious never read a Paſſage of Hiſtory, without mak- 
ing ſome Reflections of rheir own ; and as it is this a- 
lone that makes Hiftory uſeful, I ſhall, in my future 
Collections, as I have done in this, aſſiſt my Readers, 
by now and then making fuch Remarks as ariſe naturally 
from the Tranſaction or Fact I relate, and ſuch as may 
be of uſe to the preſent and every future Generation. 
- Thus, I hope, theſe Annals which I propoſe to pub- 
liſh yearly, will in feveral Reſpects be uſeful even to 
thoſe of the preſent Age, but to them I cannot propoſe 
to make my Annals very entertaining; for I am ſenſible 
that a Repetition of thoſe Occurrences which People

have read, but the Year before, in our common News- 


Papers, 
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Papers, will appear irkſome to the Reader. This is a 
Diſadvantage my Annals muſt labour under for ſeveral 
Years after they are firſt publiſhed : As my Readers will 
be before acquainted with moſt of the Occurrences I re- 
late, my Annals muſt neceſſarily want that Novelty, 
which to moſt Readers is the chief Recommendation of 
Hiſtory; but when the Occurrences are forgot, and the 
News-Papers which gave the firſt Accounts of them not 
to be met with, People will then begin to read my An- 
nals as a real Hiſtory, and even my Cotemporaries will 
often have Occaſion to look back upon the Annals f 
former Years, in order to recollect the particular Cir- 
cumſtances of Facts, which may have ſlipt out of their 
Memory, and which may be of Service to them in the 
particular Affairs they are then engaged ij. 
How often People may be under a Nedeſſity of look- 
ing back to the Occurrences and Diſputes of former 
Times or Ages, and of reviewing ſome of the Papers 
that were publiſhed relating to thoſe Occurrences or 
Diſputes, every Man muſt be ſenſible of, chat is any 
way concerned in the publick Tranſactions and Diſputes 
of the preſent Age. What a Satisfaction and Conve- 
nience would it be to thoſe of the preſent Generation, 
if we had now a regular Account of all the important 
Tranſactions and Diſputes, and an Abſtract of all the 
material Papers and Pamphlets that were ;publiſhed ſince 
the Reſtoration, or even ſince the Revolution, digeſted 
in ſuch a Manner, that we might immediately, and 
without Trouble, turn to any one we have now an Oc- 
caſion to take a Review of? This is à Satisfaction we 
now often feel the want of, and a Satisfaction which, if 
I am enabled to proceed in my Annals, I ſhall endeavour 
to provide for future Ages, with regard to the public 
Tranſactions arid Diſputes of the preſent. A 
Gentlemen who have any Taſte muſt be ſenſible, that 
an hiſtorical Collection made and publiſned but once a 
Year, may be made more regular and compleat, and 
muſt be leſs liable to Miſtakes and Repetitions, and con- 
ſequently better worth preſerving, than thoſe that are 
publiſhed weekly, monthly, or quarterly, even though the 
latter ſhould be collected and digeſted with; all the Ex- 
pence, Induſtry, and Judgment that is neceſſary for ſuch 
a Purpoſe; and as the * Collections we have vo 
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this Kind, appear to be deficient in every one of theſe 
Reſpects, I muſt from thence think, I have ſome Rea- 
ſon to hope for Succeſs in my preſent Undertaking ; for 
though I cannot promiſe to communicate many Occur- 
rences that are quite new to my Readers, yet in my An- 
nals, they will have the Advantage of ſeeing a full and 
compleat Account of almoſt every Occurrence at once, 
inſtead of having it by Piece-Meal, and often incom- 
pleat, which is now the Caſe with moſt of the Accounts 
we have from our daily News-Papers, and other perio- 
dical Collections; and by my way of relating ſome Oc- 
currences, or by the Remarks I make upon them, my 
Readers will perceive that ſome of them are of more 
Importance than perhaps appeared upon their being firſt 
read in our News-Pa | | te 
But what I chiefly apprehend with regard to my Suc- 
ceſs, is, That ſome People may perhaps expect to find in 
wy Annals a great many State Papers which were never 
before publiſhed ; and others may perhaps expect, that I 
ſhould unfold to them the private Conferences, or ſecret 
Motives and Views of Princes, Miniſters, and Politicians. 
We ſee by our common News-Papers, how greedily 
ſuch pretended Accounts are ſwallowed, though every 
Man of common Senſe muſt be convinced of their be- 
ing meer Forgeries. Now as I do not pretend to be 
behind the Curtain, when Miniſters are conferring or con- 
certing their Schemes privately together, I ſhall not pre- 
ſume to give a particular Account of their Conferences, 
or of the private Motives which give Riſe to their pub- 
lick Actions. And as I have no Fund, but that which 
may ariſe from the Sale of my Book, to furniſh me with 
ſecret Service Money, I cannot propoſe to bribe Clerks 
of Offices, to give me Copies of Papers which they are, 
by the Nature of their Office, perhaps by their Oath, ob- 
liged not to communicate: Nay, if I had wherewithal, I 
do not believe, I could do it; for I have ſuch a Baſhfulneſs 
in my Temper, that I cannot for my Life deſire a Man 
to do what, in my own Conſcience, I think he oughr 
not to do. | | e 
Such Accounts, or ſuch Papers, ought not to be ex- 
pected from any Man who writes and publiſhes the 
Annals or Hiſtory of his own Times. A hundred or 
two hundred Years hence, Poſterity may, perhaps, have 
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ſuch Accounts of the preſent Age, eſpecially if ſuch 
Annals as I propoſe ſhould be continued, and ſuch an 
ingenious and indefatigable Gentleman ſhould then ob- 
tain acceſs to our publick Records and private Collec- 
tions, as the Gentleman who has lately begun to give us 
a Series of the State Papers and publick Tranſactions in 
the Reign of Queen Elizabetb. All we can now do, 
is, to Wiſh that the State Papers and a full Account of the 
publick Tranſactions of this Age, may do as much Ho- 
nour to our Country, as the Account of that glorious 
Reign which is now begun to be publiſhed. The more 
full and authentick the Accounts of thoſe Times are ren- 
dered, the more Honour will redound to our Country ; 
and therefore, I muſt congratulate the preſent Genera- 
tion upon the Pleaſure they are like to receive; but 
though it appears from the Part of that Collection al- 
ready publiſhed, that it has been made with all poſſible 
Care and Aſſiduity, and though Cambder's Annals were 
wrote in the very next ſucceeding Reign, yet we may 
perceive, that there were many publick Occurrences in 
that happy Reign, which we neither have, nor can now 
have a ſatisfactory Account of; and at a Time when a true 
blick Spirit ſo much prevailed among all Ranks and 
— of Men, which is a natural and a certain Con- 
ſequence of ſuch a Spirit's prevailing at Court, we may 
ſuppoſe, that there were many glorious Actigns perform- 
ed by private Men, which cannot appear from any pub- 
lick Record, and are therefore now buried in eternal 
Oblivion. pe 
Theſe are Misfortures which cannot now be repaired, 
and which would have been, in a great Meaſure, pre- 
vented, if the Annals of thoſe Times had been collected 
and publiſhed in the ſame Manner as I propoſe: ro col- 
left and publiſh the Annals of the preſent. From hence, 
I think, it is evident, that when we have the Happineſs 
to be under a juſt and wiſe Adminiſtration, a —_— 
Publication of ſuch Annals will contribute to the Satis- 
faction of Poſterity, and to the Honour of our Coun- 


try; and when we have the Misfortune to be under the 


Government of Men who miſtake Cunning for Wiſdom, 

and confider nothing but their own immediate Eaſe or 

Intereſt, the Publication of - ſuch Annals will be ſome 

Sort of Check to that ſelfiſh and corrupt Spirit _ 
| | mu 
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tmuſt be propagated by ſuch an Adminiſtration, and may 
thereby prevent the Succeſs of ſome of their moſt wick- 
ed Deſigns ; for though, as I have faid, I cannot be fo 
free in my Accounts, and much leſs in my Obſervations 
and Remarks, as future Hiſtorians may, or even as I 
myſelf might be, were I to write the Hiſtory of any 
former Generation, or were my Collections not to be 
— till many Vears after my Deceaſe, yet moſt 
en will conſider, that this Diſadvantage will probably 
be atoned for by thoſe private Memoirs, which the 
yearly Publication of my Annals may prompt others to 
leave behind them; and this Conſideration will of courſe 
be a Check upon every Man's Behaviour that has the 
leaſt regard to his Fame or Reputation. | 
For this Reaſon, if I execute what J propoſe as well 
as can [reaſonably be expected, I may, I think, hope for 
Encouragement from every Gentleman that has the Ho- 
nour and Intereſt of his Country at Heart, and cannot 
therefore be afraid of having his Actions, or the Actions 
of his Friends, tranſmitted in their true Light to Poſte- 
rity. From all ſuch, I ſay, I hope to meet with Encou- 
agement ; and from Men of a different Stamp, I nei- 


ther hope nor deſire to meet with Encouragement, ei- 


ther in this or any Thing elſe I undertake. In the An- 


nals which I now publiſh, I have been as diligent and 


exact as I could, in collecting the proper Materials; but 
as it is my firſt Attempt, 1 hope Gentlemen will not 
from this judge of my future Performances. In my 
future Annals, I may be enabled to give a better and 
fuller Account of ſome material Tranſactions than was 
before given by any of our News-Papers; and may 
probably give an Account of ſome Things that were 


never before publiſhed ; becauſe, after it is known that 


ſuch Annals are to be regularly publiſhed, I hope ſome 
Gentlemen will be at the Pains to ſend me ſuch Accounts 
of any important Tranſaction they or their Friends have 
been concerned in, as are exact and may be depended on; 
eſpecially as their Accounts may be communicated to me, 


by Means of my Publiſher, without letting it be known, 


either to me or him, from whence they come. And in 
collecting and compiling: the Annals now publiſhed, I 


diſcovered that ſeveral Materials will be neceſſary which 
I did nat before think of, and Which, I * 
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de procured at ſuch an Expence as I can ſpare, if T 
meet with tolerable Encouragement from the Publick. 
This with ſome other Advantages will, I hope, make 
my Annals for this preſent Year more compleat than 
thoſe I now publiſh ; and if I meet with proper En- 
couragement, I hope to improve every Year, till my 
Deſign be rendered as compleat as its Nature will ad- 
mit of. : | l 

If the Annals I know publiſh ſhould meet with a 
tolerable Reception from the Publick, I ſhall hope for 
the beſt in Time to come ; becauſe, from the Objec- 
tions made to theſe, I ſhall learn to correct the Faults 
I have been guilty of ; and, I believe, I may venture to 
promiſe, that my Collections ſhall be more compleat, 
and better choſen, than any Thing of the Kind hitherto 

bliſhed. There are certainly many Gentlemen in the 

ingdom more capable of executing ſuch a Deſign, but 
conſidering the Education I have had, and the ſmall 
Profits that are to be expected from an impartial and 
uncorrupted Execution of ſuch a Deſign, I believe, I 
may without Arrogance ſay, that if I cannot, in a v 
few Years, execute it to the Satisfaction of the Publick, 
they can expect no Satisfaction from any Man that will 
undertake it. . 

As many Things are publiſhed in our News-Papers at 
the Requeſt, and often at the Expence of the Parties 
concerned, and as ſomething of this Kind may hereaf- 
ter be deſired of me, I think myſelf obliged, before I 
conclude this Preface, to give Notice, that no ſuch 
Thing is to be expected even by thoſe who are my beſt 
Friends. I ſhall think myſelf very much obliged to every 
Gentleman that will take the Trouble to ſend me an 
Account of any important Occurrence, or the Copy of 
any material Paper; but thoſe who do me this favour 
will, IJ hope, Pardon me, if I do not publiſh the Ac- 
count exactly as they ſend it, or if 1 omit giving a Place 
in my Annals to every Paper communicated to me for 
that Purpoſe. Whatever may be my Fate, I am re- 
ſolved: to publiſh no Account but what, in my own 
Judgment, appears to be genuine, nor any Paper but 
what, in my own Opinion, deſerves a Place in the An- 
nals of Eurape.

fions, I ſhall take Care to conſult thoſe only, who, I 
think, have no particular Concern in the Aﬀair under 
Conſideration, This I take to be the moſt proper Me- 
thod for preventing my being impoſed on, and for ena- 


bling me to give an impartial Account of the preſent 


Tranſactions, and therefore I am reſolved to purſue it; 
though from this Method every one muſt ſee, that I 
can expect no Advantage beſide what may ariſe from 
the Sale of my Annals, which cannot be very great, 
conſidering the Expence I muſt be at in providing the 


neceſſary Materials. 


Though TI have been much later in publiſhing theſe 
Annals than J at firſt propoſed, occaſioned by the un- 
expected Difficulties and Diſappointments I met with in 
making the Collection; yet, as my Annals are to be 
looked on, rather as a Record than as a Vehicle of 
News, I hope Gentlemen will be ſo good as to excuſe 
the Delay ; and as in my future Annals, I ſhall be able 
to obviate moſt of the Difficulties and Diſappointments 
I met with in making this Collection, I ſhall endeavour, 
and I have no Reaſon to queſtion its being in my Power, 
to be more ſpeedy in my future Publications. 

Among the Difficulties I mer with in making this 
Collection, which I cannot meet with in any future, 
one of the moſt inconſiderable was, that of _— 


my Method; becauſe I reſolved to fix upon that which 


thought the moſt proper to be obſerved in all my future 
Collections. To have given an Account of Things ac- 
cording to an exa& chronological Order, would have 
rendered my Collection a meer Heap of Confuſion ; 
and therefore I have choſen to marſhal my Account of 
Occurrences according to the Place where they happen- 
ed, and according to the Nature of each; and where 
they are not very diſtinct in either of theſe Reſpects, I 
have then generally obſerved a chronological Order. 
Thus I have divided my Annals for laſt Year, which I

ſome little Alterations, yet in general, I believe, I ſhall

. ſuffer any Prejudice or Diminution, without purſuing the 


Conduct of the Court of Spain had laid us under that

moſt proper and advantageous Methods for their real Se- 
curity and Preſer vation. - 
Theſe Conſiderations alone were ſufficient to incite 
me to exert my utmoſt Power, in vindicating and pro- 
tecting our undoubted Rights and Privileges of Naviga- 
tion and Commerce ; and nothing could. add to my 
own Zeal in ſo juſt a Cauſe, but the due Regard I al- 
ways have to the Petitions M Complaints of ay Sub- 
jets, and the Advice of my Parliament. The Wiſdom 
and Prudence of yaur Reſolutions, upon this great and 
national Concern, determined me to begin with the more 
moderate Meaſures, and to try, once more, what Effect

terwards took Poſſeſſion of the Ship, and placed her 
Guns on the Ramparts. of Cadiz; and that the Peti- 
tioners, in March 1729, preſented a Memorial to one of 
his Majeſty's principal Secretaries of 'State, ſerting forth 
the Premiſſes; which Memorial being by his Majeſt'ys 
Order in Council of the 26th of that Month referred to 
a Committee of Council to give their Opinion there- 
upon, their Lordſhips were pleaſed, the 26th of April, 
to take the ſame into Conſideration ; but the Petitioners 
not being fully prepared to give a particular Account of 
their Loſſes, and the faid Conſul at the Port of Cadiz, 
who was then in Town, and could have given their 
Lordſhips an exact Account of this Affair, not attend-

ing, the farther Hearing was put off without any fixed 
Time appointed, and nothing has been fince done re- 
lating thereto ; and therefore in regard of the Premiſes, 
and for that by Mr. Patines claiming the ſaid Ship Ja- 
bella, as aforelaid, and her being abandoned to the 
Crown of Spain, the Petitioners are at preſent Sufferers 
of upwards of 10000 J. including the Intereft of their 
Principal Money ; and therefore' praying, that the Houſe 
will be pleaſed to take their Caſe into Conſideration, and 
give them ſuch Relief, as to this Houſe ſhall ſeem meet. 
Upon which Petition I ſhall obſerve, that it was a moſt 
unjuſt Pretence in the Spaniards to ſeize that Ship by 
virtue of any Agreement-in the Treaty of 1721 ; becauſe 
by that Treaty, the Ships only that had not been diſpoſed 
of, were to be reftored in the Condition they were in; 
and as for thoſe that had been diſpoſed of, the Value 
only, or the Price the Purchaſers paid for them, accord- 
ing to the Proofs and Vouchers, was to be reſtored to 
the Spaniards; ſo that it was the height of Injuſtice in 
the Court of Spain to ſeize any one of the Ships that had 
been ſold before the Concluſion of this Treaty, eſpecially 
after the Purchaſers had been at a great Expence, in re- 
pairing and making her fit for Service. They had by that 
Treaty no Right to the Ship ; they could demand no- 
thing but the Money ſhe was ſold for; and even that, 
they were to demand from our Miniſters, and not 
from thoſe who had purchaſed the Ship. |

Which they were introduced, and therefore muſt begin 
with the Bill for the more eaſy aſſeſſing, collecting, and 
levying of County-Rates, which was founded on a Peti- 
tion of his Majeity's Juſtices of the Peace for the County 
of Middleſex, in their General Quarter Seſſions aſſem- 
bled, which was upon the 8th of February preſented to 
the Houſe of Commons, and read, ſetting forth as fol- 
lows, viz. | | | ih 

That the Execution of the Laws for Repair of County- 
Bridges, Paſſing of Vagrants, and Repairing of Gaols, 
being committed ro the Care and Direction of the Juſ- 
tices of the Peace of the ſeveral Counties of England, the 
Petitioners have uſed their beſt Endeavours to make 
them effeCtual in this County; and in order thereunto 
have cauſed ſeveral Rates to be made for the Purpoſes

defire a poor Man to vote againſt the Court, at any ſuch 
Election, if he ſhould thereby bring himſelf in Danger of 
being oppreſſed by the Juſtices of Peace, who have many 
Opportunities for ſo doing. We know what Inconveni- 
ence was in former times felt from the precarious Com- 
miſſions of our Judges: That Inconvenience principally 
affected the Great and Rich, and is now in a great mea- 
ſure removed; but if moſt of our meaner ſort of Peo- 
ple ſhould at all Elections be over-awed by our Juſtices 
of Peace, the Regulation we have made for preventing 
Court- Influence upon our Judges, would fignify but little 
for preſerving the Liberties of the Nation. Therefore 
every Extenſion of the Power of Juſtices of Peace muſt 
appear dangerous; and yet it is neceſſary to have ſuch 
inferior Magiſtrates, and to give them ſufficient Powers; 
for which Reaſon I wiſh we could return to our ancient

promoting the Woolen Manufactures of this Kingdom) 
it was both reaſonable and neceſſary, in order to render 
the Attainment of this moſt deſirable End more effectual, 
that the Importation of Wool into England might not be 
confined to a few Ports on the North fide of this King- 
dom, where very little Wool was made uſe of; but that 
the other more conſiderable Trading Ports on the South- 
ern and Eaſtern ſides of this Kingdom might alfo have 
the Benefit of the Importation of Wool and Woolen Yarn 
from [reland, in Regiſtred Ships, extended to them, and 


particularly the Port of Exeter; ſo that the whole King- 


dom might become a proper Marker for the ſame, and 
eſpecially that City, where it was of ſuch general Uſe. 
And, on the 18th of April, a Petition of the Merchants 
and others of the Port of Lancaſter was preſented to the 
Houſe, and read; ' repreſenting, that the Port of Lan- 
caſter was very advantageouſly ſituated for the Importa- 
tion of Iriſb Wool and Bay Yarn, being on the North- 
weſt Coaſt of this Kingdom, and nigheſt to the Towns 
of Leeds, Halifax, and Wakefield, the moſt conſiderable 
Places for the Woolen Manufacture in the Northern Part 
of this Kingdom ; and that the Wool produced in that 
and the other Northern Counties of this Kingdom was 
naturally very coarſe, and that the 7r;/ Wool, being ge- 


nerally of a finer ſort, would be very proper and ſuitable 


to mix therewith, and would greatly tend to improve the 
faid Manufacture; and therefore praying, that the Liber- 


ty of importing Triſpb Wool and Bay Yarn might be ex- 


tended to that Place.

This was the only Petition preſented againſt the Bill 
before it was brought in, which was on the 19th of April, 
when it was preſented to the Houſe by Colonel Bladen, 
read a firſt time, order'd to be read a ſecond time, and 
to be printed. Before the Bill was read a ſecond time, 
a Petition of the ſeveral Perſons, whoſe Names were 
thereunto ſubſcribed, on behalf of themſelves and ſeveral 
others concerned in the Importation of Pelts and Wool 
from Ireland to the Port of Che/ter, was preſented to the 
Houſe and read, repreſenting as follows, viz. That a 


Duty is paid both in Ireland and England on all Pelts im- 


ported into Great Britain, which occaſions the People of 
Ireland often to pull the Wool there, and afterwards dreſs 


the Skins, and make Gloves thereof, which Gloves and 


Wool are frequently run, to the great Prejudice of the 
fair Trader; and that the Petitioners conceive, that if 
the ſaid Duty on Pelts in Ireland and England were taken 
off, it would effectually prevent the pulling the Wool of 
the Pelts in Ireland, and be a very great Encouragement 
for them to import the ſame into England; and that the 
Petitioners do believe, if the ſaid Duties were taken off, 
it would not any Way be prejudicial to the Revenue of 
Great Britain, but rather an Increaſe of it, by the Du- 
ties paid for Leather, and for the Salt made uſe of in the 
curing the ſame ; which, in this Caſe, would be much 
larger, by reaſon of the greater Importation of Pelts; and

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Chefter and Liverpoole, and manufactured in the Counties 
of York and Lancaſter, to the great Support of the Poor 
in thoſe Counties, and that the Petitioners are much 
afraid, if any Port be opened beyond the Land's End for 


the Importation of Wool from Ireland into England, 
the ſame will not only give a greater Opportunity to run 


the Wool to France, but be the Ruin of the poor Manu- 


facturers in the ſaid Counties of York and Lancaſter; and 


therefore praying the Houſe to take the Premiſſes into 
Conſideration, and give the Petitioners ſuch Relief there- 
in, as the Houſe ſhall think fit. 8 

And after the Bill was read a ſecond Time, a Petition 
of the Perſons whoſe Names were thereunto ſubſcribed, 
on behalf of themſelves and the reſt of the Gentlemen, 
Graziers, and Farmers, of the Diviſion of Lindſey, in 
the County of Lincoln, was preſented to the Houſe and 


read; ſetting forth as follows, viz. That within the 


Memory of moſt of the Petitioners the Price of Wool 


is fallen near one Half, whereby the Tenants, who pay 


the ſame Rents, as when Wool was deareſt, or greater, 
are diſabled from holding their Farms, without a propor- 


tionable Abatement of Rent, or to diſcharge the great 


Arrears, that are owing to their Landlords; and that by 
Importing Wool from Jreland, the Price of Englih 
Wool muſt not only be reduced ſtill lower, but great 


Part thereof will not be ſaleable at all, the Growth of 


that Commodity being already too great for the Market; 
and that the Petitioners do not conceive how the taking off 
the Duties on Iriſb Yarn, and increaſing the Number of 
Ports, as intended by the Bill now before the Houſe, can 


be a Means to prevent the Exportation of Jriſb. Wool 


or Woolen Manufactures to foreign Parts, or why as 
effectual Methods may not be taken to prevent ſuch Ex- 
portation, whilſt thoſe Duties continue, and the Ports, 
which give Opportunities of exporting, are fewer ; but 
that the Petitioners apprehend, that as the taking off thoſe 
Duties will lower the Price of Wool in England, ſo it 
will advance the Value of Wool in Ireland, and conſe- 
quently bring the Engliſb and [ri Lands to an Equality, 
though the Rent now paid for the one is double ro the 
Rent paid for the other, and whilſt it invites the Iriſb 
Tenants to turn their Lands to the keeping of Sheep, 
Which will diſcourage the W Manufacture there, - 
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will oblige the Tenants in England, in order to make 
their Rents by Corn, which they will not be able to 
make by Wool, to plough up their Sheep-walks and Paſ- 
tures, and thereby ruin the Farmers here; and that the 


Price of the Wool itſelf is fo inconſiderable in all Ma- 


nufactures, that the reducing it will undo the Grower, 
without'any Benefit to the ManufaCturer, or even bring- 
ing it cheaper to Marker, as the Trade is now managed, 
it being well known, that woolen Goods fell as dear 
now, as when Wool was double the Price, though all 
Neceſſaries of Life are much lower now than they were 
at that Time, and the Manufacture rather worſe than 
better; and that, it the Petitioners tor the Bill may 
themſelves be believed, now that Wool is the cheapeſt, 
the Trade is in the utmoſt Decay, which ſhews, that as 


the Greatneſs of the Price of Wool has not been the 


Grievance, ſo neither will a Reduction of it be the Re- 
medy; and that the Petitioners apprehend it would plain- 
ly appear, had they Time ro make a proper Application 
to rhe Houſe, that if the Bill, now before the Houſe, 
ſhall paſs into a Law, it will bring down the Rents of all 
Engliſh Lands, or ſtarve the Tenants and ſuch of the 
Poor as live by Spinning (whoſe Wages fince the Impor- 
tation of Iriſb Yarn are already leſſened one third Part) 
and will be an Advantage only to a few Maſter-Work- 
men, Merchants, and Factors, who under the pretence 
of a publick Good ſeek only to amaſs to themſelves great 
Eſtates by oppreſſing the Body of the People, whoſe 
Labours are the Foundation of the Trade itſelf, and the 
Support of the Nobility and Gentry of the Kingdom ; 
bur that the Petitioners hope, the Houſe will find Means 
for ſatisfying the reaſonable Deſires of the one, without 
ruining the other, and for encouraging the Woolen 
Trade in general, by allowing all who contribute thereto, 
from the Grower to the Exporter, a reaſonable Share in 
the Profit that is to be made thereby. | | 
May the 1oth being the ſame Day on which this laſt 
Petition was preſented, the Houſe reſolved itſelf into a 
Committee of the whole Houſe, upon the ſaid Bill, 
where it was very thoroughly confidered, the Committee 
having been two whole Days upon it; after which it 
was paſſed in that Houſe by the uſual regular Steps, and 


ſent up to the Lords, where it was palled without any

Amendment, and at the End of the Seſſion received 
the Royal Aſſent. | 
The paſſing of this Bill is a Step towards that which Rexforable- 
ought to be a fixed and general Maxim in every Govern- gef ot ls 
ment, I mean, to encourage Induſtry and Manufacture 
in every Part of our Dominions; for if any particular 
Sort of Manufacture or Produce is to be encouraged in 
_ particular Part of our Dominions more than in any 
other, it ought generally to be by Bounties and Pre- 
miums upon Exportation, and not by - laying Reſtraints 
upon that Manufacture or Produce in any other Part of 
our own Dominions. This ought to be a fixed Maxim 
with regard to every Manufacture or Produce, in which 
we can be rivalled by Foreigners; for in every ſuch Ma- 
nufacture or Produce, the only Method we can take for 
arm, F ben 1 from becoming our Rivals at foreign 
arkets, is by ſelling cheaper than they can; and if we 
grant a Monopoly to any one Part of our own Domi- 
nions, by laying Reſtraints on- every other Part of our 
own Dominions, it will of Courſe raiſe 'the Price of 
that Manufacture or Produce ſo high, that Foreigners, 
upon whom we can lay no Reſtraints, may, and certainly 
will, become our Rivals ; and if we continue the Mo- 
nopoly, they may probably at laſt exclude us, with re- 
gard to that particular Manufacture or Produce, from 
— every foreign Market. Indeed, if any particular Sort 
x of Manufacture or Produce be of ſuch a Nature as to be 
1 peculiar to our own Country, and ſuch as foreign Coun- 
i tries cannot be without, we may make as free with it as 
: we pleaſe, becauſe none of our Neighbours can become 
our Rivals at foreign Markets, and the dearer we fell 
\ ſuch Commodities to Foreigners, the better for the Na- 
? tion ; but I doubt if this be the Caſe withany one Com- 
8 modity that is or can be manufactured or produced in 
any Part of our Dominions. RY 


' For this Reaſon, as the Ice is now broke, I hope we 
. ſhall ſoon begin not to act in ſuch a narrow minded 
1 Manner as we have hitherto done, with regard to the 
#4 Trade and Manufactures of Ireland and the Plantations ; 
it but at the ſame Time we ſhould take Care to enable 
1 our poor People in Great Britain to live and work at as 
y cheap a Rate, as ſuch People may do in any other Coun- 


"A try, by aboliſhing all thoſe Reſtraints and Taxes that en- 
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hance the Neceſſaries or Conveniencies of Life, or the 
Materials for Manufacture. Among theſe, no Man 


muſt think, that what we call the Land Tax, ought to be 


reckoned one ; for in a trading Country, the Revenues 
or Profits of the Rich, that is to ſay, of thoſe who have 
above a certain yearly Revenue or Profit, is the only 
Thing that ought to be taxed, and that Revenue or Pro- 
fit, whether it proceed from Land, Money, Profeſſion, 
Trade, or Employment, ought to be proportionably 
taxed ; for which Purpoſe, Methods might, I am con- 
vinced, be found, even. in this Country, without in- 
croaching upon the Liberties of any Man, fo much as 
the Liberties of many are daily encroached on by the 
Exciſes and other Methods of Taxation now eſtabliſhed 
amongſt us. | ? | | 

On the 14th of March a Petition of the Merchants, 
Planters, and others, trading to and intereſted in his 
Majeſty's Sugar Colonies in America, was preſented to 
the Houſe of Commons, and read ; ſetting forth the 
Importance to this Kingdom of the ſaid Colonies and 
the Trade thereof ; and repreſenting to the Houſe the 
preſent flouriſhing Condition of the French Sugar Settle- 
ments, and the preſent low Condition of the Britiſb Co- 
lonies ; and attributing this ſurpriling Alteration in the 
Condition of the Britiſb and French Sugar Colonies, a- 
mongſt others, to the following Cauſes, viz. to the great 
Diſadvantage and Inequality the Briti/h Sugar Trade lies 
under to that of France, from the very high Duties both 
at Home and in the Plantations on our Engliſb Sugars, 
compared with thoſe laid on the French; to the Sup- 
plies of Proviſions and other Neceſſaries the French have 
from Ireland and North America, without which they 
could not ſubſiſt; and to the Reſtraints the Britiſh Colo- 
nies are under, as the Laws now ſtand, from ſending any 
Sugars, Coffee, Cocoa, Indigo, and Ginger, to foreign 


Markets, before they are firſt landed in Great Britain, 


by which Means they are liable to the great Charge, 
Riſque and Delay attending a double Voyage; and re- 
preſenting to the Houſe, that the Liberty of a direct 
Exportation of the Products of our Sugar Iſlands to the 
ſeveral foreign Ports in Europe is the only Means left to 
regain the foreign Sugar Trade, and to put the Britiſb 
Merchants ance more in a Capacity of diſputing the

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foreign Sugar Markets with the French ; and expreſſing 
the Hope of the Petitioners, that the great Advantage 
the Trade and Navigation of Great Britain as well as 
the Province of Sauth Carolina have received by a Li- 
berty of the ſame Nature with regard to Rice, will be a 
farther Inducement to this Houſe to grant this Liberty to 
our Sugar Plantations ; and further repreſenting to the 
Houſe, that another great Diſadvantage the Britiſb Sugar 
Settlements labour under, ariſes from the Duties payable 
on Cocoa, Coffee, Ginger, and Rum imported into 
Great Britain from the Britiſh Colonies, and the Pro- 
hibition to ſell Rum in leſs Quantities than two Gallons, 
and ſetting forth, that as the Petitioners out of a due re- 
gard to the Senſe of this Houſe, and to the general Good 
of the Nation, have with great Deference ſubmitted to 


the apparent Diſadvantages they labour under by the Act 


againſt retailing ſpirituous Liquors in leſs Quantities than 
two Gallons, without preſuming to aſk any Alteration in 
the ſame, they are encouraged to hope, that the Duty 
and Exciſe on 3 ſhall be leſſened ; and further repre- 
ſenting to the Houſe a farther great Diſcouragement the 
Britiſb Sugar Colonies labour under from the Importation. 
of French Sugars, Rum, and Molaſſes, into Great Bri- 
tain, and our Northern Colonies in America, without 
paying any more Duty than if they had been of Britiſb 
Produce, the preſent Laws for preventing the ſame being 
moſt notoriouſly evaded, and by no Means ſufficient to 
remedy this Evil; and therefore repreſenting it as a Mat- 
ter abſolutely neceſſary for the ſupporting the Sugar Co- 
lonies of this Kingdom, that the Laws already made for 
laying Duties on foreign Sugar, Rum and Molaſſes im- 
ported into Great Britain and America, may receive ſuch 
Alterations and Additions thereto, as may be ſufficient 
effectually to prevent all ſuch clandeſtine Commerce for 
the future; and further repreſenting to the Houſe, that 
the Trade in Indigo, which our Brityh Colonies had 
formerly ſo large a Share in, as to be able not only to 


| ſupply enough for our Home Conſumption, but alſo to 


export great Quantities thereof to foreign Parts, is now 
wholly gained from us by the French, from whom we 
are under a Neceſſity of buying almoſt all the Indigo 
we uſe ; the Loſs of which Trade was entirely owing to 
the high Duties laid on this Commodity in Great Bri-

tain; and that there is too much Reaſon to fear the like 
ill Conſequences may attend the preſent high Duties on 
our Sugar, Cocoa, Coffee, and Ginger; and that the 
Neceſſity we are under for Indigo is ſo great, that, when 
the Trade for that Commodity was in our own Hands, 
it was ſubjected to a greater Duty than it could bear, yet 
that, now it is entirely in the Hands of Foreigners, the 
Legiſlature has thought fit, as an Encouragement to the 
Importation of it, to exempt it from paying any Duty at 
all ; and that the Sum this Nation pays yearly to France 
for Indigo does not amount to leſs (as the Petitioners be- 
lieve) than 150000 J. and therefore ſubmitting to the 
Conſideration of the Houſe, whether it would not be of 
great Benefit to the Publick that ſome proper Encou- 
ragement ſhould be given to the planting of Indigo, fo 
as thereby to be enabled to recover that Trade, and that 
ſuch a Reduction be made in the Duty and Exciſe on 
other N et India Commodities, as may preſerve and pro- 
mote our Trade therein; and further repreſenting to 
the Houſe, the many ill Conſequences to this Kingdom 
which the Loſs of our Sugar Colonies muſt be attended 
with ; and therefore praying the Houſe to take the Pre- 
miſſes into their moſt ſerious Conſideration, and to pro- 
vide ſuch ample and effectual Remedies, in ſuch of the 
| ſeveral Particulars before named, as ſhall at preſent be 
thought moſt expedient, and as the Houſe ſhall judge 
proper. . | 

This Petition was referred to the Conſideration of a 
Committee of the whole Houſe, and it was reſolved that 
the Houſe would, on the 22d, reſolve itſelf into a 
Cornmittee of the whole Houſe to conſider of the fame. 
On which Day the Houſe came to the following Reſolu- 
tions, biz. 

I. That in order to encourage his Majeſty's Subjects in 
the Britiſp Sugar Colonies in America, to improve and 
extend their Settlements there, it was neceſſary they 
ſhould be permitted for a limited Time, to carry Sugars 
of Britiſb Growth from the ſaid Colonies directly to fo- 
os.

J. That ſome more effectual Proviſions ſhould be 
made, for ſecuring the Duties laid upon the Importation 
of foreign Sugars, Rum, and Molaſſes, into Great Bri- 
tæin, and his Majeſty's Plantations in America.

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In ͤ Purſuance of the firſt of theſe Reſolutions, a Bill 
was brought in on the 4th of April; and in Purſuance of 
the ad another Bill was brought in on the 2d of May, 
both which were paſſed into Laws; bur the firſt mer 
with great Oppoſition; for upon the 5th of April, a Pe- 
tition of the Mafter, Wardens, Aſſiſtants, and Commo- 
nalty of the Society of Merchant Adventurers of the Ciry 
of Briſtol, under their common Seal, was preſented to the 
Houſe, and read; repreſenting, that ſhould a Law paſs, 
giving Liberty to the Planters and others intereſted in the 
Britiſb Sugar Colonies in America, to carry their Sugars and 
other Product to foreign Markets, without landing of the 
ſame in Great Britain, it would be of the utmoſt ill Con- 
ſequence to the Petitioners and others his Majeſty's 
trading Subjects in Great Britain, and a great Deſtruction 
of Trade and Navigation; and therefore praying to be 
heard by themſelves and Counſel againſt the Bill. 

On the 12th a Petition of the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Merchants, of the Corporation of Liverpoole, trading 
to the Britiſb Colonies in America, was preſented to the 
Houſe, and read; ſetting forth, that the ſaid Bill, if it 
ſhould paſs into a Law, would neceſſarily decreaſe the 
Exportation of the Product and Manufactures of all Sorts 


of Goods from Great Britain, and that it would be 


greatly prejudicial unto the Petitioners in particular, as 


well as to the Trade and Navigation of this Kingdom in 


general; and therefore praying to be heard by their 
Counſel againſt it. | a 

On the 19th a Petition of ſeveral Merchants and others 
of the City of London, concerned in Trade and Navi- 
gation, was preſented to the Houſe, and read; ſetting 
forth as follows, viz. that by an Act made in the 12th 


Year of the Reign of King Charles II. intitled, An Act 


for encouraging and increaſing Shipping and Navigation, 
and ſeveral ſubſequent Acts of Parliament, the Trade of 
the Britih Colonies .in America was reſtrained intirely 
to Great Britain, and under theſe Laws the Britiſb Su- 
gar Plantations have been greatly increaſed and improved ; 


and that the Petitioners conceived, ſhould the Bill now 


depending in the Houſe for granting Liberty to carry 
Sugars of the Growth, Produce or Manufacture of any 


of his Majeſty's Sugar Colonies in America from the ſaid 


Colonies directly to foreign Parts, paſs into a Law, > 
| | W 
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will render the Trade of thoſe Colonies leſs beneficial to 


this Kingdom, as it will turn Part of that Commerce in- 


to a new Channel, to the great Advantage of Foreigners, 
but to the great Prejudice of the Trade and Navigation 
of Great Britain; and that the Petitioners alſo conceive, 


that the paſſing this Bill will. enable the Planters of the 


Briti/h Sugar Colonies in America, by large Exportations 
af Sugars directly to Holland and other Countries, to 
make ſuch Countries a Mart for their Sugars, and bring 
Great Britain in a Manner dependent upon them for that 
Branch of Trade, by putting it in their Power to advance 
the Prices of Sugars, Whenever they may think fit, in 
this Kingdom, at the Expence of the whole People 
of Great Britain, and to the Ruin of the Manu- 
factury of refined Sugars, which has ſo vaſtly increaſed 


in the Courſe of ſome Years paſt in this Kingdom; and 


will, beſides, give the Planters an Opportunity of ſup- 
plying themſelves in ſuch foreign Countries with many 
the Conveniencies of Life, and the Requilites for plant- 
ing, to the great Decreaſe of the Woolen, Linnen, and 
other the Manufactures of Great Britain and Ireland; 
and that the Petitioners likewiſe conceive, that all Per- 
ſons concerned in the making Sail- cloth, Cordage, and 
all other the Materials for Shipping, as well as in the re- 
pairing, victualling, and fitting out Ships in Great Bri- 
tain, muſt neceſſarily loſe great Part of their Trade and 
Buſineſs; and that the Seamen on board all Ships, pur- 
ſuing ſuch direct Voyages from the Britiſb Colonies to 
foreign Countries, will ſpend their Wages in ſuch Coun- 


tries, where they unload the Sugars, to the great Preju- 


dice of their Families, and the great Loſs of this King- 
dom; and therefore praying, that the Houſe will be 


pleaſed to take the Premiſſes into Conſideration, and 
give them Leave to be heard by their Counſel againſt. 


the faid Bill. ö ; 
And. on the 26th a Petition of the Sugar Refiners in 


- the City of London and Parts adjacent, was preſented to 
the Houſe, and read, repreſenting as follows, via. that 


the Petitioners conſtantly give Employment to great 
Number of Trades, ſuch as Blackſmiths, Copperſmiths, 


Plumbers, Back-makers, Bricklayers, Carpenters, Pot- 


ters, Coopers, Tallow-Chandlers, Stationers, and others, 
belides a great Number of menial Servants, mo depend, 
for 
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ſor their Subſiſtence, on this Manufacture; and likewiſe 
conſume very large Quantities of Coals, which pay a very 


conſiderable Duty to the Publick, as well as greatly in- 
creaſe the Navigation of this Kingdom; and that for 


three Years laſt paſt; the whole Produce of the Sugar 


Plantations have been taken off the Hands of the Pro- 
prietors at very high Prices; and had the Importation of 
Sugars been much larger, they had not wanted Pur- 
chaſers ; for (notwithſtanding the Importation of Sugars 
to the Port of London the laſt Year amounted to upwards 
of ſixty thouſand Hogſheads, being, upon a Medium, 
the uſual Quantity annually imported for ſome Years paſt) 
many Sugar-houſes are now unemployed, for want of a 
ſufficient Supply of iSugar at Market; and that, ſhould 
the Bill, now depending in this Houſe, for granting a 
Liberty to- carry Sugars of the Growth, Produce, or 
Manufacture, of any of his Majeſty's Sugar Colonies in 
America from the ſaid Colonies directly to foreign Parts, 
in Ships built in Great Britain, and navigated according 


to Law, paſs into a Law, the Quantity of Sugars im- 


ported into Great Britain will neceſſarily be much leſs, 
and conſequently the Price of Sugars will be higher, ar 
the Expence of the Conſumers, and to the Decreaſe of 
the publick Revenue ; and as the Prices of refined Su- 
gar will advance, in Proportion to the Price of Muſca- 
vados, it will occaſion not only leſs Conſumption of this 
Commodity, as well as of ſeveral other Commodities 
which pay Daties to the Crown, but will prevent the 
Exportation of any refined Sugars to foreign Countries, 
to the great Loſs of the Nation and of the Petitioners, 
and all others concerned in the manufaQturing, of Sugars 
in this Kingdom, by enabling Holland and Hamburgh, 
who are already ſupplied with Muſcavado Sugar cheaper 
than Great Britain, to be ſupplied ſtill cheaper, and to 
ſupply every other Country in Eurepe, much cheaper than 


Great Britain will be able to do, with the ManufaQtury 


of refined Sugars; and that by the Liberty asked, the 
Difference of Price between rhe Markets of Holland 
and Hamburgh and the Market of Great Britain, will 
be ſo great, as that it will probably be a Temptation to 
the Running of manufactured Sugars into this Kingdom, 
to the farther great Loſs of the Petitioners in particular, 
as well as the Nation in general; and therefore mm

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the Houſe to take the Premiſſes into Conſideration, and 
that the Bill may not paſs into a Law. | 

Beſides theſe, there were Petitions of the ſame Nature 
with that from Briſtol and Liverpoole, preſented in the 
Name of the Merchants and others of the City of Cheſ- 
ter; in Name of the Merchants of the Port of Lancaſ- 
ter, and others; and in Name of the Merchants and o- 
thers of the Town of Whitehaven, trading to the Britiſb 
Colonies in America All which Petitions, except the 
laſt, were preſented before the ſecond reading of the 
Bill, which was on the zoth of April, when the Petition 
of the Merchants and others of London, and the Petition 
of the Society of Merchant Adventurers in Briſſol, were 
read, and the Petitioners heard by their Counſel; and af- 
ter their examining a Witneſs, the further hearing of 
Counſel upon the ſaid Bill was adjourned till the 4th of 
May, when it was reſumed, and continued all that Day, 
and all Day upon the 7th, after which Mr. Speaker open- 
ed the Bill, and it was reſolved that the Bill ſnould be 
committed. In the Committee likewiſe, two Days were 
taken up in conſidering this Bill, and on the 23d of May 
it was read a 3d time and paſſed, and ſent up to the 
Houſe of Lords, where Counſel were again heard, and 
many Witneſſes examined for and againſt it; but at laſt 
it was paſſed in that Houſe, with ſome Amendments, 
which were agreed to by the Commons, and the Bill re- 
ceived the Royal Aſſent at the End of the Seſſion. 

The moſt material Arguments that were or could be 
made uſe of againſt the Bill, appear from the ſeveral 
Petitions I have given Extracts of; and in order to ex- 
plain and aſcertain the Facts that might be conteſted in 
the Courſe of the Debate, many Papers and Accounts 
were called for, and laid before the Houſe ; from which it 
appeared, that ſince the French had given leave to their 
Colonies to export Sugars directly to foreign Parts, our 
Exports of Sugar had yearly diminiſhed, and was come to 
little or nothing; and it was inſiſted, that our Exportation 
could not poſſibly be recovered as long as our Sugars myſt 
be landed in Great Britain, before they could be ſent to 
a foreign Market, becauſe of the additional Charge they 
were thereby ſubjected to, which the French Sugars were 
free from. To evince, and to ſhew the weighr of this

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From theſe Calculations it does indeed appear, that we 
could not expect to ſell any of our Sugars at a foreign 
Market, as long as they went thither with # Charge ſo 
much ſuperior to that of the French Sugars ; and this was 
an Anſwer to moſt of the Arguments made uſe of againſt 
the Bill; becauſe if we could ſell no Sugars in any fo- 
reign Market, neither the Nation, nor any private Man 
in this Kingdom, could get any Profit by he Exportation 
of Sugars, ms ages, Fog private Man could be a Loſer, 
ſhould we recover an Exportation, and the Nation would 
be a great Gainer. The only Danger we expoſed our- 
ſelves to by allowing a direct Exportation, was, that of 
our Colonies furniſhing themſglyes with and conſuming 
the Produce and Manufactures of foreign Countries, in- 
ſtead of thoſe of Great Britain; and this will be effec- 
tually prevented, by obliging the Ships that carry ſuch 
Sugars to repair to Britain, before they return to' the 


Weſt Indies, But as to our own Produce and Manu- 


factures, we ſhould, in moſt Caſes, endeavour to promote 
the Conſumption of them even among our own People, 
by enabling our People to make them better and cheaper 
than they can be had from any foreign Country, and not 
by Reſtrictions and Prohibitions. -A Nation, in its In- 


fancy of Trade, may nurſe it up by Reſtraints and Prohi- 


bitions upon the Conſumption or Importation of foreign 
Commodities; but a Nation, that has once got into the 
Poſſeflion of an extenſive foreign Trade, ſhould be ex- 
tremely cautious of ſuch Methods; becauſe it leads fo- 
reign Countries into the like Practice, which may in the 
End be of great Detriment to the Trade of that Nation; 
therefore ſuch a Nation ought never to make uſe of theſe 
Methods, but by way of Repriſal againft a Country that 
has begun to load or prohibit the Importation of any of 
their Produce or Manufactures.

I. PECAUSE we conceive that this Reſolution, under 
the plauſible Pretence of a reſpectful Addreſs to 
the Throne, carries with it an Approbation of the Con- 
vention concluded at the Pardo the 14th of January 
laſt, which, as we apprehend, may be a moſt fatal Com- 
pliment, if it ſhould induce his Majeſty to believe, that 
this Convention is agreeable to the Senſe and ExpeCta- 
tion of the Nation. : 
II. Becauſe this Reſolution hath rather weakened 
than enforced the Addreſs of laſt Year, having omitted 
that Part of the faid Addreſs, which declares, that no 
Goods being carried from one Part of his Majeſty's Do- 
minions to another, are to be deemed contraband and 
prohibited Goods; and that the ſearching of Ships, un- 
der Pretence of their carrying contraband, or prohibited 
Goods, is a Violation and Infraction of the Treaties ſub- 
liſting between the two Crowns, | 
III. We think the ſaid Reſolution doth not ſufficiently 
aſſert our Right, by ſaying only, that we ſhall not bo 
liable to be ſtop'd, ſearch'd, or viſited upon the open 
Seas, the Merchants having proved, at the Bat of the 
Houſe, that Currents and Winds unavoidably drive Ships * 
out of their Courſe, and that Obſervations of Land- 2 
marks, upon the Spaniſh Coaft, are abſolutely neceſſary 3 
for their ſteering a ſafe Courſe through thoſe Seas, we 
apprehend, that their being obliged to keep a direct 
Courſe, without coming near the Spaniſp Coaſt, as lately 
inſiſted upon by the Spaniards, would render them ſole 
EO ES Judges 
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Judges of our Navigation; and their being permitted 
to viſit or ſearch our Ships within any Limits whatſoever, 
would render our whole American Trade precarious and 
impracticable. | | 

IV. Becauſe we ſee no Reaſon to believe, that the 
future Negotiation of the Plenipotentiaries will, in the 
next eight Months, obtain the Admiſſion of thoſe Rights 
infiſted upon in our former Addreſs, which the Inſtances 
and Repreſentations made to the Court of Spain laſt 
Year, ſupported by the Reſolution of Parliament, and a 
powerful Fleet, have not been able as yet to procure. 

V. Becauſe we apprehend the Spaniards do not think 
themſelves bound by this Convention to abſtain from 
their unjuſt Methods of proceeding ; ſince it was proved 
at the Bar of this Houſe, that Captain Vaughan, a Com- 
mander of a Br:ti/h Ship, having been unjuſtly taken by 
a Spaniſh Man of War, his Ship confiſcated, and he im- 
priſoned at Cadiz, was, at the Time of ſigning the Con- 
vention, detained in Priſon there, and not releaſed in ſe- 
veral Weeks after, notwithſtanding the Repreſentation of 
the Britiſb Plenipotentiary at the Court of Spain. 

VI. Becauſe we conceive, that the Reparation pre- 
tended to be made to our Merchants, by this Conven- 
tion, for the grievous Loſſes they have ſuſtained during a 
Courſe of many Years, is inſufficient ; the dark Accounts 
of this Tranſaction, laid before us, have not been fully 
explained, nor any ſatisfactory Reaſons given us why 
their Demands, ſtated in an Account ſigned June the 
14, 1738, by Mr. Stert, one of the Commiſſaries, at 
343, 277. ſhould beſo greatly reduced. 5 

VII. Becauſe, as we apprehend, we are to allow 
60,0007. to the King of Spain, chiefly on Account of

tations in America, in behalf of themſelves and many 
others, was preſented to the Houſe and read; ſetting 
forth, that the Petitioners made their moſt humble Ap- 
plication to this Houſe the laſt Seſſion of Parliament, 
ſetting forth the continued Depredations committed by 
the Spaniards on the high Seas of America upon the Britiſb

Law of Nations, and in manifeſt Violation of the Trea- 
ties ſubſiſting between the two Crowns,) and that by 
theſe unjuſt and violent Proceedings of the Spaniards, 
the Trade' and Navigation to and from America was ren- 
dered very unſafe and precarious, inſomuch that the In- 
ſurances had greatly riſen on theſe Accounts only; and 
that the Petitioners having been heard by their Counſel 
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before a Committee of the whole Houſe, did, as they

. Seas of America, as well as 10 Aa other Parts of 
the Ocean, would not only have received a full Satiſ- 
faction for their Loſſes occaſioned by the Depredations 
of Spain, but alſo an undoubted Security for their Com- 
merce for the Time to come; and that a reaſonable and 
adequate Reparation would likewiſe have been obtained 
for the Barbarities and inhuman Cruelties exerciſed by 
that Nation on the Engl;/h Seamen who have had the 


 Unhappineſs of falling into their mercileſs Hands; and 


expreſſing their great Concern and Surprize to find by 
the Convention lately concluded between his Majeſty 
and the King of Spain, that the Spaniards are ſo far 
from giving up their, as the Petitioners apprehend, un- 
juſt Pretenſions of R ght to viſit and ſearch our Ships 
in the Seas of America, that this Pretenſion of theirs is 
amongſt others referred to the future Regulation and 
Deciſion of Plenipotentiaries appointed on each Side, 
whereby the Petitioners apprehend it is in ſome Degree 
admitted; and that the Petitioners conceive they have 
too much Cauſe to fear, if the Right pretended to by 
Spain of ſearching Britiſb Ships at Sea be admitted in any 
Manner or Degree whatſoever, that the Trade of his 
Majeſty's Subjects ro America will become ſo precarious, 
as todepend in a great Meaſure upon the Indulgence and 
Juſtice of the Spaniards, of both which they have given, 
for ſome Years paſt, ſuch Specimens, as the Petitioners 
think this Nation can have no Cauſe to be ſatisfied 


with; and expreſſing the Apprehenſions of the Petiti- 


oners, that ſuch a precarious Situation as this, muſt ine- 
vitably expoſe the Trade to the American Seas to con-

Which Petition was referred to the ſame Committee. 

Likewiſe at the ſame time, a Petition of the Maſter, 
Wardens, Aſſiſtants, and Commonalty of the Society of 
Merchants Adventurers within the City of Briſtol, un- 
der their common Seal, was preſented to the Houſe, and 
read; letting forth, that the Petitioners the lai Seſſion 
of Parliament preſented a Petition to the Houſe, ſetting 
forth how greatly the Britiſb Trade and Navigation to 
and from the Britiſb Colonies and Plantations in America 


bad been for ſeveral Years paſt interrupted and expoſed. 


to the continual Inſults and Depredations of the Spa- 
niards in thoſe Seas, where they had taken and made 
Prizes of great Numbers of Britiſb Ships and Veſſels in 
their Paſſage to arid from our own Colonies arid Plantations, 
ſeveral of which belonged to the Port of Briſtol; and 
that they ſtill continued their Depredations, and had 
lately taken and plundered ſeveral Ships and Veſſels be- 
longing to that and ſeveral other Briti/þ Ports, and had 
treated ſuch as fell into their Hands in a very barbarous 
and cruel Manner; and that the Petitioners were heard 
by their Counſel before the Cominittee of the whole 

ouſe, arid fully juſtified every Part of their Petition to 
entire Satisfaction; and that the Houſe was pleaſed 
to come to a Reſolution in Support of the natural 
and undoubted Right of the Br:t:/5 Subjects to fail with 


their Ships on any Part of the Seas of America, to and 


from any Part of his Majeſty's Dominions, and that the 
Freedom of Navigation and Commerce, which the Sub- 
jets of Great Britain had an undoubted Right to by the 


Law of Nations, and by Virtue of the Treaties ſubſiſt- 


ing between the two Crowns of Great Britain and 
Spain, had been greatly interrupted by the Spaniards, 
under Pretences altogether groundleſs and unwarrantable ; 
and that the Houſe was pleaſed to addreſs his Majeſty 
thereon, to which his Majeſty returned a moſt gracious 
Anſwer; and that this Crown and that of Spain have 
ſince entered into a Convention; and expreſſing the great

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Concern of the Petitioners, that the Spaniards, inſtead 
of thereby yielding up their unjuſtifiable Claim to viſit 
and ſearch the Ships of this Kingdom in their Voyages 


to and from our own Colonies and Plantations, have 
infiſted upon the referring the fame ro Plenipotentiaries, 


to be conferred on by them, as if it admitted of a Doubt ; 
and ſetting forth, that the Petitioners are extremely ap- 
prehenſive of the many fatal Conſequences that may at- 
tend this Suſpenſe of the Freedom of the Britiſß Navi- 
ſation in the Seas of America; for as the Spaniards 

ave inſiſted to have the ſettling this Point referred to 


Plenipotentiaries, and as the Spaniards muſt be ſenſible 
it can never be determined in their Favour, ſo the Peti- 


tioners are very fearful they will do all in their Power to 


prevent its being determined at all; that if this ſhould 
;appen to be the Caſe, as there is no Agreement on the 
Part of the Crown of Spain not to viſit or ſearch any 
of our Ships in the American Seas till this Matter ſhall 


be determined by Plenipotentiaries, the Petitioners Ship- 


ping and Property employed in this Trade will ſtill con- 
tinue liable to be viſited, ſearched, and ſeized by the. 


Spaniſh Guarda Coſtas, as formerly, under the old but 
| rap gan Pretence of having contraband or prohibired 
Goods. on board ; rhough the Crown of Spain muſt 


very well know, that as all Trade between the Subjects 
of Great Britain and thoſe of Spain in America is pro- 


hibired by Treaties between the two Crowns, ſo the 
Britih Ships in thoſe Seas can have no contraband Goods 
on Board to juſtify ſuch. a Pretence ; and that, let the 
Cauſe of Capture be what it will, if a Britiſh Ship is 
once taken by a Spanih Guarda Coſta, and brought into 
2 Spaniſh Port, ſhe is certainly condemned, the Defence 
being made by a Spaniard ſet up for that Purpoſe, and 


the Judges and Evidences being intereſted in the Con- 


demnation; but that as neither the Law of Nations, nor 
anyof our Treaties has given them this Right, their acting 
in this Manner has been an open Violation of the one, 


and a plain Infraction of the other; and thereſore, as the 


leaving the viſiting and ſearching the Britih Ships in 
America open to the Crown of Spain, will be attended 


with the moſt fatal Conſequences to the Shipping, Trade, 


and Navigation of Great, Britain, as it will diſcourage

which all other Nations will be. free from ; praying the 
Houſe that the Petitioners may once more have an Op- 
portunity of being heard by themſelves or Counſel, and 
of laying their Caſe before the Houſe, and of repreſenting 
to the Houle the many fatal Conſequences that muſt attend 
the Power, Wealth, and Commerce of this Kingdom, if 
the Britiſh Trade and Navigation to and from our own 
Colonies in America be not effectually ſecured and pro- 
tected from the inſulting Viſitations, Searches, and Re- 
ſtrictions of the Spaniards for the future. 
Which Petition was referred to the ſame Committee; 
and it was ordered, that the Petitioners, if they thought 
fit, might be heard upon their Petition, by themſelves, 
before the ſaid Committee. e | | 
And alſo at the ſame time, a Petition of the ſeveral 
Perſons whoſe Names were thereunto ſubſcribed, Owners 
and Freighters of two Britiſb Ships taken by the Subjects 
of his Cathelick Majeſty, after the ſigning of the Preli- 
minary Articles of Peace by the two contending Powers, 
Great Britain and Spain, in behalf of themſelves and 
the reſt of the Sufferers, was preſented to the Houſe and 
read; ſetting forth, that one of the aforeſaid Ships, call- 
ed the Betty-Gally, commanded by Richard Copithorne, 
was taken on the 29th of June 1727, N. S. in the Me- 
diterranean Sea, on her Voyage from Meſſina, by a Spa- 
niſh Privateer under Turki/þ Colours, after five Hours 
Engagement, wherein three of his Men were killed, the 
Petitioner Richard Copithorne and three more wound- 
ed, and for nine Days kept naked; and after other inhuman 
Ukage, the ſaid Ship was carried into Malaga, and on 
the 14th of October following was there condemned; 
and that the other Ship, called the Loyal-Gally, com- 
manded by William Pugſiey, was alſo taken on the ſaid

into Malaga, and upon the 14th of October following 
was alſo condemned; and that the Preliminary Articles 
were ſigned at Paris the 31ſt of May 1727, N. S.

And 
that frequent Applications have been made in the moſt 
reſpectful Manner by the Petitioners, who have hitherto 
received no Satisfaction, although they have given in their 
reſpective Claims upon Oath, conformable to the Method 
preſcribed for that Purpoſe in the London Gazette of the 
gth of April 1730; and that the Petitioners fear they 
are excluded from any Satisfaction by the preſent Con- 
vention, they having lately been informed by a Maſſage 
from one of the Commiſſaries, that the King of Spain 
would not allow of any Claims to be good, but for ſuch 
Ships only as were taken in Europe after the 2d of Fuly 
N S. and therefore praying the Houſe to take 

the Hardſhips the Petitioners labour under into Conſide- 
ration, that they may have fuch Aſſiſtance and Relief, 
as the Caſe requires, and as to the Houſe ſhall ſeem meet. 
This Pet®. was likewiſe referred to the ſame Committee. 
On the 26th a Petition of the Merchants trading from 
the Port of Liverpool to his Majeſty's Plantations in 
America, on behalf of themſelves and many others con- 
cerned in that Trade, was preſented to the Houſe, and 
read; ſetting forth, that upon the Application of the 


Petitioners and others to this Houſe the laſt Seſſion off 


Parliament, ſetting forth the many Depredations com- 
| mitted 
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mitted by the Spaniards in the high Seas of America on 
Britiſb Shipping and Property, their barbarous Treat- 
ment of the Britiſb Sailors on the Captures of their 
Ships, and their carrying them afterwards into Slavery in 
Old Spain; and the Spaniards having made it their con- 
ſtant Practice to attack and board all Br:iti/h Merchant 
Ships they met with in the American Seas, under the Pre- 
tence of ſearching for Goods which they deemed to be 
contraband, or not lawful, according to their own ar- 
bitrary Will and Pleaſure, for the Britiſß Merchant Ships 
to have on Board, contrary to the Law of Nations, and 
in manifeſt Violation of the Treaties ſubſiſting between 
the two Crowns, and thereby rendered the Trade and 
Navigation to and from America very unſafe and preca- 
rious ; and that upon the Petitioners making out the Al- 
legations in their Petitions before a Committee of the 
whole Houſe, which, as the Petitioners apprehend, they 
did, to the entire and unanimous Satisfaction of the

from giving up their groundleſs Pretences go a Right of 
ſtopping and ſearching the Britiſb Ships upon the Ameri- 
can Seas trading to our own Colonies, as to inſiſt on hav- 
ing the fame diſcuſſed and — by the Plenipotentia- 
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ries appointed by the two Crowns, without ſtipulating 
the leaſt Security to deſiſt from this unwarrantable Prac- 
tice during the Time limited to ſettle the ſame; and 
recommending to the Conſideration of this Houſe, whe-

Likewiſe a Petition of George Packer, Richard Farr, 
' Thomas Roſs, and Thomas Roach, of the City of Briſtol, 
(Owners of the Ship Sarah, Faſon Vaughan Maſter) in 
behalf of themſelves and others intereſted in the ſaid 
i Cap nk. and Freight, was preſented to the Houſe 
and read; ſetting forth, that on the 1it Day of June, 
in the Year 1738, the ſaid Ship failed fully laden from 
the Iſland of Famazca, directly for the Port of Briſtol, 
but, after attempting the Windward Paſſage for about 
ſeventeen Days without Succeſs, was obliged to return 
and make her Voyage through the Gulph of Florida; 
and on the 2gth Day of the ſame Month, in the Latitude 
of twenty-four Degrees and twenty-eight Minutes, as the 
- Maid Ship was proceeding on ſuch. her Voyage, and being 
then about fifty-five Leagues diſtant from the t End

jeſty, that from your Majeſty's conſtant Attention to the 
Honour of rown; and the undoubted Rights of your 
People, eclual Care will be taken in the ſolemn Trea- 
ty to be made, purſuant to this Convention, that the 
Freedom of Navigation in the American Seas may de 
fully ſecured and eſtabliſhed for the future; and that your 
Majeſty's Subjects may enjoy, unmoleſted, their undoubt- 
ed Right of navigating and trading to and from any Part 
of your Majefty's Dominions, without being liable to be 
ſtopped, viſited, or ſearched, on the open Seas, or to any 
other Violation of the Treaties ſubſiſting between Great 
Britain and Spain, as the only Means to preſerve, upon 
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a laſting Foundation, a good Correſpondence and Friend- 
ſhip between the two Crowns ; and that in regulating 
and ſettling the Limits of 2 Majeſty's Dominions in 
America, in the Treaty to be made with Spain, the 
. greateſt Regard. will be had to the Rights and Poſſeſſions 
belonging to your Majeſty's Crown and Subjects. 

And we beg Leave to aſſure your Majeſty, that in 
caſe your Majeſty's juſt Expectations ſhall not be an- 
ſwered, this Houſe will, with the greateſt Zeal and 
Cheartulneſs, ſupport your Majeſty in taking ſuch Mea- 
ſures as ſhall he neceſſary to vindicate your Majeſty's 
Honour, and to maintain your Subjects in the full En- 
joyment of all thoſe Rights, which they. may juſtly claim 
by Treaty, and the Law of Nations.

In this Debate Sir William Wyndham, and ſeveral

Beſides Claphamſon's Petition above-mentioned, there 
were two other Petitions, which, though they were not 
directly againſt the Convention, yet as they bore ſome 
Relation to it, I ſhall give an account of them in this Place.

by Order and Direction of the Marquis de Lede, then 


General of the Spaniſb Forces in S:cily, whereby the 
Petitioners ſuffered great Loſſes, which were claimed, 
and ſet forth before a Committee of the whole Houſe in the 
Year 1728-9, and the Eſtimates of the ſaid Loſſes then 
delivered in, Duplicates whereof were ready to be pro- 
duced by the Petitioners, who had had no Reſtitution made 
them, nor, as they apprehended, did the Commiſſaries 
go through the Diſcuſſion of the Loſſes in Sicily, or 
make any Report of them; and therefore ſubmitting 
their Caſe to the Conſideration of the Houſe, and pray- 
ing ſuch Relief as to the Houſe ſhould ſeem meet. 
The other was preſented on the 6th of April, and 


was a Petition of ſeveral Merchants, whoſe Names were 


thereunto ſubſcribed; in behalf of themſelves and many 
others, trading to and from the Iſland of S:cily and Parts

Merchants ſettled in their Dominions ſhall have Leave 
to retire with their Ships and Effects, and ſhall for that 
Purpoſe have fix Month's Time after the Declaration of 
War. This is a Stipulation abſolutely neceſſary for the 
Preſervation of our Trade, and more neceſſary for us 
than for any other Nation in Europe; becauſe we have 
at all Times ſuch Numbers of our People ſettled as 
Factors and Merchants in the Dominions of foreign 
States, moſt of whom return with opulent Fortunes to 
eſtabliſh their Families in their Mother Country; but 
what ſignifies the Wiſdom of our Anceſtors, if we take 
no Care to enforce a ſtrict Obſervance of this Article. 

It is therefore ſurprifing there ſhould have been any 
Ground left for ſuch a Petition as this; for when a 
Breach of this Article has been committed by any Nation 
we goto War with, we ought by Proclamation to order 
the Sufferers to bring in an Account of their Loſſes ;

preſented to the Houſe on the 22d of March, and was 
a Petition of James Buchanan of London, Merchant, 
and others concerned and intereſted in the Ship Scipio, 
Alexander Mackpherſon Maſter, whereby the Petitioners 

ſet forth as follows, viz. That the ſaid Ship having taken 
in her C on the Coaſt of Africa, conſiſting of Negroes, 


Gold Duſt, and Elephants Teeth, to the Value of fix 
thouſand Pounds and upwards, and purſuing her Voyage 


from thence to the Iſland of Famarca, having touched 
at the Iſland of Barbados, was on the 27th Day of 
Q#ober 1736 taken on the High Sea by a French Ship 


. or Veſlktl, and carried into St. Peters in the Iſland of 


Martinique ; and that ſome Time after, at the Inſtance 
of the Director of the Cuſtoms of that Iſland, a Proſe- 
cution was commenced againſt Captain ackpher ſon, 
Maſter of the Ship, before the Court of Admiralty there, 
founded on a Pretence that ſhe was acting in Contraven- 
tion to a certain Edict for ſettling Limits relating to un- 
lawful Trade; and on hearing the Matter, the Judges 
declared in their Decree, that it did not appear there 
was any Intention of carrying on an unlawful Trade, and 
that it was ſufficiently proved by the ſaid Ship's Diſpatches 
in due Form, that ſhe was bound to Jamaica by Way of 


St. Chritophers; but that nevertheleſs, the Intention of 


the Edict having not been qualified by any Interpretation 
judicially known to them, they were obliged to conform 
to the expreſs Terms of it, and therefore declared the 


faid Ship and her Cargo duly confiſcated; and chat 


thereupon the ſaid Captain Mac ſpherſon appealed to the 
Supreme Court of Martinique, who, upon Examination 
af the whole Matter, annulled the Judgment given by 
the Court of Admiralty, and decreed him Coſts, and 
that he ſhould again be put in Poſſeſſion of the ſaid Ship 
and Cargo; and that, as the ſaid Captain Maclpherſon, 
agreeable to the laſt Judgment, was preparing to take 
Poſſeſſion of his Ship and Cargo, he received an Ordi-

Iſland, for the appraiſed Value of the fame; and that 


the ſaid Captain Mackpherſon proteſted againſt the ſaid 
Ordinance, and being unable to procure the Security in- 
ſiſted on, was obliged to conſent to the Sale of his Ship 
and Cargo, and to depolite the Money in the Hands of 
the Perſons, who were to be his Securities, until ſuch 
Time as the Matter ſhould be determined in the Council 
of France ; and that upon the firſt Intimation of the 
French ſeizing the ſaid Ship, one of the Petitioners, 
James Buchanan, immediately applied himfelf by Peti- 
tion to his Majeſty, v:z. in Fanuary 1736 ; whereupon 
his Majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed to ſignify his Royal 
Pleaſure by his Grace the Duke of Newceo/tle, one of 
his Majeſty's principal Secretaries of State, to his Am- 
baſſador at the Court of Fance, that he ſhould make the 


ſtrongeſt Inſtances, that Orders might be forthwith ſent - 


to the Governor of Martinique for the immediate re- 
leaſing of the faid Ship and Cargo, or for the making full 
Satis faction for the Value of the ſame, together with the 


Loſs and Damages the Perſons concerned might have 


ſuffered by the Seizure and Detention of the ſaid Ship 
and Cargo; and that in a few Days after his Majeſty's 
Pleaſure was ſignified to his Ambaſlador as aforeſaid, 
the ſaid James Buchanan did by Memorial to the Duke 


of Newcaftle, viz. in February 1736, inform his Grace, 


that he had received a Letter from the ſaid Captain 
Mackpherſon, acquainting him, amongſt other Things, 
that he was to embark at Martinique in a few Days for 
Nantz, in order to proſecute the Affair at Paris, and 
his Majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed wiring, to the Re- 
queſt made by the ſaid Memorial, to give Directions by 
his ſaid Grace to the ſaid Ambaſlador, to countenance 
and alliſt the ſaid Captain Mackpher/on in the Proſecution 


of this Affair in the Council of France; fo that Reſti- 


tution and Satisfaction might be obtained; and that at 
the ſame Time the Petitioners tranſmmitted to Captain 
Mackpherſon his Majeſty's ſaid Directions to his Ambaſ- 
ſador, with Orders to deliver them in Perſon, they di- 
rected him to ſtay in Paris and ſolicit the Reſtitution of 
the ſaid Ship and Cargo, and accordingly the ſaid Captain 
did Tay and ſolicit the ſame; but the Petitioners find- 
ing that after many Months Solicitation no Satisfaction

cc in his Letter of the 13th of July 1737 to the ſaid 
* FJames Buchanan he wrote, that on that Day he with

* by the Council in France, had for Anſwer, that there 
« was no Neceſlity of applying any farther ; for right or 
s wrong, his Ship ſhould pay for the Fleuron, a French

« by his Majeſty's Governor of the Leeward J/lands ; 
<< and that as ſuch Declaration was a Denial of Juſtice 
< in this Inſtance of the ſaid Ship Scipio and her Cargo, 
* and was acting in Violation of the Tenor of ſeveral 
& Treaties ſubſiſting between the two Crowns, moſt 
« humbly beſought bis Majeſty, that his Majeſty would 
© be graciouſly pleaſed to take the Petitioner's Caſe into 
& his Royal Conſideration, and give ſuch Directions for 
the Petitioners obtaining ſpeedy Satisfaction, as to his 
« Majeſty ſhould ſeem meet; that notwithſtanding theſe 


repeated Applications and frequent Solicitations for more 


than two Years paſt, attended with very great Trouble 
and Expence, the Petitioners have not been able to ob- 
tain any the leaſt Satisfaction for the Loſs and Damages 
ſuſtained by the Seizure and Detention of the ſaid Ship 
Scipio and her Cargo, as aforeſaid ; and therefore pray- 
ing the Houſe to take the Premiſles into Conſideration, 
and to give the Petitioners ſuch Relief as to the Houſe

Which Petition being read, was ordered to be referred 
to a Committee of the whole Houſe; and it was reſolved 
that upon that Day Fortnight, the Houſe would reſolve it- 
ſelf into a Committee of che whole Houſe, to conſider. of 
the {aid Petition; but no farther Proceedings were 6 

made 
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made upon it, becauſe the Petitioners, as I have been 
informed, received Satisfaction for the Damage they had 
ſuſtained by this Seizure; but whether that Satisfaction 
was made by France, or by whom, or in what Manner, 
is what I cannot give an account of. . 

In order to explain the Grounds of this Complaint, I Ground of 

muſt inform my Readers, that by a French Edict for ee 
preventing Foreigners from trading with their Settle- plained. 
ments in the eſi Indies, it is declared, that if any fo- 
reigu Veſſel approaches within ſuch a Diſtance of the 
Shore of any of their Settlements, ſhe ſhall be liable to 
Seizure and Confiſcation. In purſuance of this Edict 
the French had ſeized and confiſcated ſome Sloops be- 
longing to our Leeward Iſlands, and the Governor of 
_ thoſe Iſlands thinking we had as good a Right as the 
French to make ſuch a Law, got an Act paſſed in the 
Aſſembly of one of thoſe Iſlands, in the exact Terms of 
this Edict ; whereupon ſome armed Sloops, by way of 
Guarda Co/ta's, were ſent out, and one of them meet- 
ing with a French Ship called the Fleuron, within the 
prohibited Limits from our Shore, ſeized her, and car- 
ried her in, where ſhe was condemned as lawful Prize. 

This was the Pretence the French Court made uſe of Remark 
for detaining this Brit Ship called the Scipio. But hereon. 
whether it was juſt or not, depends upon the Interpre- 
tation they have by Practice put upon their Edict ; for 
if they have by Practice ſeized and made Prize of any 
one of our Ships, without the leaſt Proof of her being 
engaged in any - unlawful Trade with their Settlements, 

and only becauſe ſhe was failing within Limits which they | 
have been pleaſed by their own Authority to preſcribe, 
the Governor of our Leeward Iſlands was certainly right 
in what he did, and the French had no Right to make 
Repriſals ; bur if the French, notwithſtanding their Edict, 
never confiſcated any one of our Ships without a Proof 
of her being engaged in an unlawful Trade with their 
Settlements, as well as of her being found failing within 
prohibited Limits, our Governor was to blame it he con- 
fiſcated their Ship the Fleuron, without a like Proof; and 
if Juſtice had been denied them in the Manner {ſettled 
by Treaties between the two Nations, (which, I am 
convinced, was not the Caſe) they had a Right to detain 
this Ship by way of Repriſal. In ſhort the Owners and 
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Freighters of the Scipio had a certain Right to Satisfac- 
tion, either from the French, or from our Governor of 
the Leeward Iſlands; and as the Governor has not been 
called home, nor any way puniſhed for what he did, it 
is to be hoped he was in the right, and that they received 
their Satisfaction from the French; for no Power but our 
Parliament eould lawfully make them Satisfaction out of 
the publick Purſe of their native Country. 

The next moſt important Affair that did not come 
the length, of a Bill, happened in the Houſe of Commons 
upon the 3zoth Day of March, when that Houſe was 
moved, That an Act made in the 25th Year of the 
Reign of King Charles II. intitled, An A for prevent- 
ing Dangers which may happen from Popiſh Recuſants, 
might be read, and the ſame being accordingly read, a 
Motion was made, That Leave ſhould be given to bring 
in a Bill to repeal ſo much of an Act paſled in the 25th 
Year of the 1 of King Charles II. intitled, An Act 
for preventing Dangers which may happen from Popiſb 
Recuſants, as obligeth all Perſons, who were admitted 
into.any Office Civil or Military, to receive the Sacra- 
ment of the Lord's Supper, within a Time limited by 
the faid Act; and for explaining and amending ſo much 
of the ſaid Act as relates to the Declaration againſt 
Tranſubſtantiation. This Motion being ſeconded, oc- 
caſioned a long Debate; but many of the Members be- 
ing retired from Parliament, as before-mentioned, and 
moſt of thoſe concerned in the Adminiftration, eſpect- 
ally thoſe who are zealous for the Church of England as 
eſtabliſhed by Law, being againſt it, the Queſtion paſlc 


As this Motion was intended to enable the Diſſenters

The laſt Affair I ſhall take Notice of, that did not Coal Affairs 
come the length of a Bill, was that relating to Coals, 
which was introduced thus. On the 28th of February, 

à Petition of ſeveral Perſons, whoſe Names were there- 

_ unto ſubſcribed, on the behalf of themſelves, and of the 
Glaſs-makers, Brewers; Diſtillers, Sugar-bakers, Soap- 
boilers, Smiths, Dyers, Brick-makers, Lime-burners, 
Founders, and Calicoe-Printers, and other Traders and 
Inhabitants in and about the Cities of London and Ve- 
minſter, who were Conſumers of large Quantities of 
Coals, imported from Newcaſtle, and the Northern 
Parts of England, into the Port of London, was preſent- 
ed to the Houſe of Commons, and read; ſetting forth 
as follows, vis. That the Price of Coals at Newcaftle 
and other Places in the North, hath of late been greatly 
advanced, which the Petitioners apprehend is owing to 
paying Rents for Collieries not wrought, to Wharfs or 
Staiths being ingroſſed by a few, and by other Perſons 
being prevented from bringing Coals 10 and ufing the 
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ſame, by giving leſs Meaſure of Coals at Nance than 
heretofore, and by reaſon many Perſons are diſcouraged 
from working their Coal Mines, for want of convenient 
Ways or Roads to the Staiths, which they are refuſed or 

revented from uſing, renting, procuring, or having, 
by Methods which tend to monopolize the ſame as well 
as the Coal Trade; and that the Petitioners conceive 


Coals can be afforded cheaper than they lately have been, 


becauſe they are fold in the North at a much leſs Price 
for foreign Exportation, than thoſe ſhipped for the Ports 
of Great Britain; and that of late, great Quantities of 
bad and unſerviceable Coals have been imported to Lon- 
den, and often mixed with the good, and impoſed on 
the Conſumers at the Price of the beſt, and the Fitters 
have given Certificates of a good Sort, when the Load- 
ing was mixed with different and inferior Sorts ; and that 
divers other extraordinary Practices have of late been 
made uſe of by the Fitters, which together tend greatly 
to the Prejudice of the Navigation, and to the Oppreſ- 


ſion of the Petitioners and other Conſumers of Coals ; 


and that from the large Duty on Coals imported into the 
Out Ports of this Kingdom, being near the prime Coſt 
of the Coals, and of thoſe brought into the Port of 
London greatly exceeding the prime Coſt, and from the 
Smallneſs of the Duty upon Coals exported to foreign 


Parts, Coals are bought greatly cheaper in France, Hol- 


land, and Flanders, than in London or the Out Ports ; 
whereby foreign Manufacturers are enabled to under- 


work the Manufacturers of Great Britain; which, if 


not timely prevented, will tend to the Deſtruction of ſe- 
veral conſiderable Branches of Trade, and conſequently 
to the Ruin of a great Number of his Majeſty's Subjects; 
and therefore praying the Houſe to take the Premiſſes

Houſe to take the Premiſſes into Conſideration, and that 


the Petitioners might be heard by their Counſel againſt 
ſo much of the ſaid Petition, as might affect them. 
All theſe Petitions, on both Sides, were ſeverally or- 


dered to be referred to the Conſideration of the Com- 


mittee of the whole Hauſe, to whom the ſaid Petition 
of ſeveral Perſons whoſe Names were thereunto ſub- 
ſcribed, on the behalf of themſelves, and of the Glaſs- 
makers, Brewers, &c. and the Petitioners were ſeverally 
ordered to be admitted to be heard by their Counſel be- 


fore the ſaid Committee, according to the Prayers of 


their ſeyeral Petitions: And on Medneſday the 28th of 
March, the Houſe reſolved itſelf into the ſaid Com- 
mittee, and began to take this Affair into their Conſi- 
deration, which took up a great Part of that Day, and

This was ſurpriſing to every Man who conſidered how Uſeul ob- 


neceſſary Coals are for the carrying on of every Sort of 


ſervations 
upon this 


Manufacture, and how dangerous it may be to our important 
Trade, to have a Monopoly ſet up either by Art or Afair, 


Power, in this uſeful and neceſſary Commodity. The 
ſeveral particular Facts were perhaps exaggerated upon 


both Sides of the Queſtion ; but upon the W hole, there 


appears to be a Defect in our Laws with regard to W ay- 
Leaves, Staiths, and Wharfs, which ought to be reme- 
died by a publick Law ; and I wonder that this Diſpute 
did not ſuggeſt ſome new Law for that Purpoſe. It is 
needleſs to enquire whether there was any ſuch Combi- 
nation among the great Coal Owners about Newcaſtle, 
as was complained of by the Conſumers of Coals, and 
by the Land-holders of the Counties of Durham and 


ir 


Northumberland ; becauſe, as our Lays ſtand at preſent, _ 
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it is plain, that ſuch a Combination may be ſet up, and 
ſuch a Combination ought to be prevented by a publick 


Law; for in a Year's Time, it may, by enhancing the 
Price of Coals, and conſequently the Price of our Ma- 
nufactures, do more Harm to our Trade, than can be 
recovered in many Years, 
For this. Reaſon, we ought certainly to have a general 


Law for regulating the Purchaſe of Way-Leaves, Staiths, 


and Wharfs, between the Owners of Coal-mines, or in- 
deed of-any other Mines; and the Proprietors of thoſe 
Grounds, or Ways, through which the Owners of Mines 
muſt paſs, in order to carry the Produce of their Mines ta 
the next moſt convenient Water Carriage, or to the moſt 
proper Market; and our Road Bills, River Bills, and the 
like, Numbers of which are annually paſt, might furniſh 
us with proper Suggeſtions for the framing of ſuch a 
rus Bill. Coals in particular are of fo general uſe in 

anufacture, that we ought ta be extremely careful, not 
only to remedy but to prevent every Thing that may 
tend towards enhancing their Price to our own People, 
or in any Part of our Dominions. I ſay to our own 
People, and in our own Dominions ; becauſe I am in 
Doubt, whether we ought to allow the Exportation at 


any Rate. I am ſure, if we allow of any Exportation, 


we ought to load it with a much heavier Duty than that 


with which it is loaded at preſent ; but ſo very careleſs 


have we been of our Trade, ſuch Enemies, I ſhould ra- 
ther ſay, have we been to the Trade and Manufactures of 
our native Country, that Coals carried Coaſt-wiſe to any 


Port in England, pay a heavier Duty than thoſe carried 


out of the Kingdom for the ſupply of our foreign Ri- 
vals in Trade and Manufacture; and beſides this general 
Coaſt-wiſe Duty, there is an additional Duty of 3 s. and 
another of 64. per London Chalder, to be paid upon 
thoſe imported into the Port of Landon ; fo that Coals 
brought 8 London (and we can have no Coals 
by Land Carriage) for ſupplying the many Manufactures 


that are carried on, in and about this great City, muſt 
pay Bs. and 64. per Linden Chalder, whilſt thoſe ex- 
es to France and Holland for ſupplying our foreign 
Rivals in Trade and Manufacture, pay but 65. per New- 
ca/ile Chalder, which does not amount to 45s, per Lon-

dm Chalder, becauſe the former is near double che 
latter. | 
This is ſuch a Soleciſm in Politicks, that one cannot 
help being ſurpriſed, how a rational People could be 
guilty of it; but this is not the only Inſtance of the lit- 
tle Regard we have for the Trade of our native Coun- 
try; for I may fay in general, that by our Methods of 
Taxation, we have ignorantly, I hope, endeavoured to 
deſtroy the Trade of our Country, and by the Methods 
we have contrived for the collecting thoſe Taxes, I am 
afraid we ſhall ſoon put an End to the Liberties of our 
Country. I do not ſay this with a Deſign to reflect 
upon any one Man, or ſet of Men in the Kingdom; 
for it has been for many Years paſt a general Error, 
and an Error which no Party that has ever had any 
Share in our Adminiſtration, can ſay they have been 
abſolutely free from, They ſeem all, in their Turns, 
to have been more concerned about ſupplying the 
Neceſſities of our Government, than about guarding 
againſt thoſe Dangers and Inconyeniencies to which 
our Trade and Liberries 'might be expoſed by the Me- 
thods they took for raiſing, that Supply; which, I be- 
lieve, will ſoon appear to be like thoſe Medicines that 
give preſent Eaſe, but bring certain Death at laſt ; for 
every Man who ſeriouſly conſiders the Nature of Trade, 
and the happy Frame of our Government, muſt ſee, 
hat many of our Taxes tend to the enhancing of the 
rice of all our Manufactures, and many of the Me- 
thods we have for railing thoſe Taxes tend to the De- 
ſtruction of the Liberties of the People. 
It muſt be allowed however, that this Error is not to 
be entirely imputed to thoſe that have been from time to 
time our Governors. It is to be imputed to the Co- 
verned, as well as to the Governors. Every Man ex- 
—_ to be protected in the quiet Poſſeſſion of his 
roperty, or of what he acquires by his Induſtry, which 
Protection cannot be had </ wg and WA Ter- 
ritory, without a great i xpence. This eve 
— is ſenſible 5 0 * every Man, and every ſet * 
Men in the Kingdom, endeavour to get free from pay- 
ing any Share of that Expence, and to throw the Whole, 
or more than a proportionable Share, upon the Shoulders 
of their Neighbours. The trading and moneped Intereſt 
| endeayour 
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and ought to be the Care, of thoſe who are concerned 
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endeavour to throw it upon the landed, and the landed 
upon the trading and moneyed Intereſt, which is a Con- 
teſt there may be ſome Reaſon for; but it is a moſt ri- 
diculous Thing in the Rich, to endeavour to throw any 
Part of the publick Expence upon the Poor, by loading 
with Taxes thoſe Things that are neceſſary for their Sub- 
fiſtence, or for working up their Manufactures. By ſuch 
a Practice the publick Expence will always return with a 
double Weight upon themſelves, by enhancing the Price 
of Labour, and of every Thing that is neceſſary for 
their Convenience, Luxury, or Vanity, which will of 


Courſe augment their annual Expence, and this is in 


effect the ſame with diminiſhing their annual Revenue, 
and moreover, it will certainly diminiſh, if not entirely 
revent, our Exportation ; for when the Price of our 
anufactures is high, which is the certain Conſequence 
of Taxes upon the Neceſſaries of Life, or Materials for 
Manufacture, we muſt expect to be rivalled, if. not ex- 


| Cluded from every foreign Market, by ſome neighbour- 


ing Nation. 

Upon Occaſion of this Diſpute about Coals, the evil 
Tendency of enhancing the Price of any Material for 
Manufacture, either by a Tax or Monopoly, was made 
manifeſtly appear, eſpecially in the Caſe of our Glaſs 
Manufacture ; and I think from the very Nature of the 


Thing it appears, that, by a Defect in our Laws, many 


Coal Mines may be rendered uſeleſs, for want of a 
Paſſage to any Water Carriage, which gives a Sort of 
Monopoly to others; therefore ſome Law ought cer- 
tainly to have been paſſed upon this Occaſion, either for 
aboliſhing the Tax upon Coals carried Coaſt-wiſe ; or for 
preventing or loading with a heavier Duty the Exporta- 
tion of our Coals; and for preventing its being in the 


Power of the Owners of any particular Collieries, to ſet 


up a Monopoly, by intercepting the Paſſage of their 
Neighbours ; why no ſuch Law was thought on, I ſhall 
not pretend to Anfwer. There was a Reaſon aſſigned, 
which I am nat at Liberty to mention; but this I 


may obſerve, that in all Ages, and in all Countries, 


private Men will be for ſelling as dear, and mak- 
ing as high Profits of every Thing they carry to 
Market, as they poſſibly can; whereas it is the Duty, 


in 
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in the Legiſlature or Government of a Country, to take 
all the gentle Methods they can think of, for obligi 
every private Man to ſell as cheap as poſſible; becauſe 
the cheaper we ſell our Produce or Mauls ture, the 
more we ſhall export, and it is not the Conſumption bur 
the Exportation that brings Riches into a Country. With 
regard, indeed, to thoſe Commodities which may be 
called the Materials for Manufacture, eſpecially if th 
be ſuch as are peculiar to this Country, of which Coa 
may properly be reckoned one, we may enhance the 
Price to Foreigners by loading it with a Duty upon Ex- 
portation, but we ought to make all of them come as 
cheap as poſſible to our own People ; and with reſpect 
to Coals in particular, as they are not a Commodity of a 
growing or prolifick Nature, we ought to be the more 
Shy of allowing chem to be exported ; for if that Stock 
ſhould once be exhauſted, with which Nature has ſup- 
Plied this Iſland, we can expect no Supply from any o- 
ther Country, we muſt turn a great deal of our Mea- 
dow, Paſture, and Corn Grounds, into Woods and 
Coppices, for ſupplying thoſe Occaſions that are now 
ſupplied at a much cheaper Rate from our Coal-Mines.

Mediterranean, and Spain diſarmed her Fleet: But being 
informed, that the Orders from London were counter- 
manded, ſhe ſuſpected, that the Clamours of the Popu- 
lace, and of a Party oppoſite to the Miniſtry, who were 
highly incenſed againſt the Convention, had prevailed 
with the Court to recede from its Engagement, No- 
thing can be more deſtructive of, of contrary to a firm 
Eſtabliſnment of Friendſhip' and good Correſpondence; 
than Diffidence and Diſtruſt; as keeping a Squadron; nor 
only at Port- Mahon, where it was at firft, but alſo at 
Gibraltar, in the Center of the Coaſts of Spain; where 
it has been conſiderably reinforced, and can be deſigned 
for no gther Purpoſe, but to interrupt and moleſt Trade, 
and cart be looked upon in no other Light than a conti- 
nual Hoſtility. REEL | ay 
The ſecond Contravention ariſes from the ſecond Ar- 
ticle, - which ſays, that immediately after the Ratifica- 
© tion of the Convention, Orders ſhall be difpatched to 
* Florida and Carolinn, that the new Plantations and For- 
© treſſes of Carolina and Georgia ſhall remain in ſlatu quo, 
© till the Plenipotentiaries ſhall have regulated the Limits. 
The King of Spain performed his Part of this Engage- 
ment fully, but the King of Great Britain deferred for 
four Months executing his Part, with an Intent to give 
to his Subjects all that Time to encreaſe their Colonies, 
and build their Fortifications; nor even at this Hour is 
there any poſitive Proof that any Orders at all have been 
ſent; it appears by a Letter of the Duke of Newca/le, 
that there Were none ſent the. 27th of March:: ': 
What is ſtill more remarkable with regard to this Con- 
travention-is; that at that Time three Men of War were 
ſent under frivolous Pretences to reinforce'the Squadron at 
Jamaica; and that ſome Troops, and a great, pours” of 
warlike Stores were ſent thither on board ſeveral Ships. 
This Contravention is not unlike that of FÞoride in 1735, 
when it was agreed; that all Things ſhould remain in 
Autu quo, till the Limits were regulated by the'two Go- 


vernors; 
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vernors; the Engliſb Governor nevertheleſs went on in 
extending his Plantations, and committed ſeveral Hoſti- 
lities againſt: the Spaniards, and his Catholick Majeſty's 
Indian Vaſlals. Nor is this Contravention much unlike 
that in 1724, they both being Contraventions of open 
Treaties made with Spain. FS 

The third Contravention is founded on what was 
agreed to by his Catholick Majeſty's Declaration, as the 
only Way to ſurmount ſo many Difficulties in debate. 
The Words are, And in order that the ſaid Conventio 
© may be {igned, his Catholick Majeſty reſerves to himſel 
entire the Right of ſuſpending the Aſſiento of Negroes, 
© and to diſpatch the Orders neceſſary, for the Execution 
© thereof, in caſe the Cqmpany does not ſubmit to pay, 
© within a ſhort time, 68,000 J. Sterling, which it has 
© confeſſed to owe on the Profits of the Ship the Ryyal 
Caroline And that under the Validity and Strength of 
© this Proteſt, and no otherwiſe, the ſigning the Taid Con- 
vention may be proceeded on; and in Conſequence of 
© this ſpecial: Commiſſion, which may not be eluded on any 
© Pretence whatſoever, his Catholick Majeſty has been in- 
* duced hen nt ag ˙7 | 

Nothing can be plainer or ſtronger than this Declara- 
tion; and yet, when the Conferences came to be open- 
eld, ſo little regard was paid to it, that the Engliſb Pleni- 
potentiaries began with preſenting a Memorial to de- 
mand the Effects taken in the Indies from the Aſfento 
Company by way of Repriſals in 1718 and 1727; and 
proteſted, that until that Account was cleared, there 
would be no Payment of the 68000 J. Sterling, which was 
the Balance of a ſettled Account: Contrary to all Juſtice, 
they would confound a ſtated Sum, and put it upon an 

Foot with a Sum not at all ſtated or ſettled. His 

Majeſty had offered two Schedules for the Viceroys of Peru 
and Mexico, with an Order to pay, without any Delay, 
to the Aſiento Company, what they ſhould prove due to 
them on account of the faid Repriſals; it was as much 
as he could grant: But the 68, ooo J. Sterling was a fet- 
tled, ſtated, executive Debt, payable within a ſhort Time; 
it was the Baſis and Foundation of the Convention, a 
Condition not to be eluded, under the Validity of which 
the Signing was proceeded on, and not otherwiſe, as is 
expreſsly ſer forth in ä Was ä 
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| ed with Mr, Keene, and notified four Days before the 


ſigning the Convention. Whence it reſults, that the 


Engliſb, by eluding the ſaid Condition, have themſelves 


broke and vacated the Subſtance and Validity of the ſaid 
Convention. | 

This Pretence of the Engl; carries along with it ano- 
ther Contravention ; for, by the ſecond ſeparate Article, 
this Affair was to be debated only in ſeparate Negotia- 
tions, and not in the Conferences. 

The fourth Contravention is a Sequel to the former. 
The Engliſh Plenipotentiaries deſired to have it declared, 
that the King had not a Power to ſuſpend the Aſiento 
Contract, as being a National Treaty; whereas the con- 
trary was expreſsly ſpecified in the abovementioned De- 
claration, on the Validity of which depended the Validi- 
1 of the Convention. Every body muſt ſee, that the 

ngl;/þ Miniſtry, inſtead of obliging the Company to pay 
the King the 68000 J. are ſeeking to elude the Payment 


of it, in Defiance of the Convention and of the Declara- 


tion; and would oblige the King to pay himſelf out of 
other Funds, by ſuch Artifices undermining the very 
Foundation on which the Convention is built. | 
. Thefifth Contravention is, making a direct Application 
to the King, for the Reſtitution of an Engliſb Ship that 
was taken ſince the Convention was ſigned, contrary to 
the ſecond ſeparate Article, that refers all Matters that ſhall 
happen ſubſequent to the ſigning of the Convention, to the 
Diſcuſſion of the Plenipotentiaries in- the Conferences. 
- The fixth is, that whereas the Plenipotentiaries were to 


be furniſhed with Inſtructions within fix Months, yet it 


was eight Months before England had ſent any. 
It will not be improper here to take Notice of the En- 
li Miniſtry's little Faith in his Catholick Majeſty, tho 
hi Majeſty had given a fair Example of Confidence in 


the fourth Article of the Convention. An Eſtimate 


having been made of fix or ſeven Ships, the Value where- 


| of is comprized in the 95,0007. Sterling; it is in that 


Article agreed, that as his Majeſty had ſent Orders to the 
Indies to make Satisfaction for thoſe Ships, if it ſhould 
happen that, in Conſequence of his Orders, a Part, or 
the whole Value of the ſaid Ships ſhould be paid, the 
Sums ſo paid ſhould be deducted out of the 95,000 J. 
This laſt Sum was to be paid in four Months, without

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making any Terms about the Money paid in the Indies, 
purſuant to the aforeſaid Order, his Catholick Majeſty 
truſting entirely to the Honour and Juſtice of the King of 
Great Britain. | 

The 7th Contravention is, That the Engliſb Plenipo- 
tentiaries inſiſted on a Liberty of free Navigation in all 
the American Seas, Claiming a Right to it by the Laws of 
Nations, by Treaties, and particularly by the fifteenth Ar- 


ticle of the Treaty of 1670. This is a direct Infraction 


of the firſt Article of the Convention, wherein it is ex- 
preſsly ſtipulated, © That the reſpective Pretenſions of the 
© two Crowns, with regard to Trade and Navigation in 
America and Europe, ſhall be regulated and ſettled in the 
© Conferences, according to Treaties which are there ſpe- 
© cified,” What is exaCted here, as a manifeſt inconteſtable 
Right, is a Pretenſion and Claim in virtue of Treaties ; 
— there could not be a better Method of ſettling thoſe 
Pretenſions, than to examine all thoſe Treaties thorough- 
ly, and compare them together, ſo as to come at the 
true and honeſt Senſe and Meaning of them, without 
any Regard to the partial Meanings or Conſtructions of 
either of the Parties. This was the proviſional Anſwer. 
the Catholick King gave to the Englyb Plenipotentiaries 
Memorial of the 19th of February; nor could he have 
given any other, all Points relating to Trade and Naviga 
tion being ſubmitted by the Convention to the Determi- 
nation of the Plenipotentiaries. The Brit; Miniſter in- 
fiſted ſtill on a free Navigation, and that it ſhould not 
meet with any Interruption from the Spani/h Guarda 
Colas, The King anſwered, That there ſhould be no 
Interruption contrary to Treaties, Thereupon the Mini- 
ſter in harſh Terms, and in Defiance of the Convention 
inſiſted; that without waiting to examine Treaties, a full. 
Freedom of Navigation in all the American Seas ſhould

be forthwith agreed to. England has no Right of free 


Navigation, but to and from its own Colonies, in the 


ſame manner as is ſtipulated with the States-General, . 


who never pretended to, or deſired more, This being a 
critical Point, it is proper to explain it diſtinctly and 
clearly. N 3 5 

Ir is declared by the eighth Article of the Treaty, of, 
Utrecht in 1213, That the Navigation of the Engliih 
in America ſhall — the ſame Foot that it was 
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© in the Reign of Charles II. It is beyond all Diſpute, 
that during that Reign all Strangers were excluded by the 
fundamental Laws of the Kingdom, from trading with, 
or entering into the Spanyh M eſt Indies; and that the 
ſole Liberty or Freedom thereof was reſerved to the 


| Spaniards, By the ſame Article Queen Anne obliged 


herſelf not only to obſerve, but likewiſe to guarantee 


* thoſe fundamental Laws; and of Conſequence could not 


E to any further or other Right of free Navigation, 
ut to and from her own Colonies. It was all that thoſe 
Laws did admit of, and all that was practiſed in the 
Reign of Charles II. The Queen alſo obliged herſelf 
to pay a due Regard to, and guarantee the Limits as they 
ſtood at that Time, and where any Encroachments had 
been made upon them, to reſtore and ſettle them upon 
the ancient Footing. But this Part was not then 
complied with, which gives room for the preſent Dif- 
putes about new Colonies, the Removal of Frontiers, 
and Uſurpation of Territories and whole Iſlands. _ 
What has been now ſaid is ſufficiently ſupported and 
proved by the Stipulation with the States General in the 
31ſt Article of the Treaty of Utrecht in 1713. His Ca- 
tholick Majeſty obliges himſelf to re-eſtabliſh and main- 
tain the Navigation and Trade of theſe ſame Spaniſh Ii eſi 
Indies, agreeable to the fundamental Laws of Spain,, 
which prohibit all foreign Nations from trading with, or 
entering into them; that Privilege and Benefit being re- 
ſerved ſolely for the Spaniſb Subjects of his Catholicck 
Majeſty; and their High Mightineſſes promiſe to give 
his Majeſty their Aſſiſtance to fulfil this Article. In for- 
mer Treaties with them, all that was ſtipulated was a 
free Navigation to their Colonies, and not to all the o- 
ther Seas that were within his Catholick Majeſty's Ju- 
riſdiction and Dominion, which are diſtinguiſhed by the 
Character of the Spaniſb Indies, whereunto all Entrance 
and Trade are prohibited for very good Reaſons; For as 
it is prohibited, as aforeſaid, to trade with, or enter into 
che Ports and Harbours of e Spaniſh Indies, and foreign 
Nations having no Colon ies that require paſſing near thoſe 
Seas, the claiming a Right of free Navigation to or near 


them can be with no other View, nor for any other Pur- 


poſe than to increaſe the illicit unwarrantable Trade 
which the Engliß haye for along Time and do ſtill carry 
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on; a Trade that is already grown to too unreaſonable 
an Extent, it yielding yearly ſeveral Millions, as they 
themſelves confeſs ; a Trade that is contrary to all Laws 
of Juſtice and Equity, prejudical to the Trade allowed 
to and enjoyed by other Nations, and greatly hurtful 
and injurious to his Catholick Majeſty's Revenues and 
Government. 

There is all the Reaſon in the World to be ſurpriſed 
at this Demand, ſince the Engliſb imagine, and pretend 
they may, even in the midſt of Europe, aſſume to them- 

ſelves the ſupreme Dominion on the Ocean, though it 
be common to all Sovereigns, whoſe Dominions it waſhes , 
and laying a Streſs on the Name they give it of Britiſb 
Sea, would not only exact, that the Ships of all Nations 
ſhould ſtrike their Colours before theirs in that Sea, but 
have alſo endeavoured to attribute to themſelves the 
Right of giving Leave to fiſh in them, and to make o- 
ther Powers pay for that Liberty! How can thoſe who 
form ſuch groundleſs Pretenſions in the Seas of Europe, 
which belong no more to them than to other Nations, 
exclaim againſt the Spaniards, when they do nothing in 
America, but refuſe to abandon the Seas they poſſeſs all 
the Coaſts of to an arbitrary Navigation, and take juft 
Precautions apainſt Smuggling, and the unlawful Trade 
carried on in the Spaniſb Dominions, which are the only 
Deſign or Object of that Navigation? 

What has been ſaid above is alſo proved by the 15th 

Article of the Treaty of 1670, which is alledged ; for 
in the Beginning thereof it is ſaid, That each of the con- 
tracting Parties ſhall have and retain the Lordſhip of the 
Seas, Streights, and freſh Waters in America, which be- 
longed to them. Then all the Seas are not free, and there 
are ſome proper Lordſhips which the Sovereigns ought 
to enjoy privately or excluſively of all others, and con- 
ſequently, we muſt not underſtand theſe Words, free 
Navigation, otherwiſe than as they are limited at the end 
of the ſaid Article, viz. hen nothing ſhall have been 
commiit:d againſt the natural Senſe and Diſpoſition of the 
preceding Articles, And as it is regulated by the eighth 
Article, that the Subjects of either of the two contract- 
ing Kings ſhall not navigate nor trade in the Dominions 
poſſeſſed by the other Party in the ſaid Weſtern Iſlands, 
it follows, that the ſaid free Navigation is limited to the 
| : L 4 Dominions 
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| Dominions which belong to one or other of the two 


Kingdoms, and that the Treaty excludes all Navigation 
and Trade in the Dominions and Seas of the one to thoſe 
of the other. 5 

This is the literal, natural, and true Senſe of theſe 
Treaties, and what is therein underſtood by the Words 


free Nawigation, Every time that England will get them 


examined by its Miniſters jointly with thoſe of Spain, as it 

was agreed they ſhould be by the Convention, ſhe will find 
ſhe has no juſt Motive to complain, nor any Reaſon to 
grant Letters of Repriſals, which ought to be grounded 
on a Refuſal of Juſtice. And ſince it is England who 
has infringed all the Articles of the Convention, and has 
herſelf ſet an Example of it to the King of Spain, who, 
as has been ſeen, ſigned it only under the expreſs Con- 
dition, that Regard ſhould be had to his Declaration, 

and the Proteſtation therein inſerted, the Denial of Juſ- 
tice cannot be imputed to Spain, but in fact to England, 
who, by her poſterior Contraventions above-mentioned, 
has evaded and annulled the Convention, from which, 
notwithſtanding the Contraventions above expreſſed, nei - 


ther of the two Parties can deſiſt, becauſe, as it was 
drawn up by common Conſent, there muſt be a like 


Conient to diſſolve it. 


England had as little Reaſon to order her Plenipoten- 
tiaries to break off the Conferences, as ſhe did by her 
Memorial of the ninth of Fuly; ſhe has not found her 
Account in making thoſe great Armaments, in preſſing her 
Neighbovrs to arm in her Behalf, and ſoliciting them 
to be ready at all Events, becauſe her Neighbours 
would, by ſeeing her make unſeaſonable Preparations, 
and without any Neceſſity, regulate themſelves by her 
Example, and would, on their Part, put themſelves 
on their Guard, and the publick e would in- 
fallibly ſuffer by it. In this Caſe the bad Conſequences 
thereof muſt be imputed to thoſe who perſuade, and 
thoſe who ſuffer thernſelves to be perſuaded. The only 
Aim of England is to maintain and preſerve by her Arms, 
and by thoſe of her Neighbours, the unjuſt Uſutpations 
of the Iſlands and Territories ſhe has invaded in Breach 
of the Treaty of Utrecht, and to maintain herſelf in the 
clandeſtine Trade ſhe carries on, to the Prejudice of the 
lawful Trade of the Allies of Spain : Whereas that Crown

The Engliſb Nation as well as the French and Dutch 
© do and always have claimed a Freedom of Navigation

They complain 
that this Freedom of Navigation has been notoriouſly 
< violated by the Spaniards. The Britih Plenipotentia- 
© ries have demanded a free Navigation in thoſe Seas in 
© Conſequence of the Convention, which ſays, that the

and that lawful Commerce may be no more at the

< the chief Aim of the Convention. The Engliſb and 
© Dutch alledge, that Spain has no more Preheminence

Having thus ſhewn how the War was on both ſides 
declared, I ſhall next give an Account of the Preparations 
made here at home for its Proſecution, and of ſome of 
the moſt remarkable Succeſſes, Diſappointments, and 
Misfortunes we have met with.

Handaſyd's, Deſcurys, the Lord James Cavendiſ);s, 
Bland's, and Onflow's ; all which Regiments arrived ſafe 
in Great Britain about the End of Zune and Beginning 
of July; and on the 3oth of June his Majeſty ordered 


to be publiſhed his moſt gracious Pardon for all ſuch pri- 


vate Soldiers as were then in any of thoſe Regiments, and 


had deſerted before the firſt of Zune laſt from any of the 


Regiments then in Great Britain; and likewiſe for all

having on board the Baggage of his Excellency Robert 
Byng, Eſq; Governor of that Iſland, which was valued 
at five or fix thouſand Pounds, and beſides, a very rich 
Cargo of dry Goods for that Iſland. 

As I have not ſuch an Account of the many Prizes 
taken by theſe Privateers, as can be depended on, I ſhall 
mention no more of them ; but cannot omit giving in 
this Place an Account of the following Capture, becauſe 
I may perhaps hereafter have an Occaſion to take far- 
ther Notice of it.

© to Mr. Whuefield, who (as is ſuppoſed by his not appear-

The gear ang 
Liverymen of London having by their Charter a Right , 
to chooſe every Year a Lord Mayor from amongſt 
themſelves, the Method for making this annual Election 
has been thus eſtabliſhed : The Liverymen, aſſembled at 
their common Hall on Michaelmas Day, make choice of 
two Citizens whom they think properly qualified for 
ſerving this high Office, the Names of which two Per- 
ſons they return to the Court of Aldermen, and of theſe 
two the Court of Aldermen chooſe one to ſerve the 
Office for the enſuing Year. The Rule obſerved by 
the Liverymen upon this Occaſion, is to chooſe two 
Citizens of known Ability and Integrity, and of affleunt 
Circumſtances, who have ſerved. the Office of Sheriff ; 
and by a late Cuſtom they have generally choſen the two 
Senior Aldermen next the Chair, that is to ſay the two 
Aldermen that have been the longeſt in that Office, 
but have never before ſerved the' Office of Lord Mayor. 
Theſe two, I ſay, if they were properly qualified, and 
under no legal Incapacity, have by a late Cuſtom been 
conſtantly returned by the common Hall to the Court 
of Aldermen, and of theſe two, that Court has as. con- 
ſtantly choſen him who was the oldeſt Alderman, who 
for that Reaſon is called the Alderman next below the 
Chair, as: thoſe who have ſerved the Office of Lord

It is in their Power to preyent your 
ſetting that Example to the Nation which may one Day 
animate it with a proper Spirit. Not all the Convictions 
of Common Senſe, not the univerſal Voice of Mankind, 
E nor the apparent and approaching Ruin of Liberty can

your preſenting your juſt Complaints and Remonſtrances. 


1s, Gentlemen, you are in a worſe Situation than any 


Body of Men in this Nation ; you may, if ſuch a Ma- 


Jority prevails, be deprived of what the Eaws of Nations, 
the onſtirution of this Kingdom, and immemorial 
Practice, declare as the undoubred Right of all Subjects. 
This Situation, Gentlemen, is the more intolerable, when 


we conſider with how great a Power the Laws in being 


Have veſted a Miniſter. It is in his Power to tempt 
Men with whatever Ambition can expect, or Avarice 
defire ; therefore unleſs you can pronounce Men void of 
human Paſſions and Affections, you cannot ſay that you 
are independent. The Integrity of the preſent Minifiry, 
and the Purity of the preſent Court of Aldermen, are no 
Security. A corrupted and corrupting Miniſtry may 
ſucceed the preſent ; among the rt of Aldermen, 
Men may be hereafter found, whoſe Connexion with, 


and immediate Dependance upon ſuch a Miniſtry are vi- 


fible to all the World. If a Miniſtry, by Places, Poſts, 
and Penſions, can bring over but fourteen Aldermen to 
their Side, give me Leave, Gentlemen, to ask you, what 
Means you can find to throw out a future Exciſe, or to 
ſhew your Oppoſition to a future Convention? It is a 


. faral Compliment that moſt Communities have made 


to good Magiſtrates, when they have inveſted them with 
Powers unknown to the original Form of'their Govern- 


ment. They do not conſider that, while they are 
ſtrengthning the Hands of good Magiſtrates,, they are 


perhaps forging the Fetters which they and their Poſterity 


are to wear. Therefore, Gentlemen, unleſs you have a 
_ -pofitive and an evident Certainty, that the Court of Al- 
dermen never can be corrupted by a Miniſtry, you ought 


to do your utmoſt Endeavours, you ought to exert your

this, are in vain, In vain you labour to procure a Li-

'poſmg rhe moſt difintereſted Parliament that ever was, 
to be now fitting, ſuppoting that an Affair of the utmoſt 
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Conſequence to your Trade and Liberties to be depend- 
ing before them, let me aſk = Gentlemen, how it is 
poſſible, if the Majority of the Court of Aldermen are 
in the Intereſts of your Enemies, for the Parliament to 
be inftructed in the Senſe of your Community? They 
can put a Negative upon your petitioning” in your incor- 
porate Capacity, and it is next to impoſſible for you to 
petition in a regular Manner in your private Capacities. 


Conſider what the Effect muſt have been, had ſome 


Gentlemen in a late memorable Event ſucceeded in what 
they endeavoured to effectuate. You will eaſily gueſs 
that I mean the Convention. Had the Majority of the 
Court of Aldermen been prevailed upon to have given 4 


Negative to your preſenting your Petition, how muſt the 


Parliament and the Nation have known the Senſe of the 
City of Landon? Might not then the Repreſentatives of 
the Nation, if they had unanimouſly and abſolutely ap- 


pou of the Convention, have juſtified their Conduct, 


y ſaying, that the Acquieſcence of the City-of London 
was their Motive? You were more concerned in its 
Conſequences than all the Nation befides, and had you 
objected nothing to it, might it not have been fairly 
preſumed, that it was for the Intereſt of the Nation? 
How would the reft of the Kingdom have behaved in 


ſuch an Event > Might they not have — thought, 


that the City of London were much better Judges of 
the commercial Intereſts of the Nation than they were, 
and that it muſt be a good Meaſure becauſe you did not 


oppoſe it? 


Give me Leave, Gentlemen, to ſet the Conſequences 
of this Power veſted in the Eourt of Aldermen in a 
ſtill ſtronger Light, I ſhall ſuppoſe that under a future 


Miniſtry a Bill is brought into Parliament, depriving the 


Liverymen of London of their Right to nominare two 
Aldermen for Lord Mayor, and that they ſhall be nomi- 
nated by the Crown. Pray, Gentlemen, even in this 
Caſe, what Method could your fall upon to oppoſe this 
Step, but that of petitioning againſt it? But if the fame 
Influence that procured the Meaſure to be ſer on Foot, 
ſhould procure a Majority in the Court of Aldermen to 
put a Negative upon your petitioning againſt it, what 
Redreſs could you have, or how prevent the Blow? 
Are you tamely to give up _—_ Rights? Or are you to 
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me to ſuggeſt them. 
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aſſert them in a Manner that is _— to Law and diſ- 
reſpectful to your Superiors? The Conſequences that 
muſt follow from this are too plain and too ſhocking for 
But, Gentlemen, it is very poſſible for you to recon- 
cile your Duty with your Intereſt ; the more dutiful 


your Manner of petitioning or ſoliciting Redreſs is, it 


muſt be the more ſolid, and more laſting. It is impoſ- 


ſible for you to procure any Advantages, if theſe Advan- 


tages are ſolicited in a Manner that is inconſiſtent with 
the Duty you owe to your lawful Superiors. The ſober, 
the wiſe Part of Mankind will deſert a Cauſe carried on 
in ſuch a Manner,; and when Prudznce and Moderation 


in Conduct are wanting, the Spirit from which you act 


muſt ſoon flag, and your Redreſs be with the more Dif- 
ficulty obtained. Give me Leave therefore, Gentlemen, 
to put you in Mind of what was obſerved by Tacitus, 
one of the greateſt Politicians, as well as one of the 
greateſt Friends to the Liberties of the People that ever 
lived: He obſerves, that in the Event of all Contentions 
betwixt the Government and the People, if theſe Con- 
tentions proceed to Tumults, the Government, if it gets 


the better, always acquires a new Acceſſion of Power. 


From what I have ſaid, I believe it is very plain, that 
your Liberties as Engliſbmen entirely depend on one ſin- 
le Fact, which is, that no Miniſter ſhall ever find the 
eans to corrupt fourteen of the Court of Aldermen 


into his Intereſts. I have only ene or two Particulars 


more to trouble you with on this Head. To give any 


Body of Men whatſoever, who are not a ſupreme Le- 


giſlarure, a Negative upon the People, is contrary to 
every Maxim of good Government, becauſe the People 
may then become: the Slaves of thoſe, who are them- 
ſelves but a ſubordinate Power. Thus every End of 
Government may. be perverted, and the People left to 
the melancholy Reflection of their not having had it in 
their Power to make one Struggle, But this Abſurdity 


is vaſtly heightened, when we conſider that, though the | 


Government of the City of London is a popular Govern- 


ment, the only Negative that is lodged in any Branch of 
that Government is upon the People. Thus the Tribunitial 


Power, which in Old Rome was fo ufeful towards pre- 
ſerving the Liberty of the People, is reverſed; for 
1 | amongſt 
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amongſt them the Negative was upon the Government; 
amongſt you, it is upon the People. But there is one 
Circumſtance ſtill more abſurd than all the reſt, which 
is, that this Negative is lodged in a Body of Men, who, 
by their Office, are clothed with a Perpetuity of Power; 
ſo that if Corruption ſhould obtain among them, you 
have no Chance to work. yourſelves clear of it but by 
their Death. As an Alderman, I am now endeavouring 
indeed to abridge my own Power; but the Dangers 
which the future Abuſe of this Power may ſubje& us to, 
appear to me ſo terrible, that I ſhould deſerve to be 
conſidered as the meaneſt of Mankind, if I could, but 
for a Moment, put any Privileges of my own in Com- 
petition with what I believe to be of ſuch immediate 
Conſequence to the publick Liberty. He then conclud- 
ed with the following Prayer: | | 

May the Great God of Heaven, who has often ſo 
wonderfully and miraculouſly preſerved this Nation, till 
continue his Bleſſing and Preſervation of us; that under 
the illuſtrious Houſe of Hanover, the Laws, Liberties, 
and Trade of all his Majeſty's Britiſb Dominions, may 
continue and be preſerved till Time ſhall be no more. 


To which the whole Hall returned a hearty and loud

caſioning Quarrels, Riots, Tumults, and other Diſorders: 
For the preventing of which Miſchiefs for the future, 
it is thought fit and ordered by this Court, that the High 
Conſtable of Holborn Diviſion, in this County, do forth- 


with iſſue forth bis Precepts to the Petty Conftables of 


Tattenboe, alias T attenhall, alias Tottenham-Court, and o- 

Headboroughs of the aid Pariſh 
of St. Pancras, requiring them, in caſe any of the ſaid 
common Players of Interludes, or others, ſhall act, ex-

ſome Friends, or ſome Perſons of their Acquaintance, 
that will be ready to aſſiſt them, but theſe poor inno- 
cent Babes have not had Time to be guilty of any Fault 
or Overſight, nor to make any Friend or Acquaintance : 
Nay, they cannot have ſo much as the Friends of their 
Parents to depend. on, becauſe their Parents cannot be 
known, and if they were, this very Act of deſerting a 
Child would make every one aſhamed to own that they

for ſuch: cruel and inhuman Wretches. The Caſe of

Take Hens Egg-Shells, well drained from the Whites, 
dry and clean, cruſh them ſmall with the Hands, and 
fill a Crucible of the twelfth Size (which contains nearly 
three Pints) with them lightly, place it in the Fire, and 

cover it with a Tile; then heap. Coals over it, that it 
may be in the midſt of a very ſtrong clear Fire till the 
Egg-Shells be calcined to a' greyiſh white, and acquire 
an acrid falt Taſte: This will take up eight Hours at 
leaſt, - After they are thus calcined, put them into a 
dry clean earthen Pan, which muſt not be above three 
Parts full, that there may be room for the Swelling of 
the Egg Shells in ſlacking.

Take this Ball, and green Camomile, or Camomile-

the Ball, and boil them in two Quarts of ſoft Water 
half an Hour, then ſtrain it off, and ſweeten it with 
Honey.

Take equal Quantities by Meaſure, of Snails calcined 
as before, of wild Carrot-Seeds, Burdock-Seeds, Athen- 
Keys, Hips and Haws, all burnt to a Blackneſs, or 
which is the ſame Thing, till they have done fmoking ; 
mix them together, rub them in a Mortar, and paſs them 
through a Cypreſs Sieve. Then take a "large Spoonful 
of this Mixture, and four Ounces of the ' beſt Alicant 
Soap, and beat them in a Mortar with as much Honey 
as will make the Whole of a proper Conſiſtence for 
Pills, ſixty of which are to be made out of every Ounce 
of the Compoſition.

A Difculty The proper Time for the Celebration of Eaſter was, 
about Eaſter- in former Ages, thought to be of ſo great Conſequence 
Sud. to Cbriſtiant, that many learned Velumes were written

Theſe two, after having waited the 
whole Night in vain, propoſed in the Morning to go 


to Addleſton Common, becauſe they ſaid the Ymugglers 


often came that way to the Thames Side with their 


Goods. Accordingly they went thither, one armed with 
a Caſe of Piſtols, and the other with a Blunderbuſls. 
They were no ſooner come upon the Common, than they 
{pied two Men riding gently along; whereupon Millar, 
without enquiring who, or what they were, fired one of 
his Piſtols at them, but miſſed both, on which the two 
Men cried out, For God's jake do not kill us; What 


have we done? What is the Matter? But inſtead of 


anſwering, or deſiring them to ſtop, the Pipe-maker fired 


his Blunderbuſs, and ſhot three Slugs into one of the 


Men's Bodies, which killed him on the ſpot. At the 
fame Time Millar diſcharged his other Piſtol at the 
other Man on Horſeback, the Ball of which grazed 


upon 
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upon his Cheek, but did not much hurt him. Upon 
this he cried, Damn ye, your Pi/tals and Guns are now 
gone ; I will not fit and be murdered, but will ſee 
who 1s the beſt Man ; and immediately jumping from his 
Horſe, attacked Millar, whereupon the Pipe-maker ran 
away. The Traveller ſoon got the better of Millar,

The famous Turpin the Highwayman, who had made 7Tiwyin the 
himſelf ſo much. talked of by his many Robberies about n en, 
London, and by his killing a Man upon Epping Foreſt that | 
attempted to take him, being taken up in Yor4ſbrre a little 
before Michaeimas 1738, under the Name of Palmer, 
and long kept Priſoner in York Caftle before it was diſ- 
covered who he was; and there appearing a Sort of Pro- 
| vidence or Fatality both in his being taken up and diſ- 
| covered, I ſhall give the following authentick Account 
| of it, as it was ſent in a Letter from that Country, viz.

him; and as that Crime was Death by the Law, as well 
as Marder, therefore, upon the 22d of March he N

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tried for that Crime at Vor, convicted and condemned 
to be hanged. Upon his Trial, though it was proved 
by two Witneſſes from Eſer that he was the notorious 
Richard Turpin, and though he himſelf owned that to 
be his Name, yet he inſiſted that he was not the Richard 
Turpin that had committed ſo many Robberies about 
Londen, but that be was formerly a Butcher in Lincoln- 
Hire, and having failed there, he had retired into York- 
Hire, and. gone by the Name of Palmer to conceal him- 
ſelf from his Creditors ; but this Story availed him no- 
thing; and when he faw he was condemned, he then 
began to acknowledge the Truth, that be was really 
Turpin the Highwayman, that he did not apprehend any

and that when he was charged with Horſe-ſtealing, he 
did not attempt to — * if he did not fucceed,

preſſed ſome Remorſe; but ſhewgd no Concern for ſhoot- 
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wiſe he would have done, to the Conſtable's Authority, 


himſelf, and ſhould be condemned for Horſe-ſtealing, he 


for thele are Comforts that ought not to be allowed to 
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that would have been becoming 
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ing the Keeper, ſaying, it was no more: than what he 
deſerved; and he ended his Days with an Undauntedneſs 


in what he thought a good Cauſe, but was ſhocking and 
contemptible in ſuch a profligate Wretch, becauſe it 


could proceed from nothing but Stupidity or Deſpair.

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Iſlands are naturally ſeaſoned to the Sea, it may be 
ſuppoſed they would keep their Health better, and ſooner 

learn to be Seamen, than thoſe Landmen who ſeldom, 

or perhaps never ſtnelt the Sea in their Life Time; and 

this would likewiſe very much promote our Fiſhery;

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JN anſwer to your's, in which you deſire me to ſend 
you ſome Account of the Society in Scotland for pro- 
pagating Chri/tian Knowledge, which is (by all that know 
any thing of it) allowed to be one of the worthieſt De- 
ſigns of the preſent Age; I here ſend you the follow- 
ing one, | | 

The Extent of the Highlands of Scotland is much 


greater than has commonly been imagined : From the 


Mull of Kyntyre to Farohead in Strathnaver, is more 
than 200 Miles in a ſtrait Line from South to North; 
and from Farohead to Fohn-a-Groat's Houſe, is above 
60 Miles along the North and Northern Coaſt of the 
Continent. Beſides, there is a vaſt Number of inha- 
bired Iſlands, of which ſome are both large and popu- 


lous : For Inſtance, Jura is 24 Miles long; 1/la 16; 
Mull 24; Sky 48; Long-ifland, comprehending Bara, 


Seuthuiſt, Northuift, and Lewis, 100 ; and many others 
from 2 to 12 Miles in Length. The Iſles of Or4ney and 
Zetland are to be conſidered by themſelves; for ro Ork- 
ney alone belongs 33 inhabited Iſlands, one of which is 
24 Miles, and another 12 in Length. In Zetland there 
are about 30 inhabited Iflands, ſome of which are 6, 
others' 7 Miles long. Many of theſe Iflands lie at con- 


ſiderable Diſtances from the Continent, and from one 


another, and are in Extent about one half of Scotland. 
In this great Extent: of Country Ignorance and Super- 
ſtition greatly prevail: In ſome Places the Remains even 


of Pagani ſin are ſtill ro be found, and in many others the 


Reformation. 'from Popery has never yet obtained. The 
Pariſhes where Minifters are ſettled, are commonly of 
very great Extent, ſome thirty, forty, fifty Miles long, 
and generally divided by impaſſible Mountains and Lakes; 


ſo that moſt of the Inhabicants- being deſtitute of all 


Means of Knowledge, and without any Schools to edu- 
cate their Children, are entirely ignorant of the Princi- 
ples of Religion and Virtue, live in Idleneſs and Poverty, 
have no Notion of Induſtry, or Senſe of Liberty, are 
ſubject ro the Will and Command of their Popiſh diſ- 
affected Chieftains, who have always oppoſed the pro- 


pagating Chriſtian Knowledge, and the Engliſb Tongue, 


that they might with leſs Difficulty keep their ' miſerable 


Vaſſals in a {laviſh ä e poorer Sort have 


only 
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only the J1rih Tongue, and little Correſpondence with 
the civilized Parts of the Nation, and only come among 
them to pillage the more induſtrious Inhabitants ; they 
are brought up in Principles of Tyranny and Arbitrary 
Government, depend upon foreign Papiſts as their 


main Support, and the native Iriſb as their beſt Corre- 


ſpondents and Allies. This has been the Source of all 


the Rebellions and Inſurrections in that Country ſince 


4» 


the Revolution. | 

On the other Hand, they are naturally of a quick Geni- 
us, of great bodily Strength, and inured to Hardſhip. Their 
Country is commodioully ſituated for the nobleſt Fiſhery 


in the World, of which our Neighbours have made 


immenſe Profit. They have Mines and Woods, and 
great Quantity of black Cattle ; and vaſt Tracts of im- 
proveable Land, which lie waſte for want of Induſtry in 
the People, and by their not conſidering the Adyantage of 
their Situation. They are a numerous and prolifick People; 
and, if reformed in their Principles and Manners, and 
uſefully employed, might be made a conſiderable Acceſ- 


ſion of Power and Wealth to Great Britain. Some 


Clans of Highlanders well inſtructed in the Arts of 
War, and well affected to the Government, would 
make as able and formidable a Body for their Coun- 
try's Defence, as Great Britain, or Stwitzerland, or any 
Part of Europe, is able to produce. 


In the Year 1701, fome Gentlemen of Edinburgh 


firſt conlidered of proper Methods for civilizing and 
.reforming them; and agreed, that the ſetting up of 
Schools in different and convenient Places for the in- 
ſtructing of their Youth in the Engliſb Tongue, and the 
Principles of the Chriſtian Religion, and diſpoſing them 


to Virtue and Induſtry, would be the moſt likely and ef- 


fectual Means. They joined in a voluntary Subſcription 
among themſelves, and engaged as many others in it as 
they could, which laid the firſt Foundation of this great 


and publick Deſign. They ſoon found ſo great a Work 


too heavy a Burden for a few private Hands, and made 
Application to her late Majeſty Queen Anne, who was 


| pau pleaſed to approve and recommend the fame 


oyal Proclamation in the Year 1708: And in 
1709 granted her Letters Patent, conſtituting and ap-

pointing a certain Number of the Subſcribers to be a 


Society, 
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Society, or Body Politick, by the Name of The Society in 


Scotland for propagating Chriſtian Knowledge in the 
Highlands, and Iſlands, &c. with full Powers to receive 
Donations of Money, Sc. and to purchaſe Lands, Cc. 


not exceeding 2000 J. a Year; and with the Profits and 


yearly Intereſt of the ſame to erect and maintain Schools, 
with many other Privileges and Regulations. The Lords 
of Seſfion, or Judges in Scotland, according to her Ma- 

's Commiſion, nominated eighty-rwo Subſcribers to 


be the firſt Members of the Society, all of them Perſons 


of the beſt and moſt diſtinguiſhed Characters; who at 
their firſt general Meeting choſe a Preſident, a Treaſurer, 
a Secretary, and other Officers. They alſo choſe a Com- 


mittee of fifteen, who meet every Month, or oftner, as 


they have Occaſion. There is a general Meeting of the 
whole Society every three Months, when they aſſume 
new Members, make general Regulations, give Orders 


to the Committee, and receive their Accounts. All 


Proceedings both of the Committee, and of the general 
Meeting, are recorded in diſtinct Books, which are al- 
ways open to the Examination of every Contributor. 
The Names of the Contributors are kept in a diſtinct 
Regiſter, with an Account of the ſeveral Benefactions. 


In the Year 1710 they began to ſettle Schools in ſuch 


Places as had never been reformed from Heatheni/m - 
And their capital Stock having yearly increaſed, by the 
liberal Contributions of many Perſons of all Ranks in 
Great Britain, and amounting to above 10,000 /, moſt 
of which is laid out upon good Security ; they have in- 


creaſed their Schools in Proportion. Their Number at 


preſent is about one Hundred, where above four thou- 
ſand are taught gratis, to Read, Write, Arithmetick, 
and Pſalmody. Many of the poorer Scholars have a 
Weekly Allowance for their Maintenance, and Clothes 
and Books provided for them. Great Care is taken thar 
the Schoolmaſters are Men of Probity, Capacity, and 
well affected to the Government; and they are obliged, 
beſides the teaching the Children in the Schools, to in- 
ſtruct choſe in the Principles of Religion, who are too 


old to come to School, and at too "ha a Diſtance from 


the Pariſh Church, Many Popiſh Parents have art length 
permitted their Children to be inſtructed. - F 
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This Society has appointed Perſons of Character and 
Conſideration to be Viſitors of their Schools, and to 


examine the Conduct and Diligence of the Schoolmaſters, 


and the Proficiency of the Scholars, and to tranſmit Ac- 
counts to them at Edinburgh. All poſſible Care is taken 


to manage the Money to the beſt Advantage, not a Far- 


thing being diverted to any other Purpoſe; and all the 
principal Gfficers of the Society ſerve gratis. The Suc- 
ceſs of the Undertaking has anſwered all the Pains and 
Expence of the Society: There appears a great Diſpo- 


ſition in the riſing Generation to be inſtructed ; many 


have learned to read the Scriptures, and attend Divine 
Service in Engliſb, where formerly the [ri Tongue 
was only underſtood. Several of the Scholars are capa- 
ble of aſſiſting the Maſters; and ſome of them of be- 
ing Maſters of the Society's Schools. Many of them 
have attained to ſuch Degrees of Knowledge, as to be 
admitted to the Celebration of the Lord's Supper. 
The Face of Reformation and Virtue begins to appear 
every where; and there is reaſon to apprehend, that in a 


few Years, Ignorance, Popery, and the Iriſb Language 


will be utterly extirpated ; and in their ſtead, Virtue, 
Loyalty, and Induſtry will take Place. 

Nevertheleſs the preſent Fund is far from being ſuf- 
ficient to the Vaſtneſs of the Deſign, as appears from 
the Report of the Commiſſiuners, appointed by his late 


Majeſty King George, anno 1716, to enquire into the 


State of the Highlands and Iſlands of Scotland, in Pur- 


ſuance of an A of Parliament of the preceding Seſſion, | 


who gave it as their Opinion, © That no Method was fo 
© likely to reduce theſe Countries to a State of Peace 
« among themſelves, and hearty Subjection to the pre- 
« ſent Government, as that of eſtabliſhing Schools a- 
« mong them; and that over and above the preſent 


_ © Number one hundred and fifty more were abſolutely 


& neceſlary to render the Deſign fully effectual.“ 
This Report had fo good an effect, that it was enacted, 
(anno 4to Georgii) in the Act for veſting the forfeited 


 Eftates and Truftees, &c. That a Sum not exceeding 


<< twenty. thouſand Pounds ſhall be appropriated towards 
c making a capital Stock, for a yearly Intereſt, or In- 
© come, out of the Monies which ſhall ariſe by Sale of 
© the Eſtates which are in Scotland, towards erecting 
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c and maintaing Schools in the Highlands, 8c.” And 


in the Act (670 Georgii) for laying a Duty on wrought 
Plate, there is a Proviſo, That nothing therein ſhall 
* invalidate the ſaid Proviſion: for Schools in the High- 
“lands, &c.“ But notwithſtanding this charitable Pro- 


viſion of the Legiſlature, it is much to be lamented, that 


neither that Country, nor this Society, ever reaped any 
Benefit by it, the Produce of the ſaid Eſtates having 
been applied to other Purpoſes; whereby the reforming 
and civilizing of that Country is left to depend very 
much on private Contribution. 

I muſt not forget to obſerve to you, that the Society's 


Charter extends to Popiſh and Infidel Countries beyond 
the Seas, and that four Miſſionaries are maintained for 
converting the native /ndians in America to the Chriſtian 


Faith ; three of which are ſtationed on the Frontiers of 
New England, between our Settlements and thoſe of 
French Canada, by which Means the Indians in thoſe 
Parts will more eaſily be kept in Subjection to our Go- 
vernment. The Charge of theſe three is in a great mea- 
ſure defrayed out of an Eſtate left to the. Society by a 
late worthy Clergyman in England for that Purpole. The 
other Miſſionary is entirely ſupported at the Society's 
Charge in the new Colony of Georgia; where ſeveral 
of the poorer People are gone to reſide. 

And to render this Deſign more fully a national Benefit, 
his preſent Majeſty, from an earneſt Defire to promote the 
good of his Subjects in all Parts of his Dominions, was 
graciouſly pleaſed in the Year 1738 to grant his Royal 


additional Charter, to caule ſuch Children as they ſhould: 


find proper, to be inſtructed in Huſbandry, Houſewifry, 
and Manufattures., The Society is taking all proper 
Meaſures for erecting H/orking-S. hools ; and have good 
Encouragement to hope that the landed Gentlemen in 
the Highlands and Iſies will not ſuffer themſelves to be 


out-done by their Proteſtant Neighbours in /reland, who 


took the firſt Hint from their Deſign; but will, like 
them, let out and make Grants of ſmall Parcels of Ground 
to build their Schools on, and for Kitchen Gardens and 
Agriculture; and for the railing of Hemp and Flax for 
the Linen Manufacture, which is now fo greatly improv- 
ed in that Country. This is the diſtin&t State of the 
Caſe, in all the Circumſtances and Steps of it.

J know the Mi/management of Money, and applying 


it to other Purpoſes than was propoſed, is a great Hin- 


derance to publick . Charities ; but if we confider how 
many Perſons of diſtinguiſhed Characters, of all Deno- 
minations of Proteſtants among us, are concerned in 
this; the diſintereſted Zeal for the publick Good, with 
which they act, and that all their Proceedings lie open 
to the View of every one ; I think it is morally impoſ- 
fible that any Miſmanagement of Conſequence can hap- 
pen. And as this Undertaking is not the Work of a 
Party or Faction, but the common Cauſe of Chri/tianiy, 


and an Attempt to civilize vaſt Numbers of People, near 


half a Million, and make them uſeful to Society, who 
have been in 2 great Meaſure uſeleſs, and in ſome Cir- 
cumſtances very hurtful to it; it is apprehended, that the 
wealthy and well-diſpoſed, who have an hearty Zeal for 


the Honour of God, and the Good of the Souls of 
Men, a true Love for their Country and the publick 


Welfare, or a due Concern for the Proteſtant Religion, 
and the preſent happy Eſtabliſhment, cannot eaſily find 


any Inſtance of Uſefulneſs more likely to turn to Ac- 


count, or capable of anſwering more noble and exten-

ſpent a good Part of the Day ſhewing the Juſtneſs of 
the Compariſon, - by. proving from Scripture, that Chriſt 
had all the Qualities that ever Myrrh was alledged to have, 
and mentioned a great many Virtues common to Chriſt, 
and Myrrb, that Solomon never imagined to belong to 
either. But what was moſt entertaining to a great Part 
of bis Audience, was the Reaſons he gave why Believers 
reſolved that their Well-beloved ſhould lie all Night 
betwixt their Breaſts ; amonꝑſt many others, he ſaid, it 
was becauſe that was the ſofteſt and the warmeſt Place 
they could lay him in, and the Place that Lovers like 
beſt.

Fropheteſſes. frantick Girls at Edinburgh were ſo much infected with 


the Madneſs, that they at laſt fancied themſelves divinely 
inſpired, and having got a proper Room near the Pa- 
lace of Holy-Rood-Houſe, about the middle of Apr il laſt, 
they ſent for all the Religious of their Acquaintance, and 
began not only to preach but prophecy. But ir ſeems 
their Madneſs was of the diſmal melancholy Kind, for

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Before the late Act of Parliament againſt the Stage, 
a Company of Comedians had ſet up a Play-Houſe at 
Edinburgh, where they met with pretty good Encourage- 
ment, and afforded good Diverſion for the ſenſible and 
polite Part of that City, though they were always much 
exclaimed againſt, and violently oppoſed by the Miniſters 
of the eſtabliſhed Church there, as well as by thoſe who 
were tainted with Enthuſiaſm or Hypocriſy, both which 
prevail a great deal too much in that Country: By this 
Act theſe poor Comedians were turned out of their Bu- 
ſineſs and their Bread; but before they left the Place, 
they thought they might act a Play for the Benefit of 
one of their Company, provided thoſe that acted took 
no Share of the Profits; - becauſe it could not then be 
ſaid they acted for any Gain, Hire, or Reward. Ac- 
cordingly they acted a Play at the uſual Prices for the 
Benefit of one of their Company; whereupon an Infor- 
mation was lodged againſt them in the Name of the 
Agent or Attorney for the Church of Scotland, before 
the Magiſtrates of Edinburgh, which was afterwards 
carried up to the Court of Seſſion there, where it was 
determined upon the 27th of February laſt, and a De- 
cree made againſt them, by which it was found proved, 
that the Detendants had acted for Gain contrary to the 
Act of Parliament, and that therefore they were liable, 
in the Terms of the ſaid Act, to pay a Fine of 50 I. 
Sterling each, or to ſuffer three Months Impriſonment; 
in Purſuance whereof the Magiſtrates of Edinburgh, the 
Sheriffs of Mid-Lothian, and the Baillie of the Abbey of 
Haoly- Roed- Houſe, were authoriſed to levy the Fine by 
Diſtreſs and Sale of the Goods of the Defendants, or 
in caſe Goods ſhould not be found ſufficient for anſwer- 
ing the ſame, to impriſon them for three Months.

There being a moſt extraordinary Hurricane in Fanua- 
ry laſt; which ſeemed to reach all over Scotland, I ſhall 
give the Accounts of it as they came from thence. 
Edinburgh, Fanuary 5. Sunday Morning there hap- 
pened one of the moſt terrible Storms of Wind that 
ever was felt in this Country. It began to blow pretty 
hard between 11 and 12 o'Clock at Night, and before 
one roſe to a compleat Hurricane, and continued with 
ſurpriſing Fury till near four in the Morning: As the 
Houſes in this City are built high, they ſuffered conſider- 
able Damage, the Leads which covered the ſtately Build- 


ings in the Parliamenc Cloſe, were carried off the Roofs, 


ſome of them upwards of forty Feet in Dimenſion : 
The Canongate Church has ſuffered extremely, and the 
fine Portico which belongs to it almoſt demoliſhed. Ir 
is ſcarce poſſible to tell the Conſternation the Inhabitants 
were in, which was heightened by the Alarm of the Fire 
Drum; for the Brewery at the Eaſt End of the Meadow, 
belonging to Mr. Bryſon, took Fire; and the Wind increaſed 
the Flame: The Water-Works proved ſo many uſeleſs 
Machines, being ſtopt from playing 'with any Succeſs 
by the Violence of the Storm: The whole Pile of Build- 
ing was conſumed, and ſome low Houſes at a conſider- 
able Diſtance catched the Flame, and are likewiſe re- 
duced ro Aſhes. The Multitude of frightened Specta- 
tors could be of no Service, and one of them venturing 
to go too near the Burning, is ſcorched ro ſuch a De- 


gree that it is doubted if ever he can recover. Nor was 
the Loſs by Fire confined to that Quarter, for near the 


Canon-Mills, on the oppoſite Side of the Town, a Farm- 
houſe belonging to Mrs. Angus likewiſe took Fire, which 
conſumed ir, together with the Corn Stacks and Out- 
houſes, There were Fires in a great many other Places 
round: At Celtbridge a Dwelling was conſumed, and 
another at Liberton ; and we learn from Fife that a ter- 
rible Burning happened there, which did a vaſt deal of 
Damage. "Theſe Fires happened not through 1 Neg- 

| | ence 
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ligence : 'The Misfortune was entirely occaſioned by the 
Impetuoſity of the Wind, which having got Entrance 
to the Houſes, ſcattered the Fire, and ſet it in a Glow: 
A large new Houſe at the Back of the Canongate, con- 
ſiſting of five Stories, is entirely beat down: This is 
more remarkable, as it had been twice deſtroyed before, 
and the Owner had rebuilt it ſo ſtrongly, that ſhe pro- 
miſed againſt any Accidents of that Kind. The Build- 
ings in the Caſtle are prodigiouſly hurt; their fine Lead 
Coverings are carried off, and rhrown upon the Rocks; 
the Magazine is almoſt demoliſhed, and a vaſt deal of 
other Damage done. The Houſes at the Multries-Hill, 
which lay prodigiouſly expoſed, are almoſt all unroofed. 


Amidſt the general Terror which ſuch a dreadful Storm 


occalioned, a Woman and a Child were ſmothered, and 
two more killed at Dauphinſton; a Man is cruſhed by 
the fall of a Stone from ſome of the high Houſes, in 
ſuch a terrible Manner, that it is thought he cannot long 
ſurvive it. A great many others are hurt. The new 
Play-houſe is quite uncovered, which will ſerve in Place 
of a Sift, which was lately propoſed to be applied for. 

At Leith the Storm produced likewiſe very diſmal 
Effects; ſeveral Houſes were damaged, and the End of 
one ſtruck down; the Lead Mill is uncovered ; the 
Ships in the Harbour were pretty well ſecured againſt the 
Outrage of the Storm ; however, ſeveral of them broke 
looſe, and with ſuch Violence, that they carried along 
** _ the great Iron Rings to which they were 

The Country has ſuffered extremely, ſeveral Houſes 
are almoſt demoliſhed ; the Oats, Peaſe, and Barley, 
were carried by the Wind, and promiſcuouſly ſcattered 
on the Fields of growing Wheat, and other Grounds, 
which Mixture of Grain will probably occafion no ſmall 
Hurt to the next Crop; fine large Trees are blown down 
and broke to Pieces, Firs of forty Feet bigh are rooted up, 
and even the low Walls which ſurrounded Gentlemen's 
Incloſures are levelled with the Ground. 

Two fine Ships in the Harbour of Cockenzie are daſh- 
ed to Pieces. At Yhitburn the Roof of the Stable fell 
in, and ſmothered ſeveral Horſesgþ 
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But we cannot pretend to enumerate the many Loſſes 
which this Storm occaſioned, though no doubt we may 

expect very diſmal Accounts from Sea. | 
From the Shire of Air there are very diſmal Accounts: 
At Irwine it blew ſo hard that many of the Ships are 
ſeverely damaged, and many of the Buildings in the Town 
are thrown down. At Air the Loſs has been much 
greater ; an univerſal Havock is made among the Houſes 
and Shipping, the moſt of which have fuffered, and the 
Ann Galley, bound for Famaica, drove on Shore and 
daſhed to Pieces, but the Crew ſaved, 
Port of Glaſgoiu, January 18. The Mercury, at the upper 
End of the Caſtle of Port Glaſgow, overſet, being drove 
from the Harbour. The Prince William, a little damaged 
in her Stern and Quarters, but afloat within the Harbour. 
The Friendſbip within the Harbour, and ſafe. The 
Eglintoun and the Sophia, both within the Harbour and 
fafe. The Molly drove above high Water Mark at the 
Eaſt End of the Bay of Port Glaſgow, and not overſet, 
will coſt a very great Charge to get her off.

Neliy drove above the full Sea Mark at the Caſtle of 
Glaſzow, and overſet, much bulged and ſhattered ; ſe 
that it is thought ſhe will be pulled down. The Ma), 
in the ſame Condition as the Nelly, not much hurt, but 
will run a Riſque when taken off, and coſt great Ex- 
| pence. The Renfrew drove up as high as the May and 
Nelly, but upright. The Amity overſet and ſunk within 
the Harbour, but next Day got afloat with no great 
Damage. | 
The Martha and St. Andrew drove out of the Har- 
bour to the North Shore, a Mile below Dzmbarton, 
above full Sea Mark. The Martha overſer, the St. 
Andrew upright, but loſt her Head and Bolt-fprit ; ſhe 
faved two Men who were ſinking in a Boat. The 705 
mas, having three or four Cables and Anchors a Head, 
and loaden with Sugar, rode it out in the Road of Port 
Glaſgow, though much in Danger of being foundered 
in the Storm, and by the Martha and St. Andrew driv- 
ing cloſe by her. A Dublin Pink funk at the Key with 
Tobacco.

and above high Water Mark. A ſmall Bark drove aſhore, 


and bulged at the Caſtle of Port Glaſgow, Fohn Car-

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a Scholar or a Gentleman, unleſs he has an Eſtate ſuffi- 
cient for ſupporting himſelf, or a well grounded Expecta- 
tion of getting into ſome Gentleman- like Employment, 
by which he may afterwards be able to ſupport himſelf, 
J ſhall grant that Scholars and learned Men are a great 
Ornament to a Nation, and there muſt be in every Coun- 
try a Number of them ſufficient for ſupplying thoſe Poſts 
and publick« Employments which require Learning and a 
polite Education ; but the younger Sons of landed 
Gentlemen and others who can educate their Children 
at their own Expence, will always furniſh more than a 
ſufficient ſupply for this Purpoſe ; and for this Reaſon it 
is doing an Injury to them, to breed up the Children of 
the Poor to be Scholars, or to give them. any Learning 
more than is uſual among common Labourers : Nay, it 
is doing an Injury to the Country in general, becauſe it 
is breeding up Perſons to live upon the publick Stock 
without contributing any Thing to it by their own In- 
duſtry, who very probably might otherwiſe have been 
brought up to ſupport themſelves, and contribute to the 
publick Stock or annual Profits of the Nation by their 
Labour and Induſtry. I wiſh thoſe who bave the Di- 
rection and Management of our Charity Schools in Great 
Britain would conſider ſerioufly of this. If they did, I 
am. convinced they would alter their preſent Method, 
and adopt that which has been chalked out to them by 
this Society in Ireland. Two Hours in a Day for Learn- 
ing is ſufficient for giving a Child as much as is neceſſary 
for a Seaman, a Labourer, or a Mechanick of any Kind;

Parts; and having heard at Antigua, that there were ſe- 
veral rich Spaniſb Ships at La Guara, a Port and litde 
Town upon the Caracca Coaſt, he in his Paſſage to Ja- 
maica diſpatched Captain Maier houſe with three Men of 
War, to endeavour to take that Place, and bring the Ships 
off. Accordingly they failed thither, and diſcovered that 
there were ſeyenteen fail of Ships in the Harbour, which 
was defended by three Forts. They ſteered up almoſt 
cloſe to the Forts, and battered them and the Town for 
a conſiderable Time, by which Means they beat down a 
great Part of their Fortifications, Churches, and Houſes, 
and would have landed, in order to have attacked the

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Forts Sward in Hand, which moſt of the Lieutenants 


and Sailors were extremely eager for doing; but as one 
of the Ships was pretty much damaged by the Fire from 


the Forts, and as the Wind began to blow very hard, the 
; AS | Commodore 
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Commodore thought it too dangerous an Undertaking, 


and therefore would not allow his brave Sailors to expoſe 


themſelves to ſo much Danger; ſo that after having done 
a great deal of Damage to the Forts and Town, they 
were obliged to leave the Place, and return to Jamaica. 5 

The next Expedition was conducted by the Admiral Account of 
himſelf, and was attended with much better Succeſs, an * _ he 
Acccount of which I ſhall give as follows. On the 5th © 
of November laſt Vice-Admiral Yernon failed from Fas 
maica with his Majeſty's Ships the Burford, Hampton- 

Court, Princeſs Louiſa, Worceſter, Strafford, Norwich, 
and Sheerneſs, the laſt of which. he ordered to cruize off 
Cartagena. On the 20th of November in the Evening 
he came in Sight of Porto-Bello, having been delayed in 
his Paſſage by contrary Winds, There being but little 
Wind that Evening, though a very great Swell, he an- 
chored for that Night ſix Leagues off the Shore, being 
apprehenſive of driving to the Eaſtward of the Harbour. 

On the 21ſt in the Morning, the Admiral plied to 
Windward in Line of Battle, having given the proper 
Orders for the Attack ; but the Wind proving eaſterly, 
he was obliged to confine his Attack to the Iron Fort only, 
cloſe to which the Squadron was piloted by Captain 
Rentone. | 

Commodore Brown, in the Hampton-Court, who led 
the Attack, executed his Part as became an Officer of 
Experience and Reſolution ; and being well followed by 
Captain Herbert in the Norwich, and Captain Mayne in 
the Worceſter, the Admiral perceived that ſome of the 
Spaniards fled from ſeveral Parts of the Fort; upon 
which he made the Signal for the Boats in which the 
Soldiers were, to make the beſt of their Way in order 
to their landing, whilſt he was coming up to the Fort 
to batter it. The Admiral luffing up as near to the Fort 
as he could, the Fire of his ſmall Arms commanded the 
Enemy's lower Batteries, and had a good Effect in driy- 
ing them from thoſe Batteries, from which they could do 
moſt Harm; and by this Means the Men were alſo ſecured 


at landing: And this (as the Enemy afterwards confeſſed) 


was the principal Occaſion of their deſerting the lower 
Batteries, the ſmall Shot from the former Ships not having 
reached them, though their Canon had beat down ſome 
of the upper Part of the F 255 As the Boats n 
ona conn 85 | 8 
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ſo that it did no Harm. 
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the Admiral's Ship, he called to them to go directly on 
Shore under the Walls of the Fort, though there was 
no Breach made; but this anſwered as was expected, by 


throwing the Enemy into a general Conſternation, the 
Officers and Men who had ſtood to the lower Battery 
flying to the upper Part of the Fort, where they held up 
a white Signal for capitulating. The Admiral anſwered 
with a white Flag, but it was ſome Time before he could 


ſtop his own Men, and thoſe oh board the Strafird, 
Captain Trevor, which followed him, from firing. 


In the mean Time the Seamen had climbed up to the 


Walls of the lower Battery and ſtruck the Colours, and 
then drew the Soldiers up after them, to whom the Spa- 


niards, who had retired to the upper Part of the Fort, 
ſoon after ſurrendered at Diſcretion. Their Number was 
only five Officers and thirty five Men, out of above 
three hundred, the reſt being either killed or wounded, 


or having made their Eſcape. 


The Ships that went before the Admiral were fallen 
to Leeward, fo as to be out of Sight of the Glorza Caſtle; 
but the Admiral's Ship lying open to the ſaid Caſtle, they 
kept firing one of their longeſt Guns at him till Night; 
but not being within Point-blank, their Shot either fell 


ſhort or went over him; only one Shot went through | 


the Head of his Foretop-maſt, juſt above the Rigging, 

The Admiral finding they continued their Firing, tried 
ſome of his lower Tier at them ; which being new Guns, 
anſwered beyond Expectation; carrying over the Gl:ri 


Caſtle into the Town; none of the Shot falling ſhort, 


and one of them going through the Governor's Houſe, 
and ſome through other Houſes in the Town. 
This ſucceſsful Beginning was attended with a very 
inconſiderable Loſs, there being only three Men killed 
'and five wounded on board the Admiral's Ship ; the like 
"Number were killed and wounded on board the Mor- 
ceſter, and one Man had both his Legs ſhot off on board 
the Hampton-Court. The other Ships had none killed 
or wounded, and only two Soldiers were ſhot going a. 
ſhore, one of which died ſoon after of his Wounds. 
The next Morning being the 22d, the Admiral went 
on board Commodore Browne, to call the Captains to 
conſult together, and give out the neceſſary Orders for 
8855 ; Warping 
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warping the Ships up the next Night, in order to attack 


the Gloria Caſtle the Night following, as it would not 

have been practicable to attempt it in the Day-time ; But 
in this he was prevented by the Enemy's putting up a 
white Flag at the Gloria Caſtle, and ſending a Boat with 
a Flag of Truce to the Admiral, with the Governor's 
Adjutant, and a Lieutenant of a Man of War, who 
brought the Conditions ſigned on which they deſired to 
capitulate. In Anſwer to which the Admiral immediate- 
ly drew up the Terms on which he would admit them 
to Capitulation, and diſpatched them back again, allow- 
ing them only a few Hours to take their Reſolution ; 
and within the Time limited they accepted the Condi- 
tions offered them. And before Night, on Thur/day 
the ſaid 22d of November, the Admiral ſent Captain 
Newton, who commanded the Detachment of Soldiers 
from Jamaica, with about 120 of the faid Soldiers, who 
took immediate Poſſeſſion of Gloria Caſtle and St. Fero- 
nimo Fort, being the remaining Fortreſſes that guarded 
the Harbour of i a Bells, the Gloria Caſtle lying juſt 
below the Town, and St. Feronimo Fort juſt above it. 


Articles 7 Capitulation granted by Edward Vernon, E/:

There were in the Harbour two Spaniſo Men of War 
of twenty Guns each, and a Snow; the Crews of which 
Ships ſeeing the regular and bold Attack which was 
wade on the Iron Fort, and deſpairing of being able to 
defend themſelves, fell to plundering the Town in the 


Night of the twenty firſt, and committed great Out- 


rages on the Inhabitannts. 

The Adtniral took on board his Ships from the ſeveral 
Fortteſſes, forty Pieces of Bfaſs Canon, ten Braſs Field 
Pieces, four Braſs Mortars, and eighteen Braſs Pattere- 
ros; and rendered unſerviceable above eighty Iron Ca- 


non, by knocking off the Trunnions and ſpiking them 


up: He alſo took on board all their Shot and Ammuni- 
rion, except 122 Barrels of their Powder, which he ex- 
pended in ſpringing Mines, by which all the F — 
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of the Forts were blown up, and entirely demoliſhed, and 


the Harbour left open and defenceleſs. 

Ten thouſand Dollars that were arrived and deſigned 
for paying the King of Spain's Troops at Porto Bello, 
falling into the Admirals Hands, he diſtributed them a- 
mong his Majeſty's Forces for their Encouragement. 

The Admiral was joined -at Porto Bello on the 27th 
of November, by his Majeſty's Ship the Diamond, Cap- 


_ tain Knowles, and on the 29th by the Windſor, Captain 


Berkeley, and the Angleſea, Captain Reddiſb; he having 
left Orders at the Lecward Iſlands for the ſaid Ships to 
follow him. K 8 . 

The principal Engineer in che Mining Work was Cap- 
tain Knowles of the Diamond, aſſiſted by Captain Boſ- 
cawen, (who deſired he might ſerve in this Expedition as 
a Voluntier, his Ship the Shoreham not being fit for the 
Sea) and by Mr, Barnes, Purſer of the Yorce/ter, who 
having been an Officer in the Army was very uſeful on 
this Occaſion. Commodore Browne had the chief Di- 
rection of what was neceſſary to be done at Gloria Caftle 
and St. Feronimo Fort; and Captain arſon, Captain of 
the Admirals Ship, took Care of the Execution of all 
that was to be done at the Iron Fort, which was built 
on a Rock; the Walls of the lower Battery, which con- 
lifted of twenty two Guns, were nine Foot thick, and 
of a hard Stone, cemented with ſuch a fine Mortar, 
that it was a long Work to make any Impreſſion in it to 
come to mine at all. | 

The lower Battery at Gloria Caſtle conſiſted of two 
regular Baſtions, and a Curtain between them, mounted 
with twenty two Guns, beſides a Line of eight Guns, 


that pointed to the Mouth of the Harbour; and all the 


other Guns they had on the Mooriſh Parts of both 
Caſtles, beſides their Battery on Str. Feronimo, rendered 
the Entrance of the Harbour very difficult and dange- 


rous, 

In Conſideration of the Services performed by Cap- 
tain Rentane (who acted as a Pilot in this Expedition) the 
Admiral thought fit to appoint him Commander of the 
Spaniſh Snow taken in the Harbour of Porto Bells; and 
to ſend his Diſpatches by him to England in the faid 
Snow 3 and the two twenty Gun Ships, which were 


& 
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Spaniſh Guarda Coſtabs, were by the Admiral's Order 
fitted up, and taken along with him. 

On the 6th of December the Admiral was joined at 
Porto Bells by his Majeſty's Ship the Sheerneſs, Captain 
Stapleton, which he ſent to cruize off Cartagena, and 
which had taken two Veſſels, with Supplies of Ammu- 


nition, Stores and Proviſions that were going to Car- 


tagena. On the 7th in the Evening Captain Stapleton 
having taken in Water, was ſent by the Admiral to cruize 
on his former Station. _ 
During the Admiral's Stay at Porto Bello, he ſent a 
Letter to the Preſident of Panama, demanding the Re- 
leaſement of the Factors and Servants of the South Sea 
Company, who were confined at that Place; in Conſequence 
of which, the Preſident of Panama ſent an Officer with 
Mr. —— and Doctor Hright, Factors, and alſo 
with the Servants of the South Sea Company, who were 
delivered to the Admiral at Porto Belh. > 
The Governor and Inhabitants of Porta Bello expreſſed 
the greateſt Senſe of the Humanity and Generoſity with 
which they were treated by the Admiral, and his Ma- 
Jeſty's Squadron under his Command. | 
On the 13th of December, Vice-Admiral Vernon, 
with his Squadron, failed from Porto Bells for Famaica ; 
and being off Cartagena, on the 28th of December, 
ſent away Captain Rentone in the Spaniſh Snow for 
England. TD 
Admiral To this I ſhall add, that among thoſe who ſurrender-

wards the there was the very Man, who ſome Years ago cut off 
Sh Ln Captain Fenkins's Ear, and otherwiſe moſt inhumanly 
4: uſed him. This Fellow had made' himſelf rich by the 
ar. Depredations he had for ſo many Years been ſuffered 
to make upon the Subjects of Great Britain, and 
was therefore become a chief Man, and one of the Go- 
vernor's Councillors at Porto Bells; which if our Admi- 
ral had known, he would certainly have excepted one 
Man at leaſt out of the Capitulation ; and probably if 
the Fellow had thought that a Diſcovery ronald be made 
who he was, he would not have truſted to the Capitulation, 


but would have taken Care to ſheer off before the Town 


was ſurrendered. But Providence, it ſeems, took Care 


to make him fully ſenſible of the Honour and molly 


of that Nation which he had treated ſo cruelly; for among 
our Sailors that went aſhore, there were ſome that knew 


him, who acquainting the Admiral with it, ordered the 
Fellow to be brought into his Preſence, which we may be- 
lieve raiſed not afew Terrors in a guilty Breaſt. The Fellow 
appeared with all that Confuſion and Horror which are the 
conſtant Attendants of Cruelty, when it finds itſelf diſcos, 


vered, and in Danger of being brought to Juſtice ; bur 


the Admiral only upbraided him in a Manner proper for 
making him ſenſible of his Inhumanity ; and then told 
him, Sir, As I have given my Honour that the Perſons of 
all thoſe who have ſurrendered fhall be ſafe, you are ſe- 


cure for this Time; but if I ever meet with you again, 


you muſt expect that Treatment you juſtly deſerve; fir a 
generous Enemy ſhall always meet with generous Treatment 
from me; but ſuch Barbarity as you have been guilty of, 
JI can never forget or forgive.

Although the Accounts of the taking of Porto Bello ene des 
did not arrive here within the Lear 1739, yet I thought , e 
proper to give them a Place in my Annals for that Year, of this glori- 


not only becauſe the Action happened within that Lear,“ Succeſs, 


but likewiſe becauſe I was loth to cloſe my Accounts of 


a fix Months War, or at leaſt ſomething like a War, 
without mentioning ſo much as one 43 * Atchieve- 
ment, performed by thoſe employed by the Govern- 
ment of my Country. And I cannot omit this Oppor- 
tunity for obſerving the Difference between thoſe com- 
mon Soldiers or Sailors who are Subjects of a free Coun- 
try, and thoſe who are the Subjects of an arbitrary Go- 
vernment. In all Countries the Officers and Gentle- 
men have Courage: Even in arbitrary Countries, ſuch 
Men are generally more afraid of being thought Cowards, 
than they are of Death itſelf ; becauſe, though they are 
Slaves to their Superiors, yet as they have many Slaves 
under them, the Power they have over the latter prez 


vents their being ſenſible of the Power the former have 


over them, and preſerves in them that Sort of Pride upon 
which Courage is often founded, Burt in an arbitrary 
Government every Spark of Pride muſt be extinguiſhed 
in the Breaſts of thoſe who never knew, nor ever durſt 
think of any Thing but a laviſh Submiſſion ; which is 
the Caſe of all common Men that are the Subjects of 
ſuch a Goyernment. Theſe Men being bred up mor 
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their Infancy in a brutiſh Slavery and Senſuality, are al. 
together unacquainted with thoſe rational Pleaſures and 
Pains which are the governing Aﬀections of every free 
and generous Mind ; therefore, their fear of ſenſual 
Pain eaſily gets the better of their fear of Shame, and 
being inſenſible of the rational Pleaſure of dying with 
Glory, they readily chooſe the ſenſual Pleafure of living 
with Infamy. 5 1 
Remark up- It is this that is the Cauſe of the Difference I have 
on the diffe-. mentioned. In arbitrary Countries, the Conduct of a 
rent Beva- Cautious General may be brought into queſtion by, and 
Bb and the brave Officers become a Sacrifice to the Cowardice 


Spanſh of their Soldiers. In free Countries a brave Officer may

Men, die with, but he is never deferted by his Followers, and 


even a raſh Step in the General may be rendered fucceſs- 
ful, and conſequently juſtified by the Intrepidity of the 
common Soldier, It is this that makes the Fleets and 
Armies of free Countries, if any Thing near equal in 
Number, ſo much ſuperior to thoſe of arbitrary Go- 
vernments ; and therefore it is ſurpriſing, that a blind and 
ſtupid Luſt of Power ſhould fo far get the better of the 
Reaſon and common Senſe of Mankind, as to make 
moſt Governors aim at an abſolute and arbitrary Power; 
for who would not chooſe'to be the Leader of an Army 
which he knows will ſtand by hitn to the laſt Man, ra- 
ther than to be the Maſter of a Parcel of Slaves who will 
certainly deſert him, as foon as rhey begin to think them- 
ſelves in Danger. The Officers may ſhew both Conduct 
and Courage in the Engagement; but Victory depends 
upon the Bravery of the common Men; for if they fly, the 
Officers muſt follow, or be taken or killed by the Ene- 
my. This was evident from the Behaviour of the Spa- 
2iſh Slaves and Britiſh free Men at this Attack of Porto- 
bel: The Hritiſb free Men, at the Deſire of their Officers, 
flew. to the Attack though they bad Caſtles to oppoſe 
them, the Spaniſb Slaves ce. all the Intreaties and 
Threats their Officers could uſe, fled from their Poſts tho 
they had Caftles to defend them; for we are told, that 
the Syaniſb Officer, who commanded at the lower Batte- 
ries, did all he could to prevent his Men running away 
from him, and even killed ſome of them with his own 
Hand for attempting it; but nothing could withſtand

Among the firſt Prizes they met 
with, there was a Spaniſh Sloop that put in at a little 
Creek to the Southward of Port Royal, to take in freſh 
Water, being ignorant of the Rupture then juſt begun 
between the two Nations.

by Captain John Luſh, Commander of a New York Pri- 
vateer; and ſeveral more by Captain Thomas Petty, 
Commander of a Privateer of that Place, among which 
one was a Ship that pretended to be French, but upon 
Examination, it appeared ſhe belonged to the Spaniards, 
and therefore ſhe was with the reſt condemned as lawful 
Prize. 5 
A Spaniſh Man of War, bound from Old Spain to 4 Man of 
the Havana, with Money, Clothes, and Ammunition 3 
for the Garriſon there, being miſtaken for a Merchant verton Pey- 
Ship, and attacked near the Coaſt of Virginia by a Ber- ton. 
mudas Sloop of eight carriage Guns and twelve Swivel, 
the Bermudian ſoon found herſelf in Danger of catch- 
ing a Tartar, having loſt a great Number of her Men 
in the Engagement. However, being a prime Sailor, 
ſhe got clear off; and ſoon after meeting the Hector 
Man of War, Sir Yzlverton Peyton, gave him an Account 
of what had happened, who according to the Privateer's 
Direction, failed in queſt of the Spaniards, whom he 
ſoon came up with, and without firing ſo much as one

the Cape de Verd Iſlands, obſerved two little Span iſb 
Veſſels in a little Bay or natural Harbour at Sr. Jago, 
one of theſe Iſlands, whom he would have immediately 
attacked ; but when he approached them, a large French 
outward bound Eu India Ship took them under her 
Protection, and not only refuſed to allow him to attack 
them, but took on board from them 30, 00 Pieces of 
Eight to be kept for their Uſe. Captain Bayard nor 
being a Match for the Frenchman was forced to leave 
his Prey for that Time; but immediately bethought himſelf 
of a Stratagem for getting rid of the Frenchman. For this 
Purpoſe he put to Sea, as if he had been going quite 
off from thoſe Iſlands; but as ſoon as he was out of 


Sight, he put in again to another Part of the Iſland; 


from whence he ſent his Boat with four of his Hands, 
dreſſed like the Inhabitants of thoſe Iſlands, one of 
whom could ſpeak very good Spaniſo In tlie Duſk of 
the Evening this Boat rowed up, juſt under the Frenchman's 
Stern, whereupon the French haled them, and aſked from 
whence, as they expected: They anſwered they were 
Natives of the Iſland, and that they had come from ano- 
ther Part of the Coaſt. The next Queſtion of courſe 
was, what News ? And upon this they anſwered, that in 
the Evening, juſt before Duſk, they had ſeen a Jarge 
Man of War under Brit Colours, ſtanding in, as they 
preſumed, for that Bay. This frightened the Frenchman, 
who expected he would be called to an Account for 
what he had done, and that the. Spaniſp Money would 
be taken from him; therefore he directly flipped bis 
Cables, and got away as faſt as he could, leaving the two 
Spaniſo Sloops behind him. The Boat immediately re- 


turned and acquainted Captain Bayard with the Succeſs 


of his Stratagem, who chereupon ſailed back to the Bay, 
and took Poſſeſſion of the two Spaniſh Sloops without 

2 any Reſiſtance, though they had between them more Men 
on board than he had. From thence he carried them to 
Antigua, where they were both condemned, and the two 

Sloops and Cargoes, which conſiſted of Tallow, Wine,

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out from Rhode ond, with between thirty and forty 
his Gentleman being well acquainted © 


with the Coaſt of the Iſland Cuba, as ſoon as fitted out, 
failed directly for that Coaſt, and came up in the Day 
Time off a little Town named Porto de. la Plata, with 
only ſeven or eight Hands appearing on the Deck, four 
of whom he took aſhore with him in the Long-Boat. 
As ſoon as he landed he went to the Magiſtrate and the 
Prieſt, and told them he had got a fine Cargo, and that 
if they would ſtep on board the Sloop and ſee it, they 
might either have the Whole or Part as it ſuited their 
Conveniency ; accordingly the Magiſtrate and the Prieſt 
went on board with Captain Hall, who having carried 
them into his Cabin, and given them a Glaſs or two of 
Wine, asked them what Kind of a Man the Governor 
of the Fort was, and deſired them to give him a Line 


of Recommendation to him, becauſe otherwiſe, as he 


came upon the private trading Account, it might be un- 
ſafe for him to continue there till his Goods were diſpoſ- 
ed of. The two Spaniards not ſuſpecting any Thing, 


wrote a Letter accordingly, which as ſoon as Captain 


Hall had got into his Poſſeſhon, he immediately put them 
under Confinement, and went aſhore himſelf, with four 
Men only, the Captain and each of his Men being arm- 
ed with two Pair of Piſtols, which they hid under their 
Clothes ; Captain Hal! had likewiſe wrapt the Penant of 


the Veſſel round his Waiſt inſtead of a Saſh, which 


when he was Maſter of the Fort, was to be hoiſted up 
for a Signal for the Men on board the Sloop ro come 
on ſhore. Captain Hall waited upon the Governor 
of the Fort with the Letter from the Magiſtrate and the 


Prieſt who were on board: The Governor received the 


Captain very courteouſly, deſired him to walk in and ac- 
cept of a ſmall Collation, and the Governor and Cap- 
tain Hall being alone, the Captain claped a Piſtol to the 
Governor's Breaſt, told him he was his Priſoner, and 
bid him as he valued his Life to make no Noife, the 
four Sailors who were without, at the ſame Time ſe- 
curing the Guard and the Gate of the Fort ; for the 
Spaniards, who had no Apprehenſion of what happened, 
were entirely unarmed and unprepared to make any 
Defence. Immediately upon this,, Captain Hall took . 
the Penant from his Waiſt, and hoiſted it upon the Hg, 
EY | % 7 
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ſtaff, for a Signal for the reſt of the Sloop's Company 
to come to their Aſſiſtance. As ſoon as they got aſhore 
they ran up to the Fort, and loaded the Guns next the 
Town, who having by this Time received ſome Inti- 
mation of what was doing at the Fort, were beginning 


to aſſemble together to attack Captain Hall and his Men; 


but the Captain making a terrible Fire upon them from 
the Guns in the Fort, ſoon drove the Spaniards away, 
and laid the greateſt Part of the Town in Aſhes. The 
Spaniards having now quite deſerted the Town, Captain 


Hall marched into it, and plundered it, and it is gene- 


rally reported he got above the Value of 6000 J. Sterling. 
When he left the Place he nailed up all the Guns in the 
Fort, and there being a deep Well there, he threw all 
the Powder into it, to prevent the Spaniards moleſting 
him in his Retreat; which he performed with extraor- 
dinary Conduct and in exceeding good Order, and got 
, ſafe on board his Sloop without any Loſs at all, after hav- 
ing been Maſter of the Town and Fort above twelve 
Hours. The Captain took two of the Spaniards and 2 
Boat belonging to the Town with him, which he ſent 
away with the Magiſtrate and the Prieſt, who had been 
aboard the Sloop all the Time of this Tranſaction, after 
he had weighed Anchor, | 

Soon after this brave and well conducted Exploit, the 
fame Captain met with two Syhniſb Launches on the 
fame Coaſt, loaded with Silver Brocades, and other rich 
Goods, which he took and carried into Providence; 
where it was reckoned that every common Seaman on 
board his Ship, would have by theſe two Prizes, beſides 
what they had taken at Porto de la Plata, at leaſt 500

Great Im- © Beſides theſe I have mentioned, there were many Pri- 
portance of vateers fitted out, and many Prizes taken, a particular 
— * Account of which would have been tedious, unleſs it 
had been by way of Liſt, which I ſhould have given, if 
J could have got an authentick one; but this was not to 
be had, and therefore I have choſen to mention thoſe 
Accounts only that had ſomething particular in them. 
The Iſland of Jamaica has in this Reſpect been found 
to be of infinite Service both for protecting our own 
Trade and annoying that 'of the Enemy. From that 
Iſland many Privateers were fitted out, ſeveral in a 555

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Days after publiſhing the Repriſals; and the Iſland itſelf 
is a moſt convenient Station for our Navy, and a ſafe 
Refuge for our Privateers when they happen to be in 
Danger. From that Iſland I do not Queſtion but ſome 
Attempts would have been. made upon the Spaniſh Con- 
tinent, even by private Adventurers, if they could poſ- 
ſibly have got Seamen; but by the ſevere and continual 
Preſs there was at home, no Seamen and very few 
Landmen could get thither, and the Trade of the Iſland 
has, ever ſince the ſetting up of our South Sea Company, 
been ſo m iſcouraged, and induſtriouſſy prevented, 
that they had but few Seamen upon the Iſland when this 
War broke out; ſo that Seamen's Wages ſoon roſe to 
a moſt extraordinary Rate in that Iſland, a Premium of 
twenty Guineas, belides ſeveral other Advantages, being 
uſually given to a Seaman for the run home, and very few 
to be got even at that Rate, only becauſe they could 
not be inſured of having the Liberty to return thither 
in. .

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tinction, their Religion, and Complexion, Whatever 


Notion ſome People may have of Blacks, I muſt look 
upon them as a Part of the human Species, and therefore, 
if theſe two Marks of Diſtinction were removed, which 


may in Time be done, by Education and Intermarriage, 


I believe their Poſterity would at laſt make as good and 
faithful Subjects of Great Britain, as the Poſterity of 
any Foreigners we have, or may encourage to ſettle a- 


mongſt us; and by this Means we ſhould in a ſhort 
Time add greatly to the natural Strength of our Iſland - 


of Jamaica. The Riches of a Country may be increaſ- 
ed by the Number of its Slaves, but the Power of a 
Country depends entirely upon the Number of its free 
Subjects ; and as the far greateſt Part of a People muſt 
always conſiſt either of Slaves, or of Servants and Jour- 
neymen, it is the Duty of every Government to increaſe 
the Number of the latter, by preventing as much as 
DE the encreaſe of the former. In our Sugar 
ſlands, and ſouthern Plantations, the Misfortune is, that 
the Buſineſs without Doors cannot be performed by Peo- 
3 in the Britiſb Climate; and therefore we have 

n, and may for many Years be obliged to allow them 
to make uſe of Slaves or Blacks; but this Indulgence 
has been extended too far; for I cannot think it was 
neceſſary to allow them to make uſe of Blacks in any 
domeſtick Employment, or mechanick Buſineſs that is 
to be performed within Doors. If this had not been 
allowed, the Number of white People in every one of 
theſe Plantations, would have been much greater than it 


is; and we ſhould by this Time have had ſuch a Num- 
ber of mean labouring white People born in that Cli- 


mate, that there would now perhaps have been no great 
ging for indulging the uſe of black Slaves in any 
of our Plantations. In Jamaica this Error in our pub- 
lick Conduct may now in a great Meaſure be atoned for 


by this Body of Blacks, who are now made, in ſome 


Degree, Subjects inſtead of being Slaves; and if a Law 


were made, that no Taylor, Periwigmaker, Smith, 


pot, Sc. ſhould ever breed up a Slave to his own 
uſineſs, it would furniſh Employment for the Children 
of thoſe Blacks, and conduce very much towards their 
3 themſelves and becoming, at laſt, one and 
me People with the reſt of the Inhabitants 75 N 
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Iſland: But this can be done only by a publick Law ; 
for no Maſter Tradeſman will ever take or employ an 
Apprentice or Journeyman, if he be allowed, and can 


purchaſe a Slave. | |

they ſtood towards the end of the preceding Year, viz. 

From Ebenezer, where the Saliſburghers are ſettled, 
they wrote thus : Here are at preſent ſixty five Lots taken 
up, and all except three occupied, one only of which is 
deſerted, one uncultivated by the Owner until his Re- 
turn from Germany, where he is ſent on an Errand by 
a Deputation from the reſt, and one not improved thro? 
the Inability of the Perſon who has ir. After theſe Peo- 
ple had cleared their two Acre Lots in the beſt Manner, 
inſtead of going on with their larger, they fell heartily 
to work on all the waſte and common Land near and 
round the Town, which they have ſo effectually improv- 
ed, that it makes a fine Appearance, and looks like one 


entire Field ; though by proper Marks each Man knows 


his own, whether more or leſs, and one Fence incloſes 
the Whole ; which (including the two Acre Lots) is by 
moderate Computation 180 Acres. The Corn in general 
is ſtrong and good, only where they planted of a diffe- 
rent Kind, there it proves much inferior to the reſt, 
which is a common Misfortune through the North Part 
of the Province, owing tg the Scarcity of good Seed at 
the Time of planting ; whereby People were obliged to 
take ſuch as could be had, untill better came. Their 
Land lies all neat and well houghed, free from Weeds. 
The Qeconomy of the Town, under the Influence of 
Mr. Bolzius, their Minifter, is exemplary and worth No- 
tice. Their Huts (or Houſes) made at preſent of Clap 
Boards, are decent, and regularly ſet out in Streets, ac- 
cording to the Plan. For the more certain Benefit of 
the Milch Cattle, a Herdſman is appointed from among 
them to attend them in the Woods all Day, bring them 
all home in the Evening, and take them all out again 
next Morning: Their Stock of out- lying Cattle are alſo 
under the. daily Care of two other Herdſmen, who drive 
them to a Cow-pen at Night, and attend them in their 
Feed, when turned out in the Day. This ſecures the 
Owners from Loſs ef any LP) and the Herdſmen are 
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paid by a ſmall Contribution agreed on amongſt them- 


ſelves. Here is no regular Court of Juſtice, no Law. 
yer to plead, or Rum to intoxicate ; but Peace ſeems 


to prevail : And in Caſe of any petty Difference among 


themſelves, the Miniſter calls three or four of the diſ- 
creeteſt Elders together, who, in a ſummary Way, hear 
and determine as they think it juſt, and the Parties go 
away contentedly, ſubmitting to their Judgment. Their 
regular Times of publick Worſhip, which is the Evening 


only, after Work on the Week-Days, and in the Fore- 


noon, Afternoon, and Evening on Sundays, are ſo ſtrict- 
ly obſerved, that whoever neglects them, is not well 
looked on by his Neighbours ; and but few Inſtances are 
to be found. A Tabernacle ſufficient to hold their 
Number ſerves. them for a Church. 

The largeſt- Building they yet have for publick Uſe is 
a convenient Houſe, built for the Reception of Orphans 
and other poor Children,. who are maintained by Rene- 
factions, and are neatly and: well taken care of, and are 
taught to work according as they are able, and their 
Age will permit, and very carefully inſtructed in the 
Duties of Religion. Their preſent Number is 17. The 
Number of Souls reckoned by Mr. Bolxius, whereof 
his Congregation conſiſts, is 146. 

And from Savannah. they wrote thus: The Alarms of 
the Spaniards have much retardẽd the Improvements of 


the Province; notwichſtanding which we have a very 


good Saw-Mill that Works: We have already a little 
Vineyard ; and upon the Inhabitants ſeeing themſelves ſe- 
cured by the Regiments Arrival, they will plant a large 
one, and doubt not in three Years Time to have a con- 
{iderable Quantity of Wine. They wind Silk at Savan- 
nab, as fine as any in Piedmont; the Mulberry Trees are 
ſo young that they could not do much, but the Fault 


mends every Year ; and they think we ſhall have three 


hundred Weight of Silk next Year. 

Laſt Summer General Oglethorp made a Progreſs, up 
the Country from Savannah in Georgia, about four hun- 
dred Miles within Land ; in which he and the. Gentle- 
men that accompanied him endured much Hardſhip, 
being obliged to paſs through many. great Woods, and 


forced to ſwim their Horſes: over ſeveral great Rivers, 


without knowing what landing Places they. had on the 
og FFF; ner 
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farther Side, except in ſo far as they could judge by 


their Eye from the hither Side of the River. For two 
hundred Miles of the Country they paſſed through, there 


was no Houſe, nor a human Face to be ſeen ; but a: 


fine Country, and full of all Sorts of Game, which ſup- 


ied them with freſh Proviſions upon their March. At 
laſt they arrived at the Cotuetaes, a Town belonging to 


the Creek Indians, where bis Excellency was received with 
the greateſt Reſpect and Friendſhip, and the whole Com- 
pany entertained with great Variety of Fowls, and with 
Plenty of Beef, Pork, and Veniſon ; as alſo with Me- 
lens and other Fruits. On the eleventh of Auguſt the 
Mice's, or Kings, chief Men, and Deputies from all the 
Towns of the Cree Nation, aſſembled at Cawetaes, in 


order to hold a Parliament or Convention of all the 
States of that Nation, which continued to the 21ſt of 


the fame Month; and in this Meeting they gave ſtrong 
Aſſurances of Fidelity to his Majeſty, - and propoſed ſe- 
veral Regulations for maintaining the Peace of the Coun- 
try, to which the General agreed. 5 
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Jpon the Concluſion of this Indian Seſſion of Parlia-He removes 


ment, the General ſet out upon his Return, and ar- plants of 
rived the 5th of September at Fort Augufla, which is athe Cherates 


little Fort upon the River Savannah, 250 Miles up from 
the Sea, and protects a little Town, begun by the Ge- 
neral in his firſt Voyage to Georgia. In this Town there 


are now many Engl; Families ſettled, ſome of whom 
have large Warehouſes of Goods, and from thence there 


is a great Trade carried on with the Indians. His Ex- 
cellency firſt applied himſelf to the hearing and deciding 
ſeveral Differences among the People, making proper 
Regulations for their future Government, and granting 
Lands to ſeveral People who deſired to ſettle at that 


Place. On the 6th Phony Mingo, King of the Chicke-. 
ſaws, came and paid his Reſpects to the General. On 


the 7th a King of the Cherokee Indians arrived, with ſe- 


veral Warriors and other Attendants, making in all thirty 


three Indians, who made great Complaints of their Peo- 
ple's having been poiſoned with the Rum fold: to them 
the preceding Winter by ſome Engl Traders. Upon 
the General's examining into this Complaint, it was 


found, that ſome unlicenſed Traders had with their 
Rum carried up che ſmall Pox, which raged that Winter 
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extremely in Carolina, and after being thus carried up, 
made great Havock among the poor Indians, no leſs 
than a 1000 of their Warriors and Hunters having died 


of this Diſtemper, which made them believe they had 


been poiſoned 'by the Rum, and made' ſome of their 


Towns begin to think of taking Revenge, and of ap- 
plying to the French for that Purpoſe. * But the General 
took Care to remove their Miſtake, and at the ſame 
Time gave proper Orders for having the Truſtees Laws 
againſt Rum more effectually put in Execution; ſo that 

e Cherokees went away fully ſatisfied, and as fully re- 
ſolved never to allow any more Rum to be brought into 
their Country. | So] IS 
His Excellency would perhaps have ſojourned a while 
onger at this thriving little Settlement; but on the 13th 


a Sloop from Rhode [and had juſt arrived there, and 
aſſured them, that before his Departure, the Governor 
of Rhode Iſland had, by Orders from Great Britain, 
iſſued Commiſſions for fitting out Privateers againſt! the 
Spamards ; from whence the General concluded, that a 
War was begun between Great Britain and Spain; 


and therefore he immediately diſpatched Enſign: Leman 


with: proper Orders to Charles Town in Carolina, and he 


himſelf ſet out with the utmoſt, Expedition for Frederica, 
which lies upon the South Frontier of Georgia next St. 
Auguſtine, and is about four hundred Miles diſtant from 


Fort Auguſta. 15 | | | 
About the End of September the General arrived at 
Savannah, where he received and publiſhed his Majeſty's 
Orders for Repriſals; and a Privateer of twenty four 
Guns was immediately fitted out there, at the Charge of 
Captain Davies; who had reſolved to take the firſt Op- 
portunity for trying if he could balance Accounts with 
the Spaniards, they having ſome Time before moſt un- 
juſtly ſeized Effects of his to the Value of 40, ooo Pieces 
of Eight. As ſoon as the Letters of Repriſal were'pub- 
liſhed, General Oglethorp ordered a Troop of thirty Ran- 
gers to be raiſed, to prevent the Sparyh Horſe and In- 


dians at St. Auguſtine from making any Incurſions into 


the Province of Georgia; and likewiſe to prevent the 
revolted Negroes of Carolina, from paſſing through Geor- 
gia, in order to join the Spaniards at St. Auguſtine. = 
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who comtmanded the ſcout Boat upon 
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the fame Time he ordered 400 Creeks and 600 Cherokee 
Indians to march down to the ſouthern Provinces ; 
viewed the Arms of the Militia, to ſee that they were 
all in good Order; and ordered Powder and Ball to be 
iſſued out of the Magazines for ſupplying each Man 
with a proper Quantity. 


Towards the Middle of November a Party of Spa- Two Ser- 


niards landed in the Night Time upon the Ifland Amelia zy che Spe. 
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near Frederica in Georgia, and ſkulked in the Woods till zjaras in 
Morning, when two Scottiſb Highlanders went into the Seon 


Wood, without their Arms, to fetch Fuel, at whom 
the Spaniards fired firſt five, and then thirteen Shot 
from the Thickets, which were heard c eee Brooks, 


immediately made a Signal to the Fort, which was gar- 
riſoned by a Detachment from General Ogl/ethorp's Regi- 
ment ; whereupon a Party inſtantly went out, but they 
came too late ; for they found the two Men dead in the 
Wood, and the Spaniards fled to their Boar, with which 
they immediately put to Sea. The Bodies of the two 
dead Men were terribly mangled with Swords as well as 
Shot; from whence it appeared, that the Spaniards had 
firſt out of Cowardice ſhot them, and then out of Cru- 
elty cut and ſlaſhed them with their Swords. If they 
had not been moſt ſcandalous Poltroons, they would 
have taken the two unarmed Men Priſoners, without 
making any Noiſe ; becauſe they might then have lurked 
in the Wood, till they had found an Opportunity of get- 


ing a better Booty, or at leaſt of making more Priſo- 


ners: And if they had not been moſt barbarouſly cruel, 


they would not have mangled the Bodies with their 


Swords, after they had found the Men killed by the 
Shot. From ſuch a cowardly and cruel Foe, no Nation 
can have much to fear; for their Behaviour muſt inſpire 
every Man that is ſent againſt them with Deſpair, when 
he finds himſelf in Danger of being overpowered ; and 
with Revenge as well as Contempt, when be finds him- 
ſelf any thing near upon an equal footing.

Nay, one amongſt the reſt, who had drank a pro- 
per Quantity thereof, was twice inoculated without any 
Effect. Whether | theſe Facts be exactly as repreſented. 
in our Accounts from Carolina, I cannot take upon me 
to ſay; but as it is a new Diſcovery in Nature, and as 
the Experiment may be eaſily tried, and carnot, I be- 
heve, do any Harm, I ſhall record the Method of mak-

General On the 15th of March laſt General Oglethorp arrived 
Sue en at Charles Town in South Carolina, in order to take Poſ- 
opened ia ſeſſion of his Poſt of General and Commander in chief 
Carolina of that Province, in Purſuance of his Majeſty's Com- 
miſſion for that Purpoſe. On the 3d of April his Com- 
miſſion was opened and read in the Aſſembly of that 
Province with great Solemnity, the Regiment of Militia, 
compoſed of Gentlemen and Men of Subſtance in that 
Town and Neighbourhood, being under Arms to the 
Number of about four hundred, with their Officers ; 
and as they were all properly armed, and complete Maſ- 
ters of military Diſcipline, they made a very fine Ap- 4 
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pearance. This is the firſt Time we bave Had in any of 


our Plantations a military Governor diſtinct from the Ci- 
vil, and as this Method is practiſed by the French in 
their Plantations with a very good Effect, and without 


any Confulion, it is to be hoped it will be introduced 


into the reſt of our Plantations ; for to have the civil 
and military Power both lodged in the ſame Perſon, ex- 
poſes the Inhabitants of our diſtant Provinces too much 
to Opprefſion ; whereas, if there were a civil and a mi- 
litary Governor in each, and independent of each other, 
the one would generally be ſuch a Check upon the o- 
ther, as might bind both to their good Behaviour; and 


it would pur it out of the Power of a popular Governor's 


ever attempting to render his Province independent of 
its Mother Country. | 
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By the Advice of the ſaid General, a ſecond Troop Warlike 


of Horſe Guards was raiſed in that Province, and put 
under the Command of the Honourable Richard Mrigbt, 
Eſq; and the Militia of Charles Town, which conſiſted 
of four Companies, was ingrafted into the firſt Regi- 
ment of the Militia of that Province, which makes that 
Regiment now conſiſt of ten Companies of 100 Men 
each, ſo well armed and diſciplined, that this Regiment 
alone will, it is thought, be ſufficient for repelling any 
Force they can be invaded with. And as his Majeſty 
has been graciouſly pleaſed to preſent them with ſeventy 


| five Pieces of Canon, and other warlike Stores, to the 


Value of 6000 J. Sterling, which were ſent them laft 
Summer, under the Convoy of one of our twenty Gun 
Ships, that Province, it is to be hoped, is fully ſecured 
againſt any foreign Attac. 


But in September laſt they were in great Danger from Inſurre gion

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Peace with Great Britain) promiſed Protection and Free- 
dom to all Negroe Slaves who would reſort thither. 
Certain Negroes belonging to Captain Davis eſcaped to 
Auguſtine, and were received there; they were demand- 
ed by General Oglzthorp, who ſent Lieutenant Demere to 
Auguſtine, and the Governor aſſured the General of his 
fincere Friendſhip; but at the ſame Time ſhewed his 
Orders from the Court of Spain, by which he was to 
receive all runaway Negroes. Of this other Negroes 
having Notice, as it is believed, from the Spaniſb Emiſ- 
ſaries, four or five who were Cattle- Hunters, and knew 
the Woods, ſome of whom belonged to Captain Mach 
pherſon, run away with his Horſes, wounded his Son, 
and killed another Man. Theſe marched for Georgia, 
and were purſued ; but the Rangers being then newly 
reduced, the Country People could not overtake them, 
though they were diſcovered by the Saltzburghers as they 
_ paſſed by Ebenezer. They reached Augu/tine, one only 

being killed, and another wounded by the Indians in their 
Flight. They were received there with great Honours, 
one of them had a Commiſſion given to him, and a Coat 
faced with Velvet; amongſt the Negroe Slaves there are 
a People brought from the Kingdom of Angola in Africa, 
many of theſe ſpeak Portugueze (which Language is as 
near Spaniſh as Scottiſh is to Englyh) by reaſon that the 
Portugueze have conſiderable Settlements, and the Jeſuits 
have a Miſſion and School in that Kingdom, and many 
thouſands of the Negroes there profeſs the Roman Ca- 
tholick Religion. Several Spaniards, upon diverſe Pre- 
tences, have for ſome Time paſt been ftrolling about 
Carolina, two of them, who will give no Account of 
them ſelves, have been taken up and committed to Goal

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in Georgia: The good Reception of the Negroes at { 
Auguſtine was ſpread about, ſeveral attempted to eſcape [ 
to the Spaniards, and were taken, one of them was ! 

In the latter End of Fuly _ h 
laſt Don Pedro, Colonel of the Spaniſb Horſe, went in 1 
a Launch to Charles Town, under Pretence of a Meſſage „ 
to General Oglethorp, and the Lieutenant Governor. tl 
On the gth Day of September laſt, being Sunday, D 
which is the Day the Planters allow them to work for ſe 
thetnſelves, ſome Angola Negroes aſſembled, to the Num- P.

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their Captain; they ſurpriſed a Warehouſe belonging to

obert Bathurſt and Mr. Gibbs, plundered the

Houſe, and took a pretty many ſmall Arms and Powder, 
which were there for Sale. Next they plundered and 
burnt Mr. Godfrey's Houſe, and killed him, his Daugh- 
ter, and Son. They then turned back, and marched 
Southward along Pons Pons, which is the Road through 
Georgia to Auguſtine, they paſſed Mr. J/allace's Tavern 
about Day-break, and ſaid, they would not hurt him, 
for he was a good Man and kind to his Slaves ; but they 
broke open and plundered Mr. Lemy's Houſe, and killed 
him, his Wife, and Child. They marched on towards 
Mr. Raſe's, reſolving to kill him; but he was ſaved by 
a Negroe, who, having hid him, went out and pacified 


the others. Several Negroes joined them, they calling 


out Liberty, marched on with Colours diplayed, and 


two Drums beating, . purſuing all the white People they 
met with, and killing Man, Woman, and Child, when 
they could come up to them. Colonel Bull, Lieutenant- 


Colonel of South Carolina, who was then riding along 
the Road, diſcovered them, was purſued, and with much 
Difficulty eſcaped, and raiſed the Country. They burnt 


Colonel Hext's Houſe, and killed his Overſeer and his 


Wife. They then burnt Mr. Sprye's Houſe, then Mr. 
Sacheverell*s, and then Mr. Naſb's Houſe, all lying upon 
the Pons Pons Road, and killed all the white People they 


found in them. Mr. Bullacꝶ got off, but they burnt his 


Houſe. By this Time many of them were drunk with 
the Rum they had taken in the Houſes. -They increaſed 
every Minute by new Negroes coming to them; fo that 


they were above ſixty, ſome fay a hundred; on which

they halted in a Field, and ſet to Dancing, Singing, and 


beating Drums, to draw more Negroes to them, think- 
ing they were now victorious over the. whole Province, 
having marched ten Miles, and burnt all before chem 


without Oppoſition : But the Militia being raiſed, the 
\ Planters with great Briskneſs purſued them, and when 


they came up, diſmounting, charged them on foot. The 
Negroes were ſoon routed, though they behaved boldly ; 
ſeveral being killed on the ſpot, many ran back to their 
Plantations, thinking BY had not been miſled ; but 
they were there taken and ſhot ; ſuch as were taken in 

| the 
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the Field were, alſo, after wap ky merge ſhot on the 
fpot ; and this is to be faid ro the Honour of the Caro- 
lina Planters, that, notwithſtanding the Provocation they 
had received from fo many Murders, they did not tor- 
ture one Negroe, but only put them to an eafy Death. 
All who proved to be foreed, and were not concerned in 
the Murders and Burnings were pardoned, and this ſud- 
den Courage in the Field, and the Humanity afterwards 
hath had fo good att Effect, that there hath been no 
farther Attempt, 'and the _ Spirit of Revolt ſeems 
over. About thirty efc rom the Fight, of which 
ten marched about thirty Miles Southward, and being 
overtaken by the Planters on Horfeback, fought ſtoutl 
for ſome Time, and were all killed on the fpot, the re 
are yet untaken; and in the whole Action about forty 
Negroes and twenty Whites were killed. The Lieute- 
nant-Governor ſent an Account of this ro General Ogle- 
thorp, who met his Advices on his Return from the In- 
diam Nation.

Publick From this Speech we may ſee, how careful we ought 
Sud debe to be here at home, of ſetting bad Examples to any of 
the firCon- our Colonies abroad. The Governor we find, in this 
Gderation of Speech, recommends to them the great Example of a 
Farlament. Britiſ Parliament, who expreſs their Duty, their Zeal 
and Affection to his Majeſty, by devoting their firſt 
Counſels to his Service, in giving him an honourable Re- 
venue. This may be a great Example, but I am ſure it 
is neither a good Example, nor conformable to the Prac- 
tice of our Anceſtors, who always took Care to ſhew 
their Duty, their Zeal and Affection to their Sovereigg, 
by ſhewing a greater Regard for his Subjects than they 
did for his Servants. It is the Duty of Parliament, and 
a Duty they owe to their Sovereign as well as their 
Country, to redreſs publick Grievances, as well as to 
grant Money for the publick Service. Now as moſt 
pegs Grievances proceed from the Act or Neglect of 
iniſters and other Magiftrates appointed by the King, 
and as thoſe Grievances can but ſeldom be removed, or 
the Authors of them puniſhed, without his Majeſty's 
Concurrence, the Parliament can but very rarely obtain 
that Concurrence any other way than by making it the 
Condition of granting the neceflary Supplies; becauſe 
moſt of our Kings have been, and from the Nature 
of Things muſt be, more under the Guidance of - 
their Miniſters and Favourites, than of their Parlia- 
ments; and after Miniſters and Favourites have got 
from Parliament the neceſſary Supplies, it muſt be ex- 
pected that they will adviſe their Sovereign to diſſolve 
or prorogue the Parliament, in cafe it ſhould begin to 
make an irnpartial and ſtrict Enquiry into their Conduct. 
For this Rea ſon, I do infift upon it, that it is the Duty 
of Parliament, and confequently of the general Aſſem- 
bly of every one of our Colonies, to devote their firſt 
Counſels to an Enquiry into publick Grievances, and to 
have thetn removed, before they grant any Revenue to 
the Crown, or any Supply for the publick Service ; and 
this is a Duty they owe to their King as well as their 
Country, becaufe they are obliged to take Care, that he

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The Example of running into a long Arrear for the The fatal 
Support of Government, is likewiſe a bad Example which ee, ee 
moſt of our Colonies have taken from the late Conduct tracting 
of their Mother Country. If this Arrear be left ſtand- publick 
ing without Intereſt, it is a Fraud put upon thoſe who 2** on- 
ſerve the Publick, which muft neceſſarily inhance the 
Price of every Thing the Publick afterwards contracts 
for; and it always furniſhes Miniſters, Officers, and 
Clerks of Offices with the Means of raiſing overgrown 
Fortunes by cheating the poor Servants of the Publick ; 
for when a Government once falls into the Cuſtom of 
running in Arrear for its yearly Support, every publick 
Payment becomes a publick Job ; becauſe, thoſe who 
are in the Adminiſtration never think of paying off any 
old Arrear, till they and their Friends have got the great- | 
eſt Part of it into their own Hands at a large Diſcount. 
On the other Hand, if the Arrear be converted into a 
publick Fund bearing Intereſt, it is loading Poſterity 
with the Payment of #wo, three, or four Pounds, per- 
haps more, for every twenty Shillings ſaved to the pre- 
ſent Generation. This we muſt be convinced of, if 
we conſider, that every twenty Shillings Debt, at a Com- 
pound Intereſt of five per Cent, doubles itſelf in leſs than 


fifteen Years, and quadruples itſelf in a little more than 
twenty eight Years, And if to this we add the Expences 
of collecting and managing the Taxes neceſſary for pay- 


ing the Principal and Intereſt of ſuch Funds, we ſhall 
ſee, that Poſterity may probably pay a- great deal more 
than four Pounds for every twenty Shillings ſaved to the

priſing, that any Man who has the leaft Regard for Poſs 
terity, ſhould think of ſaving this 1wenty Shillings, by 
throwing ſuch a Load on his Poſterity ?

. certain Support eſtabliſhed for any Term of Years is 
ſuch a Support as ought not, I think, to be given by 
the People of any free Society whatever, I wiſh the 
Cuſtom had never been introduced into this Kingdom. 
It ſome of our former Kings had had ſuch a Revenue as 
is now ſettled upon the Civil Lift, I doubt much if we 
ſhould now have had ariy Civil Liberties left ; for a King 
that has a plentiful eſtabliſhed Revenue for the Support 
of -what we call the Civil Liſt, is not under ſuch a Ne- 
ceſſity of courting and preſerving the Affections of his 
People, as a King that cannot otherwiſe ſupport himſelf 
and Family; and if he has any ambitious and arbitrary 
Views, his Succeſs will be more probable when he has 
a 2 ſettled Revenue for Life, than when he has no Support 
As what depends upon the, annual good Will of thoſe 
who are for their own ſakes obliged to oppoſe his Views. 
But however neceſſary it may be here at home, to ſet- 
tle a Revenue upon the King for Life, in order to ſup- 
port the Dignity of the Crown, and Magnificence of the 
Royal Family, ſurely there is no ſuch Reaſon ſor ſettling 
2 Revenue upon the Governor of a Province for any 
Term of Years, eſpecially when that Governor happens

not the Bay; that they dropped their Anchor and fired 


ſeveral Guns for a Pilot to come off to them; but the 
Weather being bad, and much Ice floating, no Pilot 
came: Whereupon a great Gentleman that was on board 


took his Son and Daughter, and ſeveral other Paſſengers, 


{to the Number of about thirry) in the' Long-Boat, and 
went on Shore to ſee.if they could get ſome Proviſions 
for their Relief; but not finding a Houſe, they made a 
Fire in the Woods, and fat by it all Night; the Wea- 
ther being ſevere cold, there was but four of them alive 
the next Morning: Several of them were Gentlemen of 
good Eſtates, and had Gold Watches in their Pockets, 
and ſome more and ſome leſs Pieces of Gold. The 
Chief. of them is faid ro be a great Lord from Germany, 
and had much Riches on board; and ſo had ſeveral of 
the other Gentlemen. It is ſaid this was the richeſt Ship 
that has come into Virginia for theſe twenty Years paſt. 


\ That on the 3d Inſtant he met with a Ship at the e 
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The Wind blowing very hard that Night the Ship 


dragged her Anchor, and ſtruck ſo much that ſhe ſunk 
till the Water came to her upper Deck: A great Nunn- 
ber of the Paſſengers that were in the Cabins between 
Decks, were ſo ſick and weak that they were not able 


to get upon Deck to ſave themſelves, but were drowned, 
0 were found floating in the Ship like ſo many Logs of 


Timber. The Maſter and Mate died at Sea, and the 


Boatſwain had the Command of the Ship. When th 

came out from Rotterdam there were three hundred Paſ- 
ſengers on board, of which there is but four left alive, 
beſides four or five of the Sailors. This Ship was bound 


to James River in Virginia, there being a German Lord 
which came there laſt Year and obtained a Grant for a 


large Tract of Land in Virginia, and was to bring over 
from Germany about three thouſand People to ſettle it, 
and this Ship's Company was the firſt of them.

There being a terrible Storm of Thunder 


and Lightning as perhaps was ever known about Dor- 
chefter, a little Town in that Part of the World, the 


Lightning broke in ſeveral Places : In particular upon 


the Dwelling Houſe of Mr. Nathaniel Langley, who was 


fitting with his Wife by the Fire, about three Foot Diſ- 


tance from one another; it ſtruck the North-weſt Part 


of the Top of the Chimney, and broke down ſeveral 


Bricks: It likewiſe entered the South-eaſt Part of the 
Chimney, where it lighted on the Head of a Princi- 
pal of the Roof, and ſplit it down to the Foot; and pafſ- 


ing through one Corner of the Plate, it ſtruck into a 


Poſt : It likewiſe broke out at five or fix Places at the 
Weſt End of the Houſe. The Violence of the Stroke 
threw Mrs. Langley near ſeven Foot Diftance from where 
ſhe was fitting, where ſhe was taken up for Dead in all 
Appearance, but recover'd in about an Hour afterwards, 
and thought her Legs and Back had been broke by the 


Blow. A Maid likewiſe in the ſame Room, about 15 
Foot diſtant from Mrs. Langley, was ſtruck down, but 


ſoon recovered, Mr. Langley received no other Hurt 
but the fcorching one of his Legs, although near in a 
direct Line between the two Perſons ſtruck down. Mr. 


Heyman likewiſe and his Wife were fitting in their Houſe 
near the Fire-Place, and there came down the Chimney, - 
to their Appearance, a Ball of Fire of conſiderable Big- 


neſs, with a terrible Noiſe, but no perceivable Effect but 
their Surprize.

Heyman's Houſe is about fixty Rods due South from Mr.

ninety. Captain Long, with ſeveral of the Mariners,

in at Rotterdam in Caſks that had before contained 
White and red Wines.

Trade, by bringing ſeveral excellent Mechanicks to ſettle 
amongſt us here at home, but gives us a great Advantage 
over our Neighbours, the French and Spaniardi, with 
regard to Colonies in America. As there are in that 
Part of the World vaſt and many as yet unknown Tracts 
of Land, which lie waſte and uncultivated for want' of 
Hands, we are by this Indulgence enabled to encreaſe 


the Number of our Hands in that Part of the World, 


by the Acceſſion of Foreigners as well as natural born 
Subjects, and therefore the Strength and Power of our 
Colonies muſt encreaſe much faſter than the Strength 
and Power of theirs, unleſs we deſtroy the Advantage 
we have in this Reſpect by our bad Conduct in other 


Reſpects. This Advantage therefore we ought to che- 


riſh and improve as much as poſſible; and as the poor 
Proteſtants that go over to America are generally but ill 


of EUROPE. 


furniſhed with proper and healthful Proviſions, and too 


much crowded, I wiſh we had ſome proper Regulations 
eſtabliſhed by Authority of Parliament for remedying 
theſe Evils : Nay, even if the Publick ſhould be at ſome 
Expence in contributing towards the furniſhing of theſe 


poor People with a convenient Paſſage, I ſhould think 


the publick Money expended in that way would be moſt 
uſefully employed; for, I am ſure, a labouring and 


healthful Man or Woman tranſported to a Country 


where there is a Scarcity of Hands, will always be worth

In theſe Proceedings of this Aſſembly we may ſee that 
the chief Affair was that relating to the Supply of the 
Treaſury by emitting 60, ooo l. in Bills of Credit, which 
Method of ſupplying the publick Occaſions has ſome 
Time ſince become a Grievance in moſt of our Planta- 
tions; and is a Grievance which ought to be redreſſed 
as ſoon as poſſible; but I muſt obſerve, chat it is a Griev- 
ance which has been occaſioned by the Example of their 
Mother Country ; for all the publick Funds we have 
eſtabliſhed here in Exgland are a Sort of Bills of Credit; 
and if Care be not taken to diſcharge them very ſoon, 
I will be bold to propheſy, that they will at laſt come 
to 2 greater Diſcount than the Bills of Credit are now 
come to in any of our Plantations. The publick Ex- 


pence may, in Time of a heavy War, become too 


weighty for the People of that Generation, and then

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ridiculous Thing for the People in any Country to con- 
tract publick Debts, and thereby throw a Burden upon 


their Poſterity, as long as they are in a poſſible Condition 


to bear the Weight themſelves ; for it is making them- 
ſelves and their Poſterity pay Cent. per Cent. at leaſt for 
every Shilling of publick Debt contracted ; and when 
this is done for the fake only of enabling the preſent 
Generation to ſpend a great Part of their yearly In- 
come in Luxury and Extravagance, it becomes abſo- 
lutely ridiculgus. If this had been duly conſidered 
during the late heayy Wars in King William and Queen 
Anne's Time, I am ſure Care would have been taken, 
to make all Perſons that had a yearly Income of any 
Kind, contribute to the publick Expence, and our land- 


ed Gentlemen would have paid ten Shillings in the Pound 


for ſupporting the War, rather than expoſe the Conſti- 
tution of their Country to 7 the Trade of their 
Country to Ruin, and their Poſterity to Uſury and Ex- 
tortion, which we now find are the fatal Effects of the 
publick Debts that were then contracted. This is now 
Fear with reſpect to our publick Debts, or Bills of 

redit here at home; but the beſt of it is, that ſome 
of thoſe who are for qur emitting new Bills of Credit, 
or contracting new Debts here at home, have the ridi- 
culous Aſſurance to declare themſelyes utter Enemies 
to the emitting of any new Bills of Credit in our Ame- 
rican Colonies. Our Funds here at home are not, 
thank God ! fallen into ſuch Diſcredit, or come to ſuch 


a Diſcount, as the Bills of Credit in our Plantations, 


becauſe their Foundation is vaſtly more extenſive ; but 
the wideſt Foundation may be over built, and the 


more high the Structure, the greater, the more ſudden 


will be the Ruin. This may come co be the Cafe of 
our Funds here at home, and certainly will be the 
Caſe, if we go on contracting new Debts, every War 
we are engaged in, and take no Care to pay thoſe 
Debts off in Time of Peace; and what Multitudes of 
People muſt be cruſhed, what Numbers of Families 
muſt be overwhelmed by the Ruins, we may eaſily 
judge from the Vaſtneſs of that Structure, we have 
already raiſed upon the Foundation of -publick Credit.

On the third of Auguſt laſt, about twenty Minutes 


after two in the Morning, an Earthquake was felt 
and heard at Newbury in New England, and ſeveral o- 
ther Towns in that River, which very much ſurpriſed 


and terrified all the People in that Neighbourhood. 


The Shock was felt rather like a ſudden Jolt upwards, 


than in ſuceeſſive Tremors, and immediately after the 
Shock there was a loud Roar that laſted for a full 


Minute, and was taken by many, who were awaked 


by it, for a Clap of Thunder. Several ſmall Things 
were toſſed down from the Shelves where they were 


placed ; and a Boat coming up the River, in which there 
were two Men, gave ſuch a ſudden Shake, that the 
Men thought they had ſtruck upon a Rock, and were 


afraid of ſinking, till they found the Boat had met with 
no Damage, and went on as ſmoothly as before.

Towards the End of the Year 1738, a Spaniſh Sloop, 
bound from Wartemal, in the Gulph of Honduras, to 
the Havanna, very richly laden, was loſt in her Paſ- 
ſage. The Men made a ſhift to get upon a Maroon, or 
uninhabited Iſland, where they met with almoſt as bad 
an Enemy as the Water they had eſcaped, for moſt of 
them were ſtarved to Death, before any Ship came to 
their Relief ; but at laſt Captain Darby, in a Ship from 
New England, came in fight, and upon their making a 
Signal, he ſent his Boat and rook ſuch of them as were 
alive off of the Iſland, and carried them to ap rok 
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| While they were on board, he got a particular Infor- 


mation from them of the Place where they had been 
Shipwreck'd, whereupon he went back to the Place, 
and by diving fiſhed up 7000 Pieces of Eight, 500 
Piſtoles, a Silver Tea Table, a Gold Cup, ſeveral Cru- 


cifixes of great Value, and other Pieces of Plate. He 


had alſo raiſed up an Iron Cheſt, ſuppoſed to contain 
Pieces of Eight, but his Boat being ſmall, and the Wind 
high, he was forced to let it go again, rather than endan- 
ger the ſinking of his Boat. With the Booty he had 
got he failed for New England, and from thence for 
Hamburgh, with a Deſign to go to fiſh upon this Wreck 
again as ſoon as he returned to the Veſt-Indies; havi 


had Information that there were three large Cheſts of 
Silver, beſides what he had got on board the Spaniſb Ship 


when ſhe was loſt ; but in his Paſſage to Hamburgh, he 
and his whole Crew periſhed by Shipwreck ; ſo that the 
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Place where his Treaſure is, muſt now probably remain - . 


for ever a Secret. |

but vaſtly dangerous and troubleſome. | 
The Dominions of Great Britain are bleſſed by Na- our natural 
ture with fuch a happy Situation, and with ſo many Advanuages 
natural Funds for Trade and Manufacture, that 1 will in Trade. 
be bold to ſay, our Trade cannot be deſtroyed, it could 
never have been injured, but by our own Act and 
Deed. This muſt appear evident to thoſe who conſider 
the Temperateneſs of our Climate, the Fertility of our 
Soil, the Number and Convenience of our Ports, the 
Advantages we have or might have by Water Carriage, 
the Number and Richneſs of our Mines, and the in- 
„ exhauſtible Riches of the Seas that ſurround us; but 
theſe natural Advantages we have been ſo far from im- 
proving, that we ſeem of late Years to have been con- 
triving Methods to render it impoſſible for our People 
to make the proper Uſe of any one of them, as will 
appear from conſidering the Conſequences of our pub- 
lick Funds, and of the Taxes we have impoſed for an- 
ſwering thoſe Funds. | 
There is nothing encourages Trade in any Country publick 
more than a Plenty of private Credit, and its natural Funds de- 
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Manufac- 


tres depend 
upon the low 
price of Ne- 


ceflaries. 
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Credit I mean, when a Man of a tolerable Character can 
eaſily get a Sum of Money to borrow upon his perſonal 
Security, and without either Pledge or Mortgage ; of 
which there is at preſent very little in the Kingdom, and 
this is owing entirely to our publick Funds. No Man 
will ever lend his Money upon perſonal Security, if he 
can have a tolerable Rate of Intereſt upon any other ; 
and our publick Funds afford moneyed Men ſuch an 
eaſy and ſecure Way of having a tolerable Rate of In- 
tereſt, that few of them ever think of lending their Mo- 
ney upon perſonal Security, but ſuch as reſolve to be- 
come Uſurers and Extortioners. Theſe Funds firſt drew 
out of private Hands moſt of that Money which ſhould, 
and otherwiſe would have been lent to our Merchants 
and Tradeſmen : This made it difficult for ſuch to bor- 
row any Money upon perſonal Security; and this Difh- 
culty ſoon made it unſafe to lend Money upon ſuch 
Security ; which/of courſe deſtroyed all private Credit, 
and greatly injured our Trade in general. 

The only Manufactures that bring in Riches to a 
Country, are thoſe that are exported and ſold at foreign 
Markets; but this cannot be done, unleſs our Manu- 
factures can be there ſold as cheap as the ſame Sorts of 
Manufacture can be purchaſed from any other Country, 
and therefore we ought carefully to avoid every Thing 
that will enhance the Price of our Manufactures at fo- 
reign Markets. As the Price of every Manufacture 
depends upon the Price of the Materials and the Labour 
neceſſary for working it up, and as the Price of Labour 
depends upon the Price of thoſe Things · that are neceſ- 
ſary for the Support of the poor Labourer and Manu- 
facturer, therefore, in a trading Country, great Care 
ſhould be taken not to load with any Tax any of the 
Materials for Manufacture, whether native or ſoreign, 
nor any of thoſe Things that are neceſſary for the Sup- 
port of poor Labourers and Manufacturers: No Tax 
ought to be laid, but upon the Revenues and annual Pro- 
fits of the Rich, or upon thoſe Things that are neceſ- 
ſary for Luxury alone; and with reſpect to theſe laſt, 
great Care ſhould be taken by Parliament, that the 
Government ſhall not indulge and propagate the Luxury, 


in order to increaſe its Revenue.

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But we have done quite the reverſe : We have taxed We have 


many of the Materials for Manufacture, and many of 


the Neceſſaries of Life, and have laid no Tax upon any ries of Life, 


Revenue or annual Profit but that of Land ; and I am e e e

afraid, we have not been ſo careful as we ought to have 


been, either in taxing Luxury, or preventing its being ture. 


encouraged. As to the Materials for Manufacture, our 
Statute Books will ſhew, what Numbers of them are 
taxed, ſuch as Soap, Tallow, Candles, Aſhes of all 
Kinds, almoſt all Sorts of Dyes, in ſhort there is nor 
almoſt any one Thing that is neceſſary for working up 
our Woollen or Linen ManufaQtures, except Wool, 
Fuller's Earth, and our Home produced Hemp and Flax, 
but what pays a Tax. And then as to thoſe Things that 
either Nature or Cuſtom has made abſolutely neceſſary 
for the Support of poor Labourers and Manufacturers, 


many of them are taxed, and ſome of them heavily, 'as 


will likewiſe appear from our Statute Books : I ſhall 


mention only Malt, Salt, Beer, Ale, Leather, Tobacco, 


Drugs almoſt of all Kinds; and the Misfortune is, that 
moſt People imagine, they contribute to no Tax, but 


thoſe which they immediately pay out of their own. 


Pockets, which is a moſt ridiculous Miſtake; for the 


Tradeſman pays thoſe Taxes that are laid upon the Ne- 


ceſſaries or Materials which the Farmer and his Servants 


muſt make uſe of, and the Farmer and his Servants pay 


thoſe Taxes that are laid upon the Neceſſaries or Ma- 
terials which the Tradeſmen muſt make uſe of: And at 
laſt the Rich, whether at home or abroad, who conſume 
our Produce or Manufactures, muſt pay the whole Taxes 
that are laid upon the Neceſlaries or Materials which 
either our Huſbandmen or our Tradeſmen are obliged to 
make uſe of: But there is a very great Difference be- 
tween the domeſtick and foreign Conſumer ; for by 
Laws againſt the Importation of foreign Commodities, 
we may compel the domeſtick Conſumer to make uſe 
of our home Produce and Manufactures alone, but we 
cannot compel the foreign Conſumer ; for if he finds 
he cannot have our Produce and Manufactures as cheap 
as he can have thoſe of the ſame Sort from other Coun- 
tries, he will take none from us; becauſe we cannot 
hinder his being furniſhed with thoſe of other Countries.

ir ought to be rendered as cheap as poſſible at leaſt to the 
Poor, which, I am ſure, can never be done as long as 
trading Juſtices are allowed to follow the Methods they 
now take for making the moſt of their Employments. 


The a When theſe Things are conſidered, is it to be won- 


dered, that our Manufactures cannot be ſold at a cheap 


every foreign Market by our Neighbours, whoſe Tran- 
quillity we have been for many Years at great Pains and 
Expence to preſerve, and have thereby enabled them to 
improve the Arts of Peace, and to become our Rivals 
in every Sort of Manufacture. But theſe are not the 
only Miſtakes we have committed. We not only lay 


Taxes upon the Neceſſaries of Liſe, but we have made 


Laws for preventing their being brought to us, or for 
encouraging their being taken away from us, and carried 
to our Rivals in Trade and Manufacture. Of this Sort 
are the Laws for preventing the eee of great 
Cattle, Sheep, Swine, Beef, Pork, Mutton or Lamb for 
Sale, and the Laws for allowing a Bounty upon the Ex- 
portation of Corn; for theſe Laws always have been, 


and always will be. greatly detrimental to our Manufac- 


tures, and conſequently to the Trade, Riches, and 
Strength of this Nation. The moſt fertile Country in 
the World cannot grow ſo rich, or encreaſe ſo much in 
the Number of its Inhabitants, by Tillage, and the Ex- 
rtation of Corn and Cattle, as it may do by Manu- 
es, therefore the Encouragement of Manufacture 
ought to be the chief Aim of every trading Country; 
and as nothing encourages Manufacture more than having 
the Neceſlaries of Life cheap, therefore, inſtead of pre- 
venting, we ought rather to encourage the Importation 
of thoſe Neceſſaries from all Parts of the World; and 
conſequently, inſtead of encouraging the Exportation of 


our Corn, we ought to prevent its being exported at we 
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if poſſible, at leaſt it ought to pay a Duty, in order that 
it may always come much dearer to foreign Manufac- 
turers, than our own Manufacturers may have it here at 
home. This, I ſay, ought to be the Caſe, let the Price 
be as low as it will; but it is moſt ridiculous for any 
Country, eſpecially a Country that pretends to underſtand | | 
Trade, to give a Bounty upon the Exportation of it, | 
even when it is at the loweſt Price, becauſe we thereby 
enable our Rivals in Manufacture to have this Neceſſar 
of Life as cheap as we can have it ourſelves. I know this 
will ſound harſh to our Landholders and Farmers who 
do not underſtand Trade; but this would be no Loſs to 
either of them in the main, becauſp Labour, which is (1 
the chief Charge in Tillage, will always bear a Propor- | 
tion to the Neceſſaries of Life, and the Soil will im- 
prove in Proportion as the Number of Inhabitants in- 
creaſe ; ſo that if the Farmer did not get ſo high a Price, 
he would be at a leſs Expence, and would have a larger 
Produce, which would enable him to live better, and 
at the ſame Time to pay as high, if not a higher Rent 
to his Landlord. This is evident from the great Improve- 
ment of our Farms and Rents ſince the Improve- 
ment of our Trade and Manufactures; and from thence 
let theſe Gentlemen conſider, what would become of 
their Farms and their Rents, if by endeavouring to raiſ 
or keep up the Price of their Corn and Cattle, th 
ſhould ruin the Trade and Manufactures of their Coun-

whenever we pleaſe, I wiſh we could as eaſily rectify upon Im- 
the Miſtakes we have fallen into with reſpe& to our 8 5

Head I muſt obſerve, that in a trading free Country it 
is impoſſible to levy = Taxes upon Conſumption, with- 
out endangering the Trade or the Liberties of the Peo- 
ple. Such Taxes muſt be raiſed by way of Cuftom, or 
by way of Exciſe. If you chooſe the former Methods, 
you incommode and endanger your Trade, if the latter, 
you endanger your Liberties. Every one knows that 
nothing encourages Trade more than what we call a 
free Port, that is to ſay a Port where there are no Cuſ- 
toms paid, nor Attendance required upon Cuſtom- 
houſe Officers. The Cuſtoms paid upon the Importa- 


tion 
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tion or Exportation of Goods are, indeed, no real Lofs 


to the Merchant; becauſe the Conſumer is always made 
to pay them; but the advance of the Money for the 
Cuſtoms muſt cramp the Trade of every Merchant, 
and prevent his being able to import or export ſo much 
as he otherwiſe might. When no Cuſtoms are to be 

id, a Merchant of 10007. Stock may import 1000 J. 
worth of Goods, and let them lie in his Warehouſe till 


he finds an Opportunity to ſell or export them to Advan- 


tage; but if the Goods are loaded with Cent. per Cent. 


Cuſtoms, a Merchant of 1000 l. Stock can import but 


5007. worth of thoſe Goods ; becauſe if he gives Bond for 


the Goods, he trades to a Diſadvantage of 10 J. per 


Cent. and may therefore be underfold by thoſe who pay 
the Cuſtoms in ready Money, and are allowed 10 /. per 
Cent. for prompt Payment. To this I muſt add, that a 
Merchant who pays high Cuſtoms upon Goods imported, 
cannot export and ſell ;zaſe Goods ſo cheap at a foreign | 
Market, even although the whole Cuſtoms be drawn 
back upon Exportation, as a Merchant that pays no 
Cuſtoms upon Importation; becauſe the former muſt have 
as great a Profit upon 5001. worth of Goods ſo rmport- 
ed and exported, as the latter has upon 1000 J. worth 
of the ſame Sort of Goods, otherwiſe he does not trade 
to equal Advantage ; and therefore in a Country where 


-high Cuftoms are paid upon Importation, though the 


whole be drawn back upon Exportation, yet they can 
have but little Share in what is called the Carrying 
Trade, which always makes a great Part of an extenſive 
Commerce, and next to the fiſhing Trade, is the beſt

Inſolence is 
inſeparable from Office, and we have in this Country 
taken care to increaſe it, by our Maxim, that the King 
pays no Coſts, and by giving, in many Caſes, double or 
treble Coſts ro the Officer Defendant, when he ob- 
tains a Verdict in his Fayour. As Offices create Inſo- 

; | lence, 
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ehce, 4 vaſt Multitude of Officers create almoſt an 
Infinity of Fees and Perquiſites, which muſt be paid 
by the Client, whether legal or not, if he expects to 
have his Buſineſs done with Diſpatch. By theſe Offices 
and Officers a Merchant Importer or Exporter is put to 
ſo much Charge, obliged to give ſo much Attendance, 
and often meets with ſuch Inſolence, that ir diſcourages 

Men from engaging in Trade, if they can live other- 
wiſe, and is a great Charge upon all Goods exported, 
whether of domeſtick or foreign Produce ; for though 

the whole Cuſtoms paid upon Importation, be repaid 
at Exportation, yet the Fees and Perquiſites are never re- 
turned, but of courſe doubled, nor has the Merchant 
any Satisfaction for his Attendance and Trouble at theſe 
Offices; ſo that both remain a Load upon the Goods 
exported, which muſt enhance their Price at every fo- 
reign Market.

There may be Exceptions as to particular Men, but, + 
believe, this Obſervation will generally hold true. Now 

by our numberleſs Taxes, and the numberleſs Oaths 
appointed to be taken by thoſe concerned either in the 
Collection or Payment ON we have introduced

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among our People a general Contempt of Oaths, and 
have made Perjury familiar to many. With regard to 
what we call a Cuſtom-Houſe Oath, which has become 
a Name for every Oath relating to the Payment or Col- 


lection of the publick Revenue, there are, I am afraid, 
but few amongſt us now, that regard whether it be true 


or no, or whether it be performed or not; and the 
Misfortune is, that this Contempt begins to extend it- 
ſelf, every day more and more, to Caſes of a private 
Nature. Thus our People begin to be generally aban- 
doned with regard to this Crime called Perjury ; and this 
will of courſe introduce an abandonedneſs of Principle 
with regard to every other Crime that may contribute 
to a Man's preſent Satisfaction or Advantage, and may 
be perpetrated with Security. By this Means a general 


Depravity of Manners may be introduced, which is al- 


ways attended with Slavery; for unleſs the People of a 
Society be generally actuated by the Principles of Reli- 
gion, Virtue, and Morality, it is impoſſible to eſtabliſh 

or preſerve a free Sort of Government.

ops, Qc. that are now allowed to be ſet up; for 


after a Man has once ſet up a Houſe of either of theſe 


Kinds, he of courſe makes it his Buſineſs to promote 
Idleneſs and Debauchery amongſt all thoſe of his Ac- 


quaintance; and to contrive Methods for enticing thoſe 


that are Strangers. For this Purpoſe, popular and in- 
viting Sign-Poſts are ſet up, Horſe- Matches, Foot- 
Matches, Conſorts, Aſſemblies, Skittle-Grounds, Bowl- 


ing-⸗Oreens, Shuffle-Boards, and numberleſs other Al- 


lurements are contrived, for drawing Mankind away from 
Induſtry, and tempting them to ſpend their Money in 
Idleneſs and Prodigality. Surely we do not think that 
Liberty conſiſts in giving every Man leave to do what 
he pleaſes, whether it be conſiſtent with the Good of 
the Society or not: True ſocial Liberty conſiſts in every 
Man's having free Leave to do what he pleaſes, ſo far as 
is conſiſtent with the Laws of Nature, and with thoſe 
Laws which, with the Conſent of him or his Anceſtors, 


have been enacted for the Good of the Society to which 


he belongs; and it is the Buſineſs and Duty of every So- 
ciety, to enact ſuch Laws as may. be proper for en- 
- couraging

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 eouraging Induſtry, "preventing Idlenefs, and reſtraining 
Prodigal. SM as all Taverns, Alehouſes, Gin- - 
Ships, Ec. and moſt of the Diverſions ſet up by them, 
are Temptations to Idleneſs and Prodigality, they ought 
to be reſtrained, and the Number of them confined as 
much as poſſible, by proper Laws, and by putting thoſe 
Laws duly in Execution. But we have, in this reſpect, 
for many Years granted a full Scope to every private 
Man's Pleaſure and Invention, notwithſtanding many 
good Laws and the ancient Cuſtom againſt it; which [ 
take to be chiefly owing to our Taxes upon Malr and 
upon Beer and Ale, fo that theſe Taxes, by oppreſſing | 
Induſtry, and at the ſame Time promoting Idleneſs and | 
Debauchery, may be called a two-edged Sword which | 
cuts both ways into the Heart of the Trade of this | 
Kingdom. , | 7 | 
Strong Beer or Ale, may ſometimes, and in ſome Sorts The Reaſon 
of Buſineſs, be neceſſary for the Induſtrious; and when r faying fo. ; 
taken moderately, a Draught of theſe Liquors enables — 
them to go through their laborious Taſk with Vigour and I 
Alacrity ; therefore a Tax upon them muſt in this Caſe | 
be allowed to be a Tax upon Induſtry, and conſequently 
injurious to our Trade. But when they are taken immo- 
derately, they occaſion Idleneſs, Prodigality, and many 
other Crimes, therefore, whatever encourages Debauchery 
muſt be a Diſcouragement and an Injury to our Trade.

But ſince we have had Taxes upon theſe Liquors, the 
| publick Revenue increaſes by Debauchery, and this, Im 
a afraid, has too often occaſioned the Incitements to it, to 
2 be winked at, if not encouraged. It is owing to this 
7 that Licences have been ſo freely granted, and the Laws 
= againſt Debauchery and Idleneſs ſo ſlackly executed 
X and this can be no way remedied bur by aboliſhing thoſe 
+ Taxes, or by taking the Nomination of thoſe who are 
at to 7 Licences, and execute the Laws againſt Idleneſs 
of and Debauchery, from thoſe who are to get by the Idle- 
ry neſs and Debauchery of the People. 
5A From theſe Conſiderations it will appear, that our pub- No Neceſfiry: 
ſe lick Funds or Debts are attended with ſuch Effects as png noma 
a may be fatal to our Conſtitution, our Trade, and theor loading 
5 Morals of our People; and therefore it is ſurpriſing, 5 
5 that in a Country which ſubſiſts by Trade, and boaſts ſo es, 
n- much of its Liberties, ſuch a Load of publick Debts 
7 
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ſhould ever have been contracted, and it is ſtill more 
ſurpriſing that ſuch a Method of Taxation ſhould ęver 
have been thought on or agreed to: It looks as if the 
People, rather than pay freely and generouſly one Shilling 
towards the Cauſe of their 24e „would chuſe to be 
cheated out of twenty: But of all Things it is the moſt 
ſurpriſing, that in a Courſe of eight and twenty Years 
Peace, notwithſtanding the Danger we are in from thoſe 
Debts and Taxes, no Method has been found to diſcharge 
any conſiderable Part of out Debt, or to aboliſh or di- 
miniſh any one of our moſt pernicious Taxes. From 
ſuch a Conduct one would think, that the Crime which 
is too frequent in this Country among Particulars, is 
now become General, and that the Nation is reſolved 
to be a Fels de ſe. If there had ever been an Impoſſi- 
bility of raiſing, within the Year, the neceſſary Supplies, 
or if there were now an Impoſſibility to pay off any 
1 conſiderable Part of our Debt, it would be ſome Ex- 
cuſe for our Conduct; but I will venture to ſay, that if 
a proper and juſt Method of Taxation were eſtabliſhed, 
and all the Britiſh Dominions put upon an equal footing, 
we ſhould be able to raiſe more Money annually than 
was expended in any one Year during the two late heavy 


Wars, without burthening any one Set of Men in the 


Kingdom, ſo much as they are at preſent ; and this, with 

tolerable Economy in Time of Peace, would ſoon ena- 

ble us to pay all our publick Debts, without the Aſ- 

ſiſtance of any of thoſe Taxes that now lie ſo heavy upon 

the Neceſſaries and Conveniences of Life, or upon the 
Materials for Manufacture. |

not allow me to paſs over the State of our national 

Debt without ſome Obſervations, If our Debts and 

Taxes continue but a few Yea-s in their preſent Situa- 

tion, our Trade will, I am convinced, be undone, in 

ſpite of all the quack Remedies we can think of. Our 

Trade would have been already undone, if .it had not 

been for our Plantations ; but theſe Sources of national 

Wealth have been every Day improving, and have hi- 

T 2 therto, 
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therto, I believe, preſerved the general Balance of Trade 
in our Favour. This has been our Happineſs, and is till 
our Support; but even this cannot be faid to be owing. 
to our own good Conduct; for the Improvement of all 
our Plantations, except Georgia, has been owing to the 
Nature of Things, and nor to our Care or Concern. 
for their Welfare, However, their Improvement (as 
they muſt neceſſarily go on improving for many Years 
to come, unleſs ruined b gut bad Conduct in the pre- 
ſent or ſome future W muſt continue, for ſome 
Years, to furniſh us here at home with a great Supply 
of Riches ; but if our home Manufactures come to de- 
cay, or continue at their preſent high Price, by reaſon of 


the Taxes that are upon them, our Plantations will by 


Degrees learn to furniſh themſelves, or to purchaſe from 
Foreigners; afid if we continue to reſtrain them by 
prohibitory Laws, it may at laſt occaſion a general Re- 
volt. We are therefore, for i obliged to 
think ſeriouſly of diſcharging our Debts, and aboliſhing 

moſt of our preſent Taxes, which we may by proper 
Methods accompliſh in a few Years, if we can put a 
happy and honourable End to the preſent War; but if 
we ſhould be obliged to conclude an inglorious and diſ- 


_ advantageous Peace, our Trade muſt, even the Nation 


itſelf may, be ſoon undone ; and in this Caſe, no Man 
can expect, that our publick Debts will ever be paid. 
A publick Bankruptcy muſt at laſt enſue, and what ter- 


rible Ruin this will bring upon many private Families, 


and particular Perſons, as well as upon the Nation in 
general, I muſt beg of my Readers to conſider. What I 
have here ſaid will, I hope, convince them. of ſome of 
the Miſtakes we have-been guilty of, and their own 
Thoughts may furniſh them with effectual Remedies ; _ 
therefore I ſhall conclude with praying that God in his 
infinite Mercy would open their Eyes, and incline their 
Hearts to take proper Meaſures for preventing ſuch a 

Multitude of Miſchiefs. E: |
